— 1 he old Rombay Kupee is the same as was coined 
at Surat utiHer the Mogul Government. It weighed 178. 314 grains, 
and contained 1.24 per Cent, of alloy. Ry an ancient . greeinenc 
with the Nabob ol Surat, the Kupee of both Govrrniiieuts was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; while they mutually 
pledged themselves to keep up the Com to its exact stand .rii of 
weight and tineness. The Nabob, however, did not keep to ti is 
agreement ; for his Rupees were found soon afterwards to contain, 
instead of 1.24* per Cent, of alloy, no less than 10. 1'i, and even 16 
per Cent. The consequence of this was, that ah the Konibay Ru- 
pees were earned to Surat to be recoined. 4 his mint was entire- 
ly stopped in its silver coinage for more than twenty years^ and 
the circulation of silver was occupied by the Surat Repce. 

In this sitluaton of things the raorchauts could not afford to 
coin their bullion here, and therefore Bombay was long without a 
sil er coiniige of its own ; when Govenimeiu in 1800 ordered the 
Surat Kupee to be struck in this mint, and since that time the Rupee 
has been kept at an ef|uai value in botli mints, lu both the Silver 
Rupee weighs 179 grains, and contains 7.97 per (>ent. of alloy. 

(tolo. — 111 the \ ear 1774 the Gold Mobur was made of the 
same weiizht as the ^ilveI• Rupee. It was ordeied to be of the fine- 
ness of a V'^enetian. and to pass for 15 Silver Rupees hi this c in- 
aiie, therefore, 14.9 grains of silver repiesented one gtaui of gold; 
for such is ihe proportion between the quantity of gohi in this Gold 
Mobur, ami the silver in 15 old Bombay Rupe es. When the. Surat 
silver ciinency had occiipie<i the circulation, this proportion between 
gold and silver was qn le destioyed; so that gold coined accoidiiig 
lo the I egiilation of 1774, was now exchanged for no more than, 
thirteen times its weigt.t in silver, and often for much less. 

Jn order to remedy this, and to bring back the ('oins of gold 
and silver to nearly their ancient proportions, and their relative va- 
lue ill the market, it was ordered in 1800, that the Gold Mohur 
s^hould be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, that it should contain 
the same (juantity of alloy, and that it should pass for 15 Rupees. 

Weights. — The Kngli.sh weights being in common use here,, 
and at all the other Presidencies, the following account of their re- 
lative proportions may be found useful. 

The two principal weights established in Great Britain, are 
the av'urdufjois and troy weights ; the last is again divided into dia- 
mond and money weights ; the grain is understood to be a graiaof 
wheat, gathered iu the middle of the ear.

There is but one kind of money made in China, which is caU 
led Petty, or Ca^h; it is of a ha^e metal, cast, not coined, and ve- 
ry hrittle; it is n iind, about the size of an Kn«;]i.sii fartliing, mark- 
€Mi 4»n ot\e hide with (^hiiievo ciiaracters, rat’iier raised at the ed«es,, 
vvii’n a square hole in the middle. They are usually strung a hun- 
dred in a siring ; but they ri^e and fall according to the quantity in 
the market, vary in*: from 750 to lOOn Cash for a Tale. Thoir chief 
use is in making hinull payments amongst the lower classes of the 
people 

Spanish dollars are the principal coin current, hut other silver 
coins are occasionally met with' For small change they cut the* 
coins into pieces, anti weigh them, for which purpose every mer- 
chant carries scales ami wei^rhts with him, put up in small portable 
wooden cases ; they are made somewhat after the plan of tlie Kng- 
lish steelyards, and are caAed by the Chinese a dotchin. For the 
purpi'se of cutting the silver, tViey have a pair of scissors ; and some 
are .so dexterous, that they will cut the q^uantity required, without 
having occasion to cut a second time. All dollars which pass 
thr^ogh tile Jloiig IVIerchants’ hands bear their stamp, or chop; so. 
thit by frequent exchaiiii'^s, the dollars become soon mutilated, and 
are then cut up for smuH thange, or melted into ingots. All duties 
are piiid in sycee or pure silver.

In deliveriiiT a car£ro, English weights and scales are used, and 
afterwards turned into China Peculs and Catties. If the weights 
and scales are brought from Canton, care should be taken that the 
beam is not longer an one side that the other ; some of them have holes 
or iiotcbeF at each end of the beam, by which they can, by hanging the 
scales in one or other, diminish or increase the w^eight considerably. 

Ttie weights are in generally light, particularly those they sell 
as have been found by weighing tuteiiague, raw silk, &o. Ma« 
iiy of their dotchins are loaded in the pea. Above all. it is particu- 
larly necehsary to pay Hfteniion to the weighing man, who is very 
apeto j^rk the scale down, or pull it to him before he cries the 
weight, and that often erroneous. If a person delivering a cargo, 
will take the trouble of putting in the weights himself, and ba- 
tancing the scales, the benefit that will be derived by the cargo, 
laruiug out well; will be au ample compeusatiou for his trouble. 
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Gold and silver are also weighed by the Tale and Catty; 10ft 
TaUs arft reckoned to weiuh oz. 16. dwts. troy, which make 
the tale equal to 579.8 4 i^raiiis. 

The foregoing Weights are sometimes otherwise denominated 
hv the natives ; the Catty is called Gin; the Tale, Ljang; the 
Alace, Tchen ; the Candarine, Fwen; and the Cash. Lis. 

Gold is purchased in ingots of a determined weight, which 
the Engli'^h call Shoes of Gold ; the largest weigh ten Tales, and 
the gold is reckoned 94 Touch, though it may be only 9^ or 93. 

The Chinese arithmetic is inecliaiiicat. To find the aggregate 
of numbers, a machine is in universal use with *11 descriptions of 
people. By this machine, which is called a swanpan, arithmetical 
operations are rendered palpable. It consists of a fram^* of wood, 
about an inch dee , and of various sizes, from 4 to 12 inches long, 
by 2 to 6 broad, divided into two compartments oy a bar dowa 
the middle tlirough this bar at right angles are inserted a num- 
ber of parallel wire.s, and on each wire ; in one compartment are 
five moveable balls, and in the oth'^r, two. I hese wires may 
be considered as the ascending and descending power of a nu- 
meration table, proceeding in a tenfold proponlon, so that if a 
ball upon any of the wires in the larger compartment he placed 
against the middle bar. and called unity, or one ; ^ ball on the 
next wire above it wiil represent ten; and one on the next, one 
bundled: so also, a ballon the wire next below that expressing 
unity, will be one-tenth ; tiie next lower, one hundredtii ; and the 
balls on the corresponding wires in the smaller compartment will be 
five, fifty, five hundred, five-tenths, five hundredths, five thousandths ; 
the value or power of each of these in the smaller division, bein^ 
always five times as much as those in the larger. This system, from 
irs apparent ease and simplicity, is much admired, but is subject to 
error ; and a person commonly conversant with arithmetic, will 
make more progress, and be more correct, than the most skilful of 
the Chinese with the swanpan. 

Measurks. — T he long measure in use at Canton is called the 
covid or cobre : it is divided into ten punts, and is equal to 14.625 
Luglish inches. There are several measures answering to our foot.

ON THE CALENDAE, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE EEFORMS. 

The di\isioni of time, such as tliey aie presented in t^ie Calendar, are oom- 
posed of days, weeks, montlis. and years. The modes of deter mi niti<r these divisions 
have heen vai ions amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still vaiialions 
in these modes lu the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning; the DAYS by the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
nmons;st that people at the present time, is, to corninence the day at a ceiimn 
hour of the evening;, and to fmisli it on the next evt*nini^ at the same hour, 'i'hiis 
their snhiiatli he^ius on the afternoon of Friday, and in romph'trd on the alter^ 
noon of iSutnrday. The Koinan Catholic chnrcii ai^o comiiieuces its festivals in 
thef:\enin^; and this custom is retained nmonq;st oiiist lves in some ot our po- 
pillar ohservanre.s, such ns the eve of St. John, and CliiKstmas eve. 

The civil day now commenres at o’clork at mlduiirht, and lasts till the 
same hour ot the followinij; nii^ht. The civil day is distinn^nished fiom the 
astiouoiiiical dn^ , which bep^ius at iioeiu, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating 
at the succeedin|v noon. This mode of leckonin^ the day is that used in the 
Nautical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with persons not faniiliHr 
with tills manner of computation ; a little consideration will ob\iate the dilliniity. 
Thus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical tune, is January 11, .‘1 in the 
niorniiif', civil time. In France, and in most of the states of Europe, as with us, 
the liuiirs are counted up to 12, from midnight, till noon, and from noon till mid< 
night. In parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to coiiiiiieuce about 
sun-set, and the hours are counted on till the next sun set. This mode is very in 
convenient to tia\eilers, as the noon of the Italian hours'* at the summer solstico 
is 16 o’cloA.k, and 19 o’clock at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the week are derived fivim the LSaxons ; 
and they partly adopted these names from th< more civilized nations of antiquity. 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con> 
Bexion with astronomical science. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was 
thus : 1, Saturn ; 2, Jupiter ; 3, Mars ; 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, AMerniry ; 7, 
the Moon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over 
each hour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn 
would preside over the drat hour of the first day ; Jupiter over the second hour ; 
Mars over the third ; the Suo over the fourth, aud so on. Thus the Suo, presi- 
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dinf; over Oie fonrth^ eleveiitli, and eighteenth honrii of the first d»y, would presiide 
over the first hour of Ihe second dav ; and carrying on the series, the 'Moon would 
preside over the first hour of the third day. Mars over the first hour of the fourth 
day, IMerniry over the fiist hour of the fifth dav, Jupiter over tlie first hour of 
the sixth day, and Venus over the. first hour of the seventh dav. Hence, the 
names of the days yet used in the learned professions tiirongiiout Europe. The 
present English names are detived from the Saxon : —

Tiw, Woden, Thor, and Friga were deities of the Pag.in Saxons. Thor 
was the god of thunder, as well as the iincient Jove ; and I'ng.i was a goddess, 
the wife of VV'odeu. 

Almost all nations have reguUiled their MONTil.s, in great degree, hv the 
revoliitioii of the moon. Some have endeavoured to uiiiti’ this divi<>ion witli the 
annual coui.se of tlie sun, hv'^ an augmentation of dnv.s .‘it the end of each year, 
or by adding a tliirfeenfli month at the end ol every thud yeai. The Jews and 
the Atlieuiiins followed thi.s latter method. Tiie. iM.icedonl.iiis, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their nioiith.s SO and SI days. 'I'he TiuLs and the Aial»s have 
29 and 30 days. The months of the Angio-Saxon.s were governed hy the le- 
Toliitions of the moon. Tiieir coiuiiiod year consisted of (vveUe lunar mouths, 
three months being appropriated to eacli of tlie four seasoii.s ; hut eveiy third 
year contained an additional lunar mouth, which was given to the summer sea- 
son. Tlie names of their lunar mouths either liad refeieuce to their leligious 
ceremonies, or to the natural appearances of the year. 

A ronsideralile vaiiation prevailed generally amongst the m\.tions of anf. 
qnity, and still puitially pievails, with regard to the conimencenient of the Yi:\K. 
The Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the niontfi of March: the 
Athenians in the month ol June ; the. Alaredouians on tlie 24th September ; the 
Christians of Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or SOtli of Aiigii.st , ami the Pei- 
siaiis and Armenians on the 1 Irh of August. 'J'lie Jewish civil year begins on 
the fir.st day of the nioiitli VV.vW, which this year corresponds with our 9th of 
September ; the iMabomedans begins on the fiist of the month Mohnrein, wiiich 
tfiis year corresponds with our IJlliof Juty. Neatly all the nations of the Chris- 
tian world now commence tiie year on llie 1st of Jaiinaiy ; hut as recently as 1752 
even in England, the year did not legally and generally commence till the 25th of 
March. In Scotland at tliat period, the year began on tlie fiK'vt ot January. Tliia 
difi*erence caused great practical iiicoiiveiiiences, and January and Febi nary, and 
part of March, sometimes bore two dates, As we often find in old records, as 1711-12. 
Th)» practice often leads to chronological mistakes : for instance, we populaily 
say, “ The Revolution of 1088 that great event happening in February of tlio 
year 1688, according to the then mode of computation : but ii tlie year were held 
to begin, as it doe.« now, on the 1st of January, it would he The Revolution of 
1089.” In the anniversaries given in the British Almanac^ the alterations of stylo 
made in 1752, have not been followed ; as any roi rectioii of date vvouid have em- 
barrassed the reader in historical and biographical lefereuces. 

The year, pioperly .so called, is the solar vear, or the period of time in whicli 
the sun passes thiongh the. twelve signs of the Zodiac. Tins period comprises 365 
days, 5 hours, aud4S luiuaUs, 5i ttecouds, 6 deciniais, aud is called the astrono* 
mical year. 
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Tlip Calendar is a table of the davs of the year, arranged to assist the distri- 
bution ot time, and to indicate leniarkable days connected with devotion or busi- 
ness. li eiery nation had adopted the same di\isions of time, and a iinifonn ca- 
lendar had been generfd thioiiu[hoiit ciiilized st.ites, history would present much 
fewer ditllriilties and contradictions. The progress of astronomical science, has 
necessarily produced great t lianges in the inaimer ot <lividing time ; and thus, 
wliilst some nations hii\e been iead\ to gi\e their calendar eveiy possible advnu- 
tai',e ol a scientific construction, the prejudices of others lia\p rendered them un- 
\\illini» to dep.ii t liom tlien accustomed mode, however inaccurate, ft may bo 
curious and instiuctMC to trace, veiy biielly, the ciiaiiges of tiie calendar, ordina- 
rily called the chaiges of stWe. 

The Romans called the first davs of each month Calends from a word which sig- 
nifieil called ; because the- poiitiJi's on those days called the people together, to 
apprise tiiem ol the days of testival in that moutli. Hence we deiive the name of 
Ca!,enimk. 

The Roman calemlar, which has in great part been adopted by almost all nati- 
ons, ..s st.ded to have lieen iiiti oiliicnd by Romulus, the tuiiudcr of this cilv. Ho 
di\ oUd the V ear into tr‘ii iririiiths oiil}'^ : Mars, Aprilis. IVlaiiis, Junius, Qiiintilis, 
(atterw'ards calU-d Julius ) Se\tilis, (afterwards called Augui>lua,) Septenihc,r, Oc- 
tohei, November, r)ec« inhi'i. iMais, iMaiiis, Qiiiutdis and October, contained 31 
days, and each ot ilr/ six other mouths 30 day.s : so that the ten inontlis comprised 
30-1 days. Th<* \ear ot Romulus was therefore, ol 50 flays’ less duration than the 
lunar year, and ol 0 1 dav s' less than the solar year ; and its commencement of 
course did not cn t(',spoud will) any fixed season. Niima Poinpilliis corrected this 
caleiidai. by .idiimu iwo months. Januarins. and Pebruai ms, which he placed he- 
tore iMais Julius (.'a-s ii, lieiiig desiiuiis to render the calendar still more cnriect. 
consulted the aslioiio. Ill rs of his time, who fixed the solar year as 365 days, 6 
hours, co-iifii isiiig as tliey thought, the peiiod from one \eiiial equinox to another. 
Tilt* .SIX lioiiis w re sr-t a.‘*id<‘, and, at the end of four yeais, forming a day, the 
fouith year was made to consist ol 366 days. The day thus added was called in- 
tercalaiy, and w is -ulded to the month oi bVbriMiy. bv doubling the IS^dtii of that 
niontii, or according to their wav ot reckoning, the sixth ot the calends oi IVIarch. 
Hence the \ear was called Bissextile. This almost perlect ariaiigernent, which 
WMs fleiioiiiinated tiie Julian style, prevailed geiieiaily through the Cliiistian world 
till the time ol Pope Gregoi) XIH. ^’lie calendar ufJiiliiis Caisar was defective 
in tins particular ; tout tlie solar yeai, coiisusling ol 365 d.ix.s, 5 houis and 4‘J 
minutes, and not ol 365 davs, 6 hours as was supposed iii the tune ol Julius Caesar 
there was a difieieiice l)etwu*en the apparent veai and the real year ot eleven minutes. 
Tins dilleieiii,e at the time ot Hregory Xlll., had amounted to ten entiie flays, the 
veinal equinox falling on the 1 Lth, in«teail ot the !jlst ot March, at winch period it 
fell correctly at the time of the Coniitil of Nice, in the year 325. To be obviate 
tliis inr onvenience, (Iregory ordained, in 1582, that the 1.5th October shoiilfl be 
counted instead of tiie 5th foi the Intiire ; and to prevent the reciiirence of this 
eiror, it was fnilher determined that the year beginning a centuiy should not he 
bissextile, with the exception of the begiiiniiig each foiiith cenlnry. Thus, 1700 
anil 1800 have not been bissextile, nor will 1900 be so ; but the yeai 2000 will he 
bissextile. In this manner tiiree days are retrenched in four huuflred yeais, be- 
cause the lapse ot the eleven minutes makes three flays in about that period. The 
yearot the calendar is thus made as neaily as possible to coirespood vvitlrthe truo 
solar yeai ; Mid future errors of chronology are avoided. 

The adoption of this change, vvhicli is called the Gregorian, ^r New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was I r some time resisted by states not 
under the authority ot the see of Rome. The eliange ot the style in KnglamI was 
established by an act of parliament, passed in 1752. It was then enacted that the 
yeai should commence on the 1st of January, instead of Match 25 ; and that in 
the year 1752, the days should be niinibered as usual until September 2, when the 
day following should be accounted the 14tli September, omitting 1 1 days. The 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hiindicdtli year, except the 
fourth hundredth, was also enacted. The alteration was for along time opposed 
by the prejudices oi individuals ) nud even noW; with some persons, the old style 
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IS SO psrti'nacionsly adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old qnarter- 
davs. instead of the new For this reason, and not in deference to the prejudice, 
tlie old fi'sfi^als are mentioned in the 'Plie Russians stdl re- 

tain the Old Style, thus creatins^ an im:on\ei»ienre in their public and oominercial 
iiiteirouise with otlier nations, which we trust that the growing intelligrace of the 
people will eventually correct. 

During the. period in which Fiance was a Ropuhlic. the authorities introduced 
an entiie cliange in the calendar, which was in cxistiMice more than tw'elve 
years ; and is important to be noticed, as all the publu' acts of tlie Preticli nati- 
on were dated accoi ding to tins aUnred sijle. 'riie Natioii.il Cun\ entioii, by a 
deciee ot the .Stb Octobei, 1793, eslabli'ilicd a new era, which was died, in the 
place of tlie Chimtinii eia, the era ot the Freiicli. Tin* commencement of each 
venr. Or the first “ Veiulimiair^ ,'’ was li\ed at the midnight commencing tlie day 
on which the autumnal eijuinox tVU as determined at the observatorv at Paris. 
Tins era commenced on the ;2'2nd ''^•ptelnbel, 179*2. b'-in-; tin- epoch ot the founda- 
tion of the Republic: hiit its p stablishriient was not dei-reed tdi tiie 4tli “ Frimaire” 
ot the, year U. (2-Uh No\ ember, 1793). T\vod'i>s afiei winds tlie public acts 
were finis dated, 'fins calendar existed till ih- lOt'i “ Nixose.” year XIV. (tho 
31st December 1805) when the Giegoriaii mode ui compututiou was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 

1. DoMiNir\L IjKTTKR. — T he .seven clajs of the week, reckoned as begin- 
ning on the 1st ol Jcimi.iiy, are designated by the fii-.st seven letteis of (ho alpha- 
bet, A, 15, C, D, F, F, O j and the one of these which denotes Sunday, is tlie 
domuiical \piW\ . Thus it the year begin on Sunday. A is tlie dominical letter ; 
if It Imgm on Monday, tliat letter is G : if on Tuesday it is F, and so on generally. 
I'o find the dominial lettei, call New Year's Day A, tlie next day 15, and so on till 
xou come to the first Sunday, and the letter that amswois to it is the dominical 
letter. If theie were 304 days or exactly 52 weeks in the years, the dominical 
letter would be always the same ; but the year contains 305^ days ; an excess of 
IJ day over the 52 week**. The day is taken into the account every year, and 
the one-lonrth makes n day in eveiy four years : so tliat tiie dominical letter (alls 
backxv'iard one letter foi each of ihe three yeais in which the date or number of 
the year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and hvolettei'S every fonrtli 
year when the date can he so divided : as in the year 182S, it is divisible by 4, 
and therefore February will contain 29 days. The year began on Tuesday : count 
forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days ; and tlie sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Therefore, at first F is the dominical letter ; but the 29th of 
February, which is added, or intercalated, throws the 1st day of March n day 
later in the week than it would otherwise have been ; and, therefore, the Sunday 
letter for March and all the remaining months will be E. The yrais which have 
the 29 days in February, and the two dominical letters, are called Bissextites, 
for the reason already given ; or leap gears, hecanse the day of the Oiouth, after 
February, leaps over a day of the week. 1 q laWj the 2dth and 29th of February 
&re accounted one day. 
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2. The Golden Nutvtber. At the end of every nineteen years, the new 

and full nioons l^ippen at very nearly the same times of the year. The ancients 
discovered this ami reckoned the nineteen years, or cycle of the moon,” ns it is 
called vSo tlmt it terminated the year before the Christian era. Tins cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letters of j^old. Therefore, to find the golden number, 
or number ot the yeai in this cycle add 1 to the date; divide by 19: the quotient 
in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Clirist, and the remnind r 
is cfolden number. As the ])rpsent jear is add 1, is 1829; divide by 

19 IS 90 cjcles, and there remains 5 the ^oiden number. 

3. Tite Cycle of the SL^^ i.s the nnmbi r of v^ars that elaps? before the 

Snmiava till ouf'hout the year happen ou the same da\s of the montli. It ihers 
vere SOI da\s in the year, that would happ<*u e\eiy jear ; if 3G.'S, it would happen 
evciy year; hut because the ouc-fourth ot a day makes an alteration of a 

day every louith year, the cycle must extend to *iS years, Niue years oi tins c'clo 
had elapsed bciore the hlitli of Chilst. Theiefore, to find the cycle of tiie sun, 
ndd 9 to the date, divide hy 2H ; tiie quotient is the number of cycles stme* tlie 
biitli of Christ and the rrnnaiudei is the cycle oi the sun : as. lor the yr n 1S2S, 
ndd 9, IS 1837, divide h\ 28, the quotient is 65 cycles, uud the remaiuUei is 17 
the cycle of the sun. 

4. The I>\(‘T is the moon's asfe for the fiist day of Janirttry oi the equ.-dion 
between the h' ^'biuiiij^ of the sohu and the Inn ii ytar. The tune lioin one m w 
moon to-*.;iolliei is ahmit 29| days. Thus tlieie are, in a year, twelve levoiut ons 
oi the moon, and 11 dav‘^ ovei : therefore, the twelUh new moon will take pi ice 
iT day s eai lier each yeai then it did the year hetore. In the lunar cycle of 19 
yeaiH, tlieie are 12 m^w moons in each oi 12, and 13 in each ot 7 : because the 
M day,- of yearly difterence in three ypai.s exceed a lunar month hy 3^ days. 
If it were not (or the odd minutes and seconds, the age ot the moon on the 1st 
of J.uniaiy could always be found, bv imilliplying the golden nninher by il, and 
div idling by 30, tlipu tiie riMiiairider would be (In* vpaetj or age of the moon, on the 
1st oi January. The iollovving method will answer for the day oi the moon’s age 
on the 1st of Jarinai y till the end ol the present century. 3’ake 1 from the golden 
Viiimher multiply what is ielt by' 11 divide by 30 ; the remuiiider is the epoct, 
or moon's age, on the 1st ot Jaiiiiaiy : ns loi 1828, the golden miinher is 5; take 
away 1, leaves 4; multiplv hy 11, is 44; divide by' 30, remains 1 1, the vpact, or 
moon's age, on tlin 1st of Jauuaiy. 

5. The Number op Direction i.s the tuimber of days after the 22d of 
March, iiiciiiiling both days, upon vviiicli blaster Sunday takes pbice. For in< 
stance, the Number oi Direction for IS2S is lOr. Easter Sunday is Apiil 0, 
being 16 days inclusive fioiu March 22. 

0. Easter is dlrecteil to he celebrated on the first Sunday after the fulf 
moon that liappeiis next after the 21st of March; which being the fourteenth day 
of tiie fust Jewish montli, corresponds to their first day of the week alter the 
Passover, the aniiiversaiy of the resurrection oi ChrisL Tlie time at vvhicli 
this day must happen varies with flie year ; but the limits within which it must 
fall aie the 22d of March and the 25th of April, inclusive, making a period of 
thirty -five days. 

Ill ordr r to find Easter, the first thing to be done is to find Eanter limit, 
that is, tiie number of days after the first of March, on which the full moon 
preceding Easter shall happen. To do this, ndd 6 to the ^epact, and sub- 
tract, the sum if less than 30, or the i iiiainder vviien 30 is taken away, 
if more, from 50, the remainder is the dav after the first ot March, on which 
the full moon preceding Easter happens. Thus, for 1828, the epact is 14, 
add 6 is 20, subtract this from 50, leaves 30 days after the first of March, 
when the full moon preceding Easter takes place, which is the 3l.st, or last 
day of March, then the following Sunday i.s Easter day.

7. The Roman Indictton Tlie cvcle of indiction has no connection 
witli tile motions ot tlie sun and muon iiirthci tlian its consisting ol 15 years. It 
was estatilished by the Emperor Constantine in the year 312, to regulate certain 
payments by the subjects of the empire, therefore, to find it lor any year, suh- 
tiMct 312 tioiii tlie date, divide hy 15, and the leinainder is the iiidictmti : as truia 
1828, s iblrart 312 leaves 1516, divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman liulictiuu. 

8. SErxi- voEsniA Sunday is t!ie uinth Sunday before Easter. 

9. Shrove SiJNDVY IS the seventh beforr Easter. 

10. Whit Sundw is the seventh after Easter, 

11. Trimtv Sund.av is the eighth after Easter. 

12. Advent Sunday is the Sunday nearest the 30th of November, wlie 
Iher before or alter. 

When Ea.ster is known, any of the days that depend on it can ho easily 
found. As, tor 1828, Easter is April 6, Whitsiiuday is 7 weeks, 49 days, 
alter. Tlien 6 fioni 30 (days in April) leave 21 ; 21 lio;n 49 leaves 25, therelorn 
Whitsunday, 1828, in the 25th ot May. 


THE DAYS OF TJIE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Years E>ay. — The ancient popular customs connected with New 
Year s Day, iSlirove-tide, Alay^-day, Chri.stinas, and other festivals, will be illusirat- 
ed in a tuliire *‘ Companion to the Almanac.” 

1. GVrwwmiort. — This festival was originally called the Octave of Christ- 
mas ; and the fiist mention found of it is in the year 487. It was instituted by 
the Church to conimemoiate the ceremony nndei the Jewish law, to which Christ 
siihiiiitted, on the eighth day of his nativity ; and was introduced it to the Liturgy 
of the Churcii of England in 1550. 

6, Epiphany. — ^I’lie word Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition. 
This festival is kept in commemoration ot the ** Manitestation'’ of the Saviour of 
uaokiud to the Geutiies; aud appears to hare been first observed as a separate 
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feast in tlie year 813. T’he primitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the 
Nativity for twelve day’s observi ijj the first and last with the s^reatest soleintiity. 
From the circumstance of tins iestivul being twelve days alter Christmas, it is 
vulgarly called “ Twelfth-Day.” 

11. /T/o»(/r/y is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 

tliis appellation from it* imviiig been fixed upon by onr forefathers, as the penoj 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture after the leslivities of Christmas. 

25. Conversion of St. Pant. 

29. Accession of King George IV. — The biitli-day, accession, prorlama' 
tion, and coiunation oi the reigoiiig King of Englan>i, are political teslivuls, set 
apart, botii in ecclesiastical anil ci\il matters, as red-Iettei or holy days. 

30. Ktnrj Charles the Pirst's Martyrdom — The deatli of Charles 1. is cele- 
brated as a last oi the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. Purification . — Tliis day is kept in the reformed Chnrcli as a solemn fes- 
tival, in ineiiiory ot the piiiificatioii of the Virgin Maiy, who siiinnitted to the in- 
junction ol the law under winch she lived, and pieseuted tin., iiilant Jesii.i in tho 
Temple. 'Fhe festival was celebrated in the Christian chiirciies with an abun- 
dance oi light, and wa.t oi iginally called “ Candlemas Day as well as the D.iy 
ol Puntication. Tlie practice ol lighting the Chinches has been discontinued in 
this country since the second year oi Edward the Sixth. In the Romish Chinch, 
(he original name, and all its attendant ceremonies, aie still letained. 

7. Sr'ptiifffjesima *S^w«r/rt//.--SeptiiogPsiin'i Sunday is a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent, as that season is upon E ister. It is to be consulered as the preparati- 
on foi tli'j fast ol Dent. Its observation was instituted by l*opp (iregory tiia 
Gieat. Tiie name ot the first Sunday in liCiit having been distinguished by the 
app‘'llatioii of Qiiadiagesima, and the three weeks piecediiig having been appro- 
priated to rhe gr.uliial introduction of the Dent Fast, the thiee Sniidavs of tliia 
weeks were called l»y names significant of then sitnatiuo : and reckoning by t)e.- 
cadcs ;teii(li.s’), the Sunday preceding Qiiadiagesima, received its pieseiit title of 
Quin(jiia\ siiiia, tlie second Sex.igesinia, and the tliird Septuagesima. 

] I. 67. Valentine. —V\\e practice of “ choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 
on this day, is too w'ell knuw'ii to nee'i explanation. 'J'lie origin ot this custom ha.s 
been much controverted : it is indisputably of \ei v ancient date. Valentine was 
a pieslivter of the Cliiirch, who suffered niaib idum under Claudius II, at Rome, 
A. D. 271 

23. Shrove Tuesday. — After the people had made the confession required at 
this season by the discipline ot the ancient Chinch, they were permitted to indulge 
in festive amiisemetils, although not allowed to partake of any repast heyoiid the 
usual substitutes for fiesli ; and hence arose the custom yet preseivcd ot eating 
pancakes and fritteis at SSIuovetide. On these days of authorized indulgence, the 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due legard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the church ; and fiom this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in which the Carnival oiiginated, 
are also to be traced the ueaiiy exploded diveisions of cock- fighting and cock- 
throwing. 

24 Ask Wednesday — The primitive Christians did not commence their Dent 
until the Sunday now called the first in Dent Pope Felix III., in the year 4S7, 
first added the four days preceding the old D it Sunday, to complete the imrnher 
of fasting davs to forty. Gregoiy the Great introduced the sprinkling of ashes on 
the fiist of tlie four additional days, which give it the name ol Dies Cinerum, or 
Ash Wednesday. At the Heformalion. this practice was abolished, “ as being a 
mere shadow, or vain show.” 

2 '<. Quadragesima, or first Sunday in Lent. Ercombert, king of Kent fiist 
'appointed the fast of Dent lu this country, ia the year 641, succeeding genera- 
tions marked the distiDctioas between the various foods. VVe find fl^-sb to bavo 
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early prohibifrd darings Lenttlionirh Henty VIIT, published a proclamation 
in 1543, ailowin^if tlienseof white meats ^ wliicii rontiii lu'd in force until, by pro> 
cl'/tiiuitioris of James I, in 1619 and 1625, and by Charles I. in 1627 and 1631, flesh 
was again wholly forbidden. 

MARCH. 

17. SL Patrick, — St. Patrick, fiorn the eminent services he rendered the 
Irish in ronvertinp; them from ido}ati y, >s called the Apostle and Father of the lit* 
bend. Ill Chinch, and is the patron or tntel.ir saint of that island. 

21 Midlent SuHdfty . — This day n*ceived its appellation because it is tho 
middle Sunday between Qaadragesima and Eister Sunday. It is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visit) 'g the Mo- 
ther, 01 Cathedral ciinrche.s of the several dioceses, when voluntary ollering.s wer* 
uidde, \ihioh are now culled Easter Otlerings. 

25 Amnuiciattou, or haiy Day . — The reformed Cluirch celchrates this day 
as :» ji)\Pil testiial, Iroin tlie connexion between tlie circnnistauce coinnieinorited, 
and tile mcaruation. “ Onr Lady” is the ancient and popular name ol the Virgin 
]Maiy. 

APRIL. 

4. Pahii Snndat /. — Palm Sunday i.s the .Sunday preceding Easter, or tho 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church, Palm Sunday, willi the whole of 
the week which it coriimenceH, was held in si.ict demotion, ami observed with 
gi cater rigour, as to tasting ainl htimih'ition, than any other part of the Lent 
arason. The frstiial coinmenior.it‘'S onr Saviour’s tiiumphal entry into Jenisu- 
leiii, wlieii hranclies of palm were spread befoie him. 

9. Good Vriday — Prom the earliest records of Christianity, this dav lias 
been ImM a.s a .soleinii last, in lemeinbrauce oi the Cincifixion. Its appellation 
of Good appears to be peculiar to the Chnrrh of England. Our .Saxon forela- 
thers denominated it Long Friilaj, tioin the length ol the ufllces and tastings on 
that day. 

11. Easter Sitndoy is a moveable festival, lield in commemoration of tho 
Resnrrertioii, and bring the mu.st important and iiiu.st ancient in obseivaiice, 
governs the whole ol tlie other moveable feasN throiigiioiit llie veai. 

15. Thursday . — Edwaid III. in the year J:J()3. appears to havo 
been the fust binglish inonarch who intiodiicerl into this country the piat.iice of 
feeding, clothing, and distiihutiug money to indigent persons on Ai.iutidav Titu's- 
dav. The Custom has continued without intermission to tlie present penod ; aiul 
ve;)i1y,on this day. the Lord Almnner. or in his absence, the snh-aliiioiier, at- 
tends tor tint pill pose 111 Wintehult Chapel. 

23. Saint George.— Edward HI, at the battle of Calais in the year 1349, 
joined to England's then supposed principal gviaidi'a, .St Edwaid the Confes- 
sor, the name ol St. George, botti of wbom he earnestly iiivoksd to aid bis arms. 
The next vear. the Order of tlie Garter was e.stublished, dedicated to St. George ; 
and the Saint himself has, from that period, been considered as piotector of 
England. 

25. St, Mark the Evangelist. — On this dav the reformed Church holds a 
festival iu commeiiioration of the bene tits the Chiistian religion bus received from 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

MAY. 

1. St. Philip and St. James, Apostles. —The Cliurch on this day com- 
memoiates the snfl'erings of St. Philip, and also of St. Jauie.s the Less, the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem. 

16. Rogation lywnrflr/y.— Rogation Snnday received and retains Its title from 
the Moiidav. 'I’liesday, and Wednesday iimnediately following it, which are called 
Rogation Oays, derived from the Latin Rogare, to beseech. The earliest ChiistK 
aus appropi luted extraordinary prayers and supplications for those three days, as 
a preparation for tbe dexout observance of our Saviour’s Ascension^ on the day 
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BPtt snrc^eiljnsr to them, riononiinated Holy Thursday, or Ascension Day. Tha 
^ Ttrholp week in which thpsp days happen is stylfd Ro£rntion Week ; and in some 
parN it is still known hy the other names of Crop Week, Grass Week, and 
Oan^ or Procession Week. Tiie peramhiilations ofparishes are madein this week, 

20 Ascenaion Day or Holy Thursday^ is the day on whieh the Church 
relehrates tlir Ascension of our Saviour, the fortieth day after his resurrection 
from the dt-nd. 

30. Whitsunday. — On this day is celebrated the descent of the Holy Oho.st 
npon the Apostles, in the visible appearance of fiery eloven toiernes, and in those 
niirncnluns pnweis which were then conferred npon them. VV'iiitsnuticle is seven 
weeks after Easter. 

JUNE. 

6. Trinity Sundm/ — Trinity Sunday i.s a festival observed hv the r«ritin 
and Piotestant Cluirclies on the Sniidav next rollowint; Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, 
of which ons'inallv it was rnerelv an Octane. 

21. Si. John thr Baptist — ^'I’he refoiined Church holds a festival on this 
day, in rnniniernoration of tlie “ Nativity of St John the Baptist.” 

29 St Peter the Apostle — The Feast of St. Peter was iiistitnted in the 
year SIS. perliaps to celebrate the martyrdom of the Apo.stle, who siillVied at 
Home about 64. 

JULV. 

3 Doy-days heyln. — Tlie Canicular, or Dotj-days, rommence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the lllhof Antrnst. Common ofiinion has been acnistomed to 
r<*;,ard the lisuiir and settinsc witli the Sun, of Sirius, or the Dojf-star, as the cause 
of excessive heat, and of consequent ralaiiiities. instead of viewing it as the aifrn 
when such efieets might be expected. Of this notion, Dr. tiiitton says, the star 
not only varies in its rising, in every one year as the latitude varies but is always 
later and later everv year in all latitudes ; so that in time the star may, by' the 
same rule, eonie to be charged with bringing frost and snow.” 

25. St. James. — This Apostle i.s called James the Gieat, to distinguish him 
from tile other Apostle, who is called the Less. 

AUGUST. 

1. Lammttn Day.-— hntnmn^ is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
Vear, as tliev are now denominated. Whitsuntide was furiiierlv the fiist of these 
quarters, lianinias tlie second, Martinmas the next, and Candlemas the last; and 
.such partition of the year was once equallv cotiuiion with the present divisions of 
Lady-day, Mid-suinnier, Michaelmas, and Christinas. Some rents are yet pay- 
able at these ancient quarterly days in England, and they continue general 
in Scotland. 

24. St. Bartholomew the Apostle. — ^The proper name of this Apostle was 
Nathaniel, by which, and not hy that of Bartholomew, he is mentioned by St. 
John. The festival of St. Baitholomew was instituted A. D< 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

21. St. Matthmo.—T\\\e Pivangelist’s festival is of great antiquity. 

29. St. Michael.— Twis festival was, in tlie year 487, established in ho- 
nour of Michael, the reputed Guardian of the Church, under the title of ^ St. 
Michael and Ml Angels.” 

OCTOBER. 

IS. St. Lithe the Evangelist.— The festival held in commemoration of this 
Evangelist was first institiifed by the Cbristiai Church in the year 1130. 

28. St. Simon and St. Jude, Apostles.— The two Apostles St. Simon and St. 
Jnde are jointly commemorated by the Church on this day, as appears to have 
been the usage from the year 1091, when their feast was first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

1 . All Saints.— \\\ Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Church, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs in honour of whom, 
iudividi’uollyf no particular day has been expressly assigned. 
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4. King William landed.—*'^ On 3nl of Nrtv<‘inber,*’ a{»ys Burnet, who 
wna in tli** “ we p^ssrcl between Do\er and Calaia, and before ni^ht 8a\r^ 

the Isle of Wigltt. The next day, the 4 li, being the dav on whirh the Prince 
was both born and inairii'd, he fanried if be ron'd land that d-iy it woiilci look 
enspiriona to the nnn\ and aiiininte the aoldier**. Bntotheisi, who ronsiilered the 
davs following was Omipowder Tieiison day, thought onr bnniing that day might 
li,i\ p a good eflfect on the minds of tiie Kngiisii nation. And Div-ne Piovidenee 
e«i ordered it. that aitt' r all hopes of our landing at Torbuv weie given np, and 
llnssell bid me r/o fo mg j)i Oi/prs, all was Inst, the wind 8iidd> n!v shifted, and 
rallied ns into tiie dpsi red haven.

25. Christmas Dr/y.— Christmas Day is a fest'va] of (he Chiirrh. nniiersallr 
observed on (tie 25ili December, in meinoiy of tlie Natnitv of onr Stvioiii and 
it has been denominated Christ fiom the appeilatne (’hii-<t h.«\irig been 

added to the name of Jesns. to express that he was the Ab ssiah. or th.e Anointed. 

2fi. St Stephen.^Wp was the first martyr iit i\\e ( \\\\\\ i\\\ Laidner 

and Doddridge think his death was rather the eifect of popular iiir) tiian the re> 
suit ot a legal sentence. 

28 Holy Innocents. — 'I'lils festiv'nl i.s kept to commemorate (he slaiiy liter 
of the Jewish rliildren hy Herod, 'riiis is also called Chtldenws Day (irom 
Child and Mnss,) on account oi the Masses said in the lloinisli Lliuicli tor the 
«ouls of innocents. 


THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one, learned or unlearned, to live tiirongh the year, 
or even throngh tiie month or tiie dav, without noticing the intliienee which the 
changing positions of the heavenly boilies have upon bis own eomfoit, and npnn 
the state of all things around him. This is the hook of wonder which, at the 
iiist dawning of reason, both iiidividnaU and nations : lie nipt to read. ' It is al> 
wavs open; no perception is to dull as not to be able to tiace its greater lines; 
and, from the magnitude of these, and the iinetring ceitsintv of their recniTPiice 
at their regular times, and the changes which they piodiice upon every thing 
that grows cr lives, it is dltricuit to imagine the existence of a mind so incurious 
«s not to form to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frecpient, and the con- 
trnst so striking, the subject is constantly before every body ; and, be it in city 
or on common, in hall or in lint, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the VI ry first topics of conversations. If even, in the centre of a crowded city, 
where nature is, ns it were, excluded, and man and art rule supreme,— if there, 
amid all the dispbivs of manufacture, all tlie hustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news of nations, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim the 
ntt.Mition,— how iiinch more must they do this, to the people who are scattered 
over the conntiy, and spend most of their time in the open air? To all these, that 
'voiiime, of whicii the Almanac is the index, is a daily book ; to man, and especially 
to tliasa wha Lava mat had the advantages af aducatlon^ it is tlia only book.

To ' inlividiid hodies 
liarl each their speci.ii viitiies, their ;i^no>I 01 their hid nilliienoe ; tiie.se weie modi- 
fivl hy the i;roiif>in<; or the stars into con-te|.a.ions, and troiii the positions o, tlio 
siin, inoun, and planets amonj; these, tiiere arus* other co npoii.i 1 mil lences, tiil tho 
svstein liecaine as coinplic.ited as it was rldicn! ins. S.i limily w.is tln.s helievcd 
at one time, tli.it notiiin*; could he done or niiilei I iken withniit a previous coii'.iilta- 
tion ol stars, to find out whether it was their pleasure diit tlie issue should he 
prosperous; and tlie aspect of the .stais at a man’s birth was admilted to have ten 
tiine.s HS much mfiiience upon his success 111 life, as Ins talents, his education, aii<l 
liis conduct. Indeed, it had inucli more ; for if it was not the pleasiiie of tlio 
stais, ~and the revealing ol that was cum nitted entirely to the astiolot^er, — the 
tiian could not act, or be educated, or even horn. If one wished to know wdiether 
any substance would answer any purpose, he did not try it, lie consulted the moon ; 
and it any thin^ was lust, search was not made for it. tlie moon was questioned 
ttiron^ii tne inediiim of the astroloi^er, wtio always contrived, hy ins coiilederutes, 
to be ill posses>»ion of as many lost thing's as kept up the credit of tlie craft. 

By tins lost alisurd system of superstition, the reason and cninnion sense of 
the peoph: were rendered completely useless; and, which was far woise, the 
f'ounda(io:i of moiality was completely taken away,— because, / if the success 
or the failure, tlie (rood or the bar! of hiirnan . -tioiis, did not depend upon men 
themselves, hut upon an niierrintr destiny, to he lead in tiie aspect of tlio 
stars, there was an end of all virtue and HUemptin(r to ilo ri';riitly ; because, as the 
destiny, was fixed, no effort 011 the part of the man could alter it,— indeed, he 
could mnke no efibrt, unless that was also set down in the aspect ot the heavemi 
at his nativity. 

Wiieii superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect and the morals of 
mukiud, th« absuiditiea tuto wbicU it Ud thtm wen cudlessL ; aod as any subject^ 
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in order to be wondered at, requires only to be iocomprebensible, the delusion be- 
came very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Lan^iia^e contributes a little to 
ill's : even the well intbrmed talk about ^ stars’^ and ^ destinies mid those wlio 
have little intbrroation believe that these words have a literal si^iiilicatioii. The 
disposition which all people have to pry into the future, also tends to perpetuate 
this superstition. The proper key to the future is induction from the past; hut the 
pioperiiseof that, supposes habits ot observiiii; and reasonin'^, whioli rannot yet 
he retrarded as general ainou^ the people of any country ; so, they wlio ctnnot 
anticipate the future, by connecting; it with the present and the past, still lollow 
after the delusions not only of astroIos;eAS— moun-aud-star men, — hut foitiine.fellinn; 
impostors of all sorts; and tlie deliisiou is helped to be perpetuated liy those pub- 
lications in which the nonsense of astiolon^y is stdl retailed to the pnliiic. 

These circnnistances render it lleces^arv that the plienoineiiri of the year 
should be explained iq tlie most simple tye phdosnphic manner,— that the real causes 
oi those plieiiomena should be made palpable to tiic most ordinary capacity ; 
and that it should be plain to every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,— 
that the revolutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances uf the sea- 
sons, and notliing; more. Tiie motives of these have, in fact, no more influence 
upon the conduct and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a liver toward 
the sen, or the lull of a stone to tlie ground when it is not home up hy sonietliiiig 
that can support its weight; and it would ho jiist ns rational to calculate the nati- 
vity of a mail from the motion of the Thames towards the sea, as fioin the inotiou 
of the moon or the plauets. Nay, the revolution of a coacii-wheel upon the road 
has just as much to do with human de.stiny as the inotiou of the heavenly bodies; 
and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a dork passes over 
the hour-hand, that has just as luiicli inflneuce upon tiie late of ufitions or indivi- 
duals as an eclipse of the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light amt heat produced by the sun. and the light 
of tlie moou, and still fainter illuininatiou of the stars, tiiere is no reason to inter 
that the celestiai bodies exert any infliieiice, otlier than that of gravitation, upon 
tlie e^irtli itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can be 
produced by the natural or artificial motion of any other suhstances. So far as 
the luiiiiiiuiies make men more or less couitoitalila at the time, they have an 
iiiflueiire — as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits iii the same 
way, ami to the same extent that they are raised by a similar teinperatuie of a 
coiiiinun file, or tlie light of the moon enables a man to find his way at niglit, 
juht in the same way as lie would find it by the same degree of lamp-light ; but 
beyond these physical effects, there is, and there can be, nothing. If the luiiii- 
naiy is at the same dhstaiice, slimes for the same length of time at the same height 
aho\e the lioris&un, it matters uot in what sign of the zodiac, or in wiiat part of 
the heavens it may make its appearance, — any more than it signifies whether the 
tire by whirli one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is lighted, is on the east 
or the west of St. Paurs; and it would be jiitit as philosophical to calculate the 
future destiny of a man from the house in which he iiuppened to be born, as 
from the houses of the planets at the time of liis birth. Indeed, it would be 
much more so ; for if intelli^encft and good sense happen to be lords of the 
ascendant In the house ot the parent, they are veiy rational grounds for predicting 
the future welfare of the child ; and so, also, ignorance, dissipation, and vice, 
in the parent are far more lualiguatit aspects for the iiiiaiit that has the misfortHiie 
to be born under them, than any configuration which either the stars, or any thing 
else out of the family can assume, 

Tiiere was a time when, not the people merely, but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sun or moon, 
or tlie appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they 
are of comparatively rare occurrence ; and when mankind do not know tlie 
rational cause of any thing, they always form to themselves a superstitions one. 
A caudle is to the inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants 
of the earth during the day ; it gives them light, and, if the flame be large enough, 
it gives tUsui heftt« If^ two, thsie bs a odrios ofou tias waU, esA* tba saadW bv 
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80 placed, as that the lijrht reflected by the mirror is thrown into u room wIiicK 
the candle does not illuminate, the mirror will ^ive a soit of nioouiii>ht to niiY nn-^ 
who happens to be there. Now, it one of tlie lauuly were to stnid ottweeu 
nnother of the fnmily and the candie. the camlle — thnr sim I'oi* the time.- woo id 
be just as inncli eclipsed to the one from whose sn^ht it were hidden, as I'le sun 
of the world is when the moon comes between it and the eaith ; and so, aluo^ if 
any one placed himself in such manner, as tliat his shadow tell upon the minor^ 
tliat mirror— the temporary moon of those in the dark chmnber — would he just as 
much eclipsed, as the moon of the world is when the earth comes oetween it and 
the sun, deprives it of the li^lit of that luminary, and prevents it Jroiii refl-ctin^ 
tiiat lii;ht to the earth. Well, is there any person in his senses t'lat would ssy, 
that because one ofa family h.id come between another and the oaiidi*'. or betwet* u 
the randie and the lookiin^ ^hat some direiiil calamity would heUl the lamily, 

or that they would ine%ituhly have a hiawl or A Inw-snit with tlie folks ut tlm iifjct 
cotta*;e ? and yet the cotiscqnences just mentioned are precisely pf the same iiatuie 
With the eclipses of the sun atid mouii ; and fioin their nearness they liave niiiuii 
more eflect on the inhabitants of the cottage then the celestial ones can Ji.ive upon 
the inhabitants of the earth. A temporary want of light is the whole t fleet in 
both cases ; and as that of the celestial eclipse is never so compieie as !n tho 
case of the caudle and the mirror, it is, except as a matter of cuiiosity, or as iiciri^ 
a poiv4.'of lime, of much le.ss consequence than the other. 

’ With regard again to a comet, it is iiiiicli tlie s-iine as if one were to coni'* In 
tj'tlie room with a burning torch or taper, and then go out again ; an oecnire .<’o 
whicli could do no hanii, unless the bearer of the torch were to run against -.ome 
body, or set fire to the iionse. So also, if tlie comet be a solid substance, au I if 
tlie light wliii li it emits be of the burning kind, (for cornets are so disfaiil, aiid 
continue so siiort tiine.s, that we are unable to he certain about tin-ir nuiiiie,! it 
might, if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it, as a caiiiiou hall sliatteis a 
bouse, or burn it as a red>liot .short or a shell does ; hut as long as we ate out of 
its way, we are just as safe from harm, as we would he if we stood on a higli cl if 
and saw rockets let oft’ ten miles at sea. A rocket let oft’ in Vanxlmll Gardens 
has just as much influence on tlm fate of nations and indivnlu.d.s, as ail the co'iu ts 
that ever appeared ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to tall upon any bony, 
it would have a good deal more. 

There w'as a tune when the “ Jack- o’-the-lanteru” — inftimm liiie air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, ora putrid fish — botli or which, in a cei i.cii state of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as som-taing 
alrirnung ; but as every bungler in chemistry can now produce tile s^une appear, 
ances whenever lie pleases, tliey have ceased to be regarded witn any degree of 
apprehension. 

All these follies, with which' people wasted tiicir time, distmiied iheV 
imaginations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted fiom the want of a littif— 
very little— -sober and independent thinking. Effects must lie similar to th sr 
causes ; and every subject which is matter cannot aftect the mind in any other way 
then by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores of the Apothecaries’ Company, is just as 
deadly in its nature as that wliicli has by accident, crime, or madness got into tno 
human stomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobody ; and though, by 
continually alarming liimself about it, a man of weak mind might, in time, luiug 
himself to believe that it would ; and though this .should injure in's htriltii, or even 
frighten him to death, the arsenic would be quite innocent of tlic matter. Wliat 
would even the most ignorant man now livinp think, if he were told that if a pinch 
of gunpowder were to be stolen from the stores of the Grind Signior, brought to 
Loudon, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly blow up all 
the magazines in Turkey? VVell, there was a time when the belief of such an 
influence in powder was far more prevalent than that of the influence of the ap« 
pearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The snn, and moon, and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, of. course, without any power of thinking and acting as wholes— 
though they^ay have diffevent classes of 
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the ffnme wnv thiit the earth has ; and it may be tliat while we are friprhtenin!; 
ourselves with tne chuiiffinaf phases of the moon, the people on that iuiiiitiHry are iii 
the sa lie alai n at onr planet. Bat bodies placed at so ^reat a distance Irorn each 
ot.'K-r as the planets and stirs are can have no iiifliience upon each other, s iviiifj 
that o< ^ravit'ition, anil liijiit and heat, which will, ot course, change with every 
ciiaiii^e of position and distance. As, if the moon be far north in the .sky, it vvtil 
be lonijer no,” or abuve tiie horizon, to ns in these nortiierii latitudes. If it bo 
near to tne siiii, on tne eastern side, it will siiiiie in the early pait ot tlie nie;ht; if 
it be ne.i.-, on the western side, it will slime iti tlie latter paitof the ini;lit ; it it be 
directly opposite to th ' s iii, it will, it just as far north in the sky, use at sunset 
and set at sum se ;--il itb- i'aitlier iiOitb, it will rise before tne sii'isets, and set 
alter he snii I ise.s : -ii' sont.i of tlie son, it will rise alter .sniiset, and s t lieioro 
sunns*; -an'i, li it b * tii the .sani** nail »i the .sky witn respect m east »nd we'^t, 
as the siin, it will use -md set at the same time will that liiiuniiiv, and not bo 
seen, unless It be all .so in tie sime pirt ot the sky with leeaid to ii(iilli,ind 
sontii, and in t lat case it will cr in wnov or in pait, between liiei.iitn -itu] tno 
S'lii, accoidni^ '> llieir places are exi'-t'y oi only nearly tiie sirne, and occasion a 
total or a paitial (il|>-ie uf tlie biin. All the ciian^es ot llie moon, witii 
re^'aid to snipe aii.i ti uc Oi’ app»*aranre, tike place in every liiiiir uioiitii, tiom one 
new iirjon to another. All tiie variaiions ol nppfu iiicis, eciipst-s, and otner 
pheiioiu na, recur III a period of about nineteeii \eais : and any ui tiieiii may be 
foietuld hy one who li.is .1 knowledge of astruiioiiiy 

Tneie aie wniie otlier p ii ticiilais 111 the mooirH appearance, upon which 
superstition is .still apt to lav liold, ami predict if not .soiiicliiiii.4 as to iin aaii iiie, 
Ht least soiuetliin^ alioat live weatliei, witK'.li is a lei tile siinje«.t ioi iinpostnn*. 
One ot them i.s the position ol tne rnsos, or points, of tne new iiioimi when first 
seen. 'I'iie.se aie alwavs both at eqii.il ilistaiices iiom tne .siin, and, ot coiiis*^, 
tiieir st:iiidin<r strait^ht, or leauiin; b.ii-t;waid.s, or tbrwards, depends upon tne dis- 
tance that tile moon Is nor ill o; south ol tne sun. Any one ran seethes by' a very 
Simple exiiernnent. 'rak*^ an oiaiii^e or an apple, 01 any tbiui; tutimi, ami iiold it 
in yoiii b ft hand between you and the caudle, oii.y as Itir to tlie lelt .is imit tiie 
l!,'ht will shine oil .1 piitot it, iii t.ie snipe ot a ii-*w mom 'fms moon m.iy bo 
inucb iiairovvei or brividei, acrordimi^ as you iudd it ueaier or tartlier lioin tlie 
line between you .iml tlie candle. it you iiold it just as iii^.ii as tiie candle, tiie 
line of the fioiiits will ue upriirlit: it you move it iti*;iier tlian the candle, ibr i,iia 
will lean backwaiibs, more an I more as it i» raised: and it you move it down 
lower tlian tne «■ indie, tiie line wdi lean torwaid, nio.e and mote as it is lovveicd. 

Two oLin 1 peciiiiaiiti^.s ol tlie inooii tliat 0( ca.s on a ^ood deal ot speculation 
fimon^ those wiio aie L^imi -ml of the causes, aie, “the harvest mooii”inS-p- 
tember, and the iiiiiilei’s immif* III .Maicli; ti.e loruier oi winch, wiieri near tlia 
lull, rises tor sevi ral nights at neatly tae sime hour, and tlie latter, at tlie same 
aj;e, is equally lemarkvnle for the ditt’-ience between the times ot its risiiii^. The 
moon moves nearly to tne same distance tiom the siiii eveiy day, but it moves in 
a path the one b.ilf ot wiiicli is iiim b nearer the north tiian tlie otlier ; and this is 
the case ahso vvitii the apparent annual path of tlie Sun, that Imniiiary appearing; 
imich iieaier to tlie noitli in summer than in winter. Thus when the muon is iiiov- 
inv; noitliward at the must rapid rate, it escapes from the boitzoii northward, and 
rises earlier ; and when it moves soiilliward at the most rapid rate, it appro.tciies 
to the liuiizoii, and sets eailier. The tiili moon can be m tiie former position only 
in September or October, and iji the laller in March or April ; ami ttiiis the iiar> 
vest and hunters' moons are occasioned. 

Such are tiie principal chana^es in the inoon's appearance; they are all to bo 
explained upon the simple tacts of the motions of the moon and tiie earth ; and, 
therelbre, they neither have, nor can have, any of those iniluences winch stiper- 
■titiou, tlie child of iguoiance, ascribes to them. 

The planets beini; all much inoie remote from the earth than the moon is, 
and baviii{r little diirerence in their appearances, saving what arises from their 
•wn motions and that of the earth ronod the sun, have little a'uoiit them that 
claims attention as connected with the appearances of ihe year. Influence iipoiv 
tbs •Mth^ upon tbs cUap^^ cf Uic seasoDS, or upou auy Uiip|f that lu any waj 
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ftffpcts the comfort or (lie orfdimry pnrenitM of mnnkiiul, thev Imre none wlmt^ver ; 
and, therefore the explnnnlioiis of their appearaoces and motions may vej y p»o- 
perly he left to the MmU of astronomy. 

Tima the only thinj; that reniania, in onler (o rooipl te this ai-nnl- notire 
of the nhenoriiena of the year, is aoriie arromit of the aini'iil apneai ariees of toe 
aim -< that irrand source of li^ht and life and enjoy irieiit to all the aniinal find vege- 
table tribes. 

Jn Older that the whole may be clearly inidHrsfooil l»v ti-ns*’ who have not 
fnnch knowledj^e of geoi^rnphy and nstionomy, it ni iv not he pnyiiMier to he^iii 
Witli the apparent revolution of the heavens, eveiy day, .is aMsuij from toe real 
rotation of the earth.

Also, the increase of light in tiie torrner rn.S'", and file decrease in the lat- 
ter will be the greater, tlie farther the ct n(>'e of the b.ili is* hcioiv or nhoie the 
candle, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or po nt loniid wliicii the iipp-r 
part of the ball seems to turn. If we call t'le iipp i pole of the ball the north 
pole, the m*4rk (rather more than a third of (he ii|)ppr halt IVoiii that pole) any- 
place ill the Bntisli islands; and suppose tlie ball to be tlie earth, and the candle 
the snii, we leave before us the whole principles of the motious that produce the 
changes of the seasons. * 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even flat surface, to pass tlirongh 
the centre of the suii ; that the axis upon wiiicli the eaith turns round is alwavs 
f/pri^/// to that plane : that tlie or path, wiiicli the earth moves in dining 

the year, lies, one half of it, above the plane, and the other b( low ; and tiiat 
this orbit has an inclination, or makes an angle of about tvyeiity-three degrees and 
a half with the plane each way ; then if we turtlier imagine tiiat the norlli pole of 
the earth is uppermost, and that the eaitli, in moving round the orbit Irorri west to 
east, perlorms as many rotations as there are ihiys in a year, we shall have the 
whole inea >s of explaining tli^ changes of the seasons. 

It we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing thiough the rentre of the aim is imiiiediately hetiire us and nearest 
to us ; then the point at which it meets the evel plane in descending will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun; that where the earth is faitliest below the 
level plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before ns; and that 
at which the earth meets the level plane in ascending toward iis; will be the oa« 
most remote from the siiii on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be tlie shortest day to tiiose in the northern he- 
misphere ; and for the quarter of a year worn that to the second pointy tbo da^ 
thero will always ba less tUaii twslva boars^ amd tha night luor*. 
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Thp point trill ht the vemul pqnlnov, — pqnnl day nnri nlf^ht in tho 

anrintr ; ^1'** quarter from thf»ncf» to the third point, the days in the northern 

hem'*** ' • re will always he more than twelve honrs, and the nights less. 

q’’)p fliird point will hr the in id summer, or lonijeat day, in the northern he- 
re ; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will he again 
rifori ^han twelve honts, and the night less. 

T'.e fourth point will he the mitmnnal equinox,— equal dav and night In 
niitrpMii : and in the quarter from thenne to the point at Ntiiich we supposed . »e 
earth In «»t out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than Iweivo 
hours, ail I the night more 

Tt is evident, tiiat on the half of the surface which is round the other, or 
8011(1’ nole, the anpeaiance.s of tlie .seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, ill tlie whole of the lialf that lies above the level plane, the d iy will 
he shorter than the night : It will decrease diirinu: th" first part ot that li ilr, and 
lengthen anniri. ,it tiie .same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half 
hetow the plane, the dav will h.^ longer than the night, ft wiH lengthen during 
the first part, and slioitenat tlie same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
flav is not seen, except by all the stars that are round the heavens coming to tlie 
south in succession at midnight : and the sun being f.irtlier north at rising and set- 
ting, and higher at inid-day when the day letigihetis, — and the reverse when it 
shortens. 

The lengthening and shortening are not at the .same rate at all times of tho 
year : for it is not the absolute distanc** of the earth lioin the level plane, but the 
change of distance between one day and another that makes the difierence of their 
lengths. Now, il any one take two ring.s or hoops of any kind, and put the one 
ncrnss the centre ot tlip other, a little obliquely, he will see that they recede 
from each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross ; and that, mid- 
wav between these points, there is a considerable .space whe^re they are nearly 
at the same di.stnnce. I'lu-ietore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapid- 
ly at the eqiiinoxi-.s, and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths at mid- 
summer and mid-winter^. 

The different duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are 
the causes of those variations of natural heat which so beaiitifiiliy diversity tlio 
year. 


THK TIDES. 

1. Cai/jfffs and General Appearances* 

Those swellings and snbsidings of the waters of the ocean, by which s 
portion of the shore is alternately flooded and left dry, and to which we give 
the name of fiV/es*}', are to the inhabitants of coasts the most interesting, to 
sea-faring people the most useful, and to the ignorant the most inexplicable, 
of all the every-day occurrences of nature. The appeal which Canute made 
to the certain and irresistible flow of the sea, when he meant to rebuke his 
flattering courtiers, is a proof that, at a very early period of English history, 
the tides had drawu attention ; and as nobody can notice the tides for any

of time and space, which are often interchangeable terms. The German 
word xeit^ denoting time^ was at first expressive only of moHon ; for jn Swe- 
dish it has passed into tid; the same with the English tide. The primitivo 
sense of tide may be gathered from its compound, noontide detide, livings, &c.” 
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length of time without pereeivinff that, on the same days of the moon’s age, 
thfv happen, at the same place, at very nearly the same hours of the day, a 
c<'ni\exiou between them and the moon could not fail to be ti.iced But as 
the cause of that connexion does not appear from the coniiexn)n itself, the 
uniiitorined have regarded it as part of that siijerstltlous ii)fliiei:ce which the 
celestial bodies iiave over the earth and its iiihahu.iiits. 

Instf^ad, however, of there being any thing mysterious in thii matter, it 
is the must simple that can be ; and depends upon that universal law nf gravita- 
tion, 111 conse(][iierice of which a stUiie falls to the groiiud or water runs down 
a jlopc. 

The general conditions, of the law of gravitation are these: Everybo- 
dy, or piece of matter gravitates toward anv other piece, directly as the 
nuaiuity of matter in that piece, and inversely as the square of its distance, 
tile distance being estimated, in the case of spherical bodies, from the centre 
oi the one to that of the other.

line if the same w'eighi were raised to a height ot 4l>h > miles, or pi iceil 
at twice the distance from the centre, its weight woulu ho diminished in. 
veiseiy^as the siiuaie of the distance, or wunld he to 4 poumis. as the sipiare of 
1 to the square of 2,— that is, it would he one-fou) ik of wliat it formerly was, 
or one pound. This uecrea^e would not, however, he poioiea out hy acorn. 
Tuon scile beam, iiecanse the weights in both scales would he iliminished ac 
tile same rate; and tlm% if they balance each other at the surface of the 
eartii, t!iey would do the same at any weight whatever. It niignt, however, 
be iiieaMired hy the lluxore of a spring. 

F; I'.v this diiiii iiiiion, which takes place in the action of gravitation as 
the <Ji>tance oe<‘onies greater, it is quite evident that, in large lrla^^es of mat. 
ter, simii ns the earth, the siiu, anti the moon, the gravitation towards each 
Ollier Will, at the points where they .are nearest, he greater than tiie average, 
or that at then* centres. As for instance, a quantity of water placed on ihac 
point of the earth's surface, to which the moon is directly over head, will gra- 
vitate inoie toward the moon than an equal quantity placed 00 degrees from 
tiie fonnei, or at a point where the moon is in the uonzoii. But water is 
retained upon the surface of the earth by its weigiic or gravitation toward 
tiie mass of the earth, and the perfect freedom with whicli w.itcr moves al. 
lows it always to form it.self in peidect aicoidaiice with ilie law ot giavita. 
rion. Now, the gravitaiioa towarn the moon, or liie sun, acts in the oppo- 
site direction to the weight ; and, therefore, by whatever portion that giavi- 
tatioii is increased above the average, the weight must be diminished, and 
the wa,.er iiinsi rise up there till the excess of lieigUt balance the loss of 
weiglic, and an equilibrium be every where e!»tahU.>lied, in those parts that 
are co’ ered with water, aod have a free commuiuciti ion with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in kind ; but; 
the sun, in consequence of its great mass of matter, and the moon, in con- 
sequence of Its nearness to the earth, are the only ones ot which the elFecte 
aie perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward the sun is much greater than that toward 
the moon ; l i.t the mean distance of the sun is about 24 000 times the half 
diameter Oi the earth, tvhile that ot the moou is only GO times; and as the 
distnrbiiig forces are to the whole gravitations iiiverM'iy as the 'cubes of tliose 
numbers, (they entering ilie proportion thre.. times as factois,) ;iie disturbing 
force of the moon, that is, the force by whicii the water Oecoines lighter 
when the moon is over head, is about 2} times that of the sun. 

It would be out of place here to insert the calculations, which are long 
though simple. But the result, stated in round number, is, that if the earth 
were all covered by the same depth of water, a tide of two feet would he 
rkised at ihe point where the eau is directly over head, and a tide of five feet 
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xvhQre the moon is so, '-that is, the water at each of those points would be 
hi^hei- l)v two feet in the case of the sun, and five feet in the case of the 
moon, than at the circumstance of the hemispheres, of which those points 
were re^pe<‘tively the centres, 

Tlie tide that happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that luminary is *thove the horizon, is called the upper ttde^ and the 
op]M)siie one is called the under tide. The uiider-tide is nroduc.ed in the same 
manner as the upper, except that is the diminution, and nut the increase, of 
the nmon's action wliicli causes it 

If the earth were wholly covered with water, if the sun and moou 
were always at the same distances from it, and if the tliree boilies remained in 
the same place's without motion, the two high waters of each luminary would 
remain at the same points, and the low water of each would he the circum- 
ference dividing the twf> hemispheres, of which the point nearest the liiini- 
iiarv and the noiiit most i emote from it were the centres ; and as the gvauta- 
tion towards the earth would be the same at everv point, there would he. no 
means oi discover! the differenci* of elevation. Not one of these circnin- 
staiices Iwdds. however ; and therefore the want of each of them gives a dilfer- 
«ut modification to the tides. 

1. The real motion of the earth from west to east every ‘J4 hours causes 
the high and low wati'i' of the solar tide to perform a complete revoliiiiou 
from east to west in twenty-four hour.s al o. 

2. The same motions of the earth, with the moon's motion round tlio 
earth, from west to east also, in about 204 days, causes a complete revolu- 
tion of the lunar tides from east to west in one solar day and two fitty-uiiiths, 
or in about 24 hours 48^ minutes. 

As tile action of the luminary takes some time to produce its effect, the 
high water at any point dues not take place till an hour or two after the luini- 
nary has been vertical. 

3. When the sun and moon are on the same points of the compass or on 
opposite points, then if they be so situated with regard to north and south as 
that a straight line passing through both their centres would pass through the 
centre of the earth, the high waters will fall on the same poiuts, and the low 
waters on the same circumference, midway between those points. 

In these cases, the high water will be the sum of the elevations, and 
the low water tile sum of the depressions. These are called /tv tides. Ic 
is evident that they must happen at every neto moon, by tiie cnuicidence of 
both upper and under tides; at every full moon, by the coincidence of the 
upper tide of each luminary with the under tide of the other and that they can 
happen at no other times. 

Tiie ^:^me cause which makes the high water of ea'ih liiminarv take place 
later than the time that that luminary is vertical, makes the highest spring 
tide to happen a little after the new or full moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by the apparent motion of the snii, the solar high 
xvater always iiappens at the same hour nt the same p'ace, hut as the lunar 
high water, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens 
about 484 nfiinutes later every day. it must separate eastward from the solar 
higli water at tliat rate, and gradually become lower and lower, till, at the 
end of the first and third quarters of the moon, it fall on the same place with 
the low water of the solar tide. Then the elevation of the liigh water, and 
the depression of tlie low. will be both, only the difference of the i^oJar and 
lunar tides, and the tides will be neap. 

During the first and third quarters of the moon, the tides will fall off 
from the spring to the neap, and during the second and fourth quarters they 
will grow from the neap to the spring. 

5. The obliquity of the earth's annual path round the sun causes the 
Bun, in summer, to appear, over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther 
north than in winter ; and the obliquity of ttic moou*s monebiy path may 
make the new moon about 5 degrees more either north or south of the sun ; 
ftad alto vary the full moou to the same uumber of degrees from the poiut 
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posite to the sun. Those clian(?es prodoce what may be called the seasonal 
Tariaciuns of the tides. They take place thus : — , 

a. About the equinoxes^ in March and September, the sun is near e 
equator, and the moon, at the time of the sprinif tides, canimt be many t ^ 
grees from it : therefoie, the tides are then highest and most iimionri in »ot 
liemispheres ; highest of course at the equaii»r where the points ot higa 
of both luminaries are, and gradually diminishing toward the poles, w iiue, 
if the earth were uniformly covered with water, there would be coiiunual low 
water at those seasons. . . . 

A. About midsummer, in the northern hemisphere, the sun is vertical 
about 22 degrees north of the equator ; and the new inoon is, on tl avei age, 
the same; but the full moon is, on rhe average, as tar on the .oath side ot 
the equator. Therefore, about midsummer, the spring tule^' n new moon 
Will be highest in the northern hemisphere ; and those at tnll suoon in ii

6 The paths, or orbits of the earth and moon, are not circles, bu- 
ellipses or ovals : and rherefore the sun and moon must he both neaier to the 
earth at some times than at others. The point where t le eai t 1 1 ^ neaies , o 
the snii is called its p-rihelion, and the point where the moon is nearest to tlm 
earth is called its perigee. The earih being in its perihelion causes an 
of the solar tide, and the moon being in its perigee causes an increase of the

»nd to be accurate, it must be the rni-tu of many oosei vations made ac 
different times of the year, and in different states of the weather. 

2. The m o.'u’s age on the pmn i-,ed day. 

3. Tlie time after noon when the iiiiion shall arrive at tlie south. 

The MOON s -VGK is ound, by adding the epact for the ^cai (tne moon’s 
age on tlie l^t ol Ja.iuar^ ) to the epaet for the mouth, (die age of the moon 
on the fii*st of the m uuh if it had beou new in i m on the 1st of January ) 
and the day of the month.

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TEURESIRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITLDES. 

Tuc followini^ preliminary defiiiitiousi will he fcHirid useful hy chose who 
have noL siiidied the principles of rnaihematical plirenoiogy. 

1 The ear civ is very nearly :i globe, having us mean diameter^ or mea- 
mire through the centre, miles, very nearvy; ami iis xwa.wx cinuunference^

If one .n.md mni.vay between the poles of the earth, the north pole of 
the luMve IS will lie in the north point of the horizon, and the south pole of 
the heavens in the simtii poiiit..r-A circumference of the earth passing through 
ail tile points that are equally distant from both pole.s is called the equator ot 
the eartli; and me circnmleieace of the heavens directly over it is ca:lt*d the 
celestial equator. Tiielir.stof these divides the earth into two (equal 
pheresy a no th iiid a bOuih\ and tUe last divides the heavens m die s.mie way. 
The coriesponding piiie IS iii the ceutie of the hemisphere, ueatlier of the 
earth or die heavens. 

7 . If one stands at any number of degrees distance from the equator^ 
the iieareiiC pole will be that numher of degrees above the hm-izon, and the 
other M de the same uumlier below. Hence every change of place, northward 
or sviuthward, will cause an alteration iii the elevation, of the pole with regard 
to the liorizon ; but no alceratioii will be made by a change eastward or west- 
ward, if the same distance from the p le (or equatoi) be preserved. 

G. A line drawn directly north and south is called a line, be- 

cause u points to the plii> e of tli .sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a 
line were supposed to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it 
would be a half circumference of the earth ; the equator would divide it in the 
middle, and all i he points through which it passed would bo directly north 
and south of each other. If a line were supposed to be drawn, iu the 
heaveuS) dirofitiy ovoc ali ght uuiutK of ai moridiaxi^ that would bo the oorrei* 
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ponding celestial meridian^ and would pass through the poles of the heavens. 
If the meridian on earth and the celestial meridian were both rontunied cnm« 
pletcly round, they would be circles; and the former would divide the earth, 
lud the latter the heavens, into an eastern and a western heinisnhere. 

d. As the meridians of all places pass through the V'des, and as the 
poles are points, all meridians must meet one anodier in these. Lines and 
circles that meet one another are said to form an angle. That angle is the 
measure of the inclination of the one to the other. 'J'hus r,)ie aoole which 
any two meridians muke with each other is measured hy the n.ii t of the 
equator that lies between them, and counted in degrees, minutes, &o. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round tlie poles in 21 hours 
nearly, a twenty-fourth part must ])ass any point, hn, for uisrance, the smith 
point, ill one hour. But the twenty-fourrh part of Il'JU is 15 ; therefore, 15 
degrees of the heavens must apparently pass the smith, or lueridiati every 
hour nearly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure the distance 
between tliem by a rod or line, we c.'iii determine th .*m hy knowing tiie posi- 
tions of both oil the earth's surface. As, tor instance, a man living in 
Loudon wishes to know liow far it is to Jorusale.n or M.'xico. and in wliat 
directions those places lie from London; or a sailor in the mniule of the 
Atlantic wishes to know how lie can hnd his way to tlie Land :> Kiid in 
Cornwall, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamaica. In eitlier case, he can 
neither see the direction nor measure the di>tance direcilv ; and tlius. i' he 
had not some means of ascertaiuing them, travelling and sailing would be 
at an end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the ilnection, or irieasure 
the distance directly, ue tind how far the one place is .lonh or soiitii ot tlie 
Other, and also how iar it is east or west ; and when we have once found 
these, we can calculate the others. The distance noirh or scutb is found, by 
first linding how far each place is north or south I the equator, and then 
taking the sum if they are on opposite sides, or the liid'erenre it they are on 
the same side ; and the distance east or west is found, by lirst liiidiiig tlie 
angle tiiat is made at the pole by the meridians of two places, or, wliich is 
the same thing, by hnduig what portion of the equator lies between their 
meridians. 

The L.\TTTi]DE of anyplace is its distance from the equator; and is 
north when it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is nearest the .south 
pole. No place can have more than 90 degrees of latitude ; neither can two 
places lie more than 180 degrees asunder. 

The latitude is easily found, by observing the height of the sun, the 
moon, or any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to tlie Latitude of the 
place. This may be ascertained hy observing the greatest and least e'eva. 
tions above the horizon of the pole-star, or any other star which nevei'^r.s. 
Half the sum of the.se elevations, is equal to the height of the pole, orthe 
Latitude. 

When we take our measurement of the latitude of any celestial body, 
(which is effected by means of an instrument which measures angles) we must 
previously know how far that celestial body is from the celestial equator The 
distance of any celestial body from the celestial equator, is called its decimation 
and is noWA or according to the situation of the body !f the declina- 
tion be of the same kind with the latitude, we must subtract it from the 
height of the body when on the meridian ; and if it he of the opposite kind, 
we roust add it ; the difference between the result and 90 degrees is the Lati- 
tude. In every method, when our observation requires to be accurate, we 
must make other corrections ; as. we must allow for the dip or height we are 
above the mean surface of the earth ; for the half 'fiameter of the body, if we 
take the outside or limh of it instead of the centre for the refraction, or bend- 
ing of the light on passing through the atmosphere ; and for the parallax or 
differeuce of positioa ia the l^ody as leeu from the isurface of the earthy and

from the centre. AH these matters are, however, in,serted and explained in 
the tables that are used by seamen and others who have occasion, accurately 
to hiid the latitude. 

Bor common purposes, all degrees of latitude may be considered as of 
the same length ; hut as, in reality, the earth is a little flattened toward the 
poles, it takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make thesams 
angular distance. 

The LON^GiTUDE of a place is much more difficult to find than the lati- 
tude, because here wc have no point fixed bv nature from which to begin. 
We are. therefore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place aa 
a first meridian ; find the ioiiiritiides of otner places by observation, and 
coiiiit them from that. It is indifferent what place we take, and therefore 
British geographers and sailors take the meridian of the Roval Observatory 
at Greenwich. Most other iiations reckon from their chief city ; but it 
would be much more convenient if the first meridian were the ^anle wiih 
all ; at least it would save the troiihle of adding or siibcracting the diffe- 
rence. Thus, in reducing B’lench longitudes, which are reckoned from 
Paris, to tng'ish. 2*’ 20’ 24^^ iinist he added, if they are east ; aud the same 
must he subtracted if they are west. 

The gptieral inethou of finding the difference of longitude is, to find the 
difference of lime betweea the two places. The auii, by the motion of which 
time is usually measured, apparently comes from the oast. Consequently, 
it. must he norm, or anv other hour at the easternmost place, before it is kt 
the westernmost. The difference, as has been Mated, is 15 degrees for an 
hour, ffiiir minutes of time for a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a 
minute of tune, or, under the equarnr, about 5(0 yards for a second of lime. 
These miiiiheis nre near enough for purposes of e.xplaiiation, but for all pur- 
poses of computation they rei]uire to correspond wirli the accurate period of 
the revolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact 
time at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea ; and, 
therefore, if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridiaa 
over the world, the longitude would he easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform 
rate, may so far answer the purpose, but there i.s no ahsoliued check upon it. 
If there he two or three, the average of them is a little more to be depended 
on, hilt even that gives no absolute certainty. 

There .are several other methods : — the eclipses of the sun, the eclipses 
of the satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon, and the dis- 
tance of the moon from certain known stars. These can all be computed 
beforehand ; and they are insercedf in the nautical almanacs for the benefit of 
seamen. But eclipses of the sun happen very seldom; the eclip.ses of the 
satellites of Jupiter cannot he observed at sea, inconsequence of the motion 
of the shin ; the method mostly resorted to is derived from observing the dis- 
tance of the moon from a star. Those distances are marked in the nautical 
almanac, with the times at Greenwich when they take place, aud by making 
the proper corrections for refraction^ parajlase^ and the other circumstances 
mentioned, the longitude may ho found by the difference between the time at 
which they are observed, and that stated at the first meridian. Thus, if any 
position of the moon and a star be stated in the nautical almanac to take 
place at Greenwich at 12 at night, and if, after all corrections, the same be 
found to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of obser^^ation will be in 
60 degrees east longitude nearly. Snch& e the principles, but the details 
are too minute for being noticed here. 

The degrees of longitude are not all of the same length. The meridians 
meet at the pole, and are at the greatest distance as under at the equator ; 
therefore, as the latitude increases, the longitude becomes less and less, and, 
consequently, an error in the longitude becomes a smaller number of miles. 
At latitude 60 the degree of longitude is half of what it is at the equator... 
.where upon imppositioa that the eaitth is a perfect glove, it is equal to a 
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^eijree of latitude. The decrease is most rapid toward the poles, and at th« 
pole its If the decree of lonj^itude has no leiiijih wharever. 

Tiie principles of inache'natiral ire»»‘*“rapliy are uuu-e fully detailed iri the 
treatise on that sul*ject, puiilished hy the Society ft>r the 1) ITiimou of Useful 
Kiio\v!odi<e ; and to thru treatise we refer our readers for il\e explanation of 
many iniints that could here only be sli ghtly noticed.

ON VENTILATION AND HOUSEHOLD CLI1ANLINE:^S. 

We are all thorouglily aware of t!:e net'essity of breathing; and tl: ' n- 
grceable fiesimess and revi^ng inllneiice of the pure inorniiig air must 
viiice us that ilie breathing a ptire atmosphere is comlurive to healtli ; vef v a 
08 carefully exclude the air from onr houses as if its aoproa di w'e’ e nuxloiiji. 
luteiidnig to shut out the inclemencies the weather only, in our rare to ^«ianl 
ourselves from the external air, xve hinder that renewal of tlu' atni(i,|d)ere 
which ivS necessary to prevent its becoming stagnant and unfit tosuppoii aui« 
mal life. 

Few persons are .aware how very nocessarv a thorough ventilation i.s to 
the preservation of health VV'‘e pre.-^erve life without food for a considerable 
time, bitt keep UN without tiir for a very few minutes and we rea«e to exist. 
It is not euonvh that we have nir, we must have fresh air; forihe principle 
by wlii< 11 iife \ ^ supported i.s taken from tlie air during the act of breathing. 
One fourth only of th*» atmosphere is capable of supporting ! li'e ; the remain, 
der serves to dilute the pure vital air. amt render it more fit to he respired. 
A full giMwii man takes into his lungs nearly a pint of air each time he 
breathes; ami when at rest, he makes about twenty inspirations in a mi. 
iiuro In the lungs by an appropriate apparatu , the air i.s expo.sed to the au. 
tioii of the lilood, whi'di ch.iiiges its purer part, the vit.il air, (oxygen gas.) 
into fixed air. (carbonic acid gas,) which is not only unfit to support miiinal 
life, hut is absolutely desinictive of it. An adnnrntde pi ovision of the great 
Author of nature is here visible, to prevent this rxhaii.Nted and now poisonous 
nir from being breathed a .second time : — while in the lungs, the air receives 
so much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the pure atmosphere; it 
consequently rises aiiove our heads during the short pau^e between throwing 
out the breath and drawing it in again, and thus secures to us a pure draught. 
By the care we take to shut out the external air from our houses, we prevent 
the escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn our.selves to breathe again and 
again tile same contaminated, unrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects of the morning air can won- 
der at the lassitude and disease that follow the continued lireathiiig of the 
pe.stiferous atmosphere of crowded or ill -ventilated apartments? It is only 
iieces>ary to oliserve the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and 
hou.ses, the qiialld hue of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid 
movements, to be sensible of the bad effect.*: of ^lluct^llg out the external air. 

Besides the contamination of the air fr ni being bre.aibed. there are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purit) : tlie.se are the effluvia constan tty ^ 
passing oflf from the surface of animal bodies, and the combustion of candles 
and other burning substances On going into a bed room in a morning, soon 
after the occupant has left his bed. though he be in perfect health and habita- 
ally cleanly in his person, the .sense of smelling iinver f.iils be offended with 
the CMlourof animal effluvia with which the atmosphere is Charged. There is 
another cause, perhaps, still more striking, when a person fresh from^the mof'« 
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xiin^ air enters a coach in which several persons have been close-stewed during 
a looir night, lie who has once made the experiment will never voiuntarily 
repea't it. The simple expedient of keeping down both windows hut a sinule 
linir-inch would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this mja- 
rioiis nioile of travelling often produces. Outside passengers, iliongli they 
innv suffer a litule more from cold and wet, generally escape these every-day 
complaints of those who pay double their fare. If under such circumstances 
tite air is vitiated, how much more injuriously must its quality be depreciated 
when several persons are contined to one room, where there is an utter neglect 
of cleinliness; in which cooking, washing, and all other domestic affairs are 
necessarily performed ; where the windows are immovable, and the door is never 
opened but while some one is passing through it! On entering such a den of 
ffltli, the nose is saluted by a stench so horrible, as to make any person, nnnsed 
to it, recoil and pause before he ventures in ; hut the wretched inhabitant has Ins 
beii'^e of smelling so hluiiied, that he does not perceive, that, with every bieaih 
he lakes, he inhales a poison, which is sapping the vigour of his body, and 
destroying the energies of his mind. 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of per. 
sons so sitnaied should be of a dangerous character ? or that the mind should 
he (II spin ted, and that the man should fly to drams for relief from the burihcu 
uhicii he Hiids to be weighing him down ? 

It may be taken as a w'holesorne general rule, that whatever produces a 
dlMgreeabie impression outlie sense of sinelliiig is uiifavoiirahle to health, 
That sense was doubtless intended to guard us against tlie dangers to which 
we are liable from vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same 
means, a high sense of gratification from other subjects, it ought to excite 
onr ailrniranon of the heneiicence of the Deity in tliiis making our senses 
serve the dniihle punmse of affording us pleasure and security; for the latter 
end inigni just as eirectually have been aiisweied by our being only susceptible 
of paiMim iinpressiors. 

To keep the atmosphere of our houses free from contamination, it is not 
snffioieiit that we secure a freciuent renewal of the air— all matters which can 
ii.j'ire us purity must be carefiilly removed. The liiieii of bed.s should not 
he allow ed to remain nnohaiigeil till it has lost all appearance of ever having 
heao wliite, or of ever having had any acquaintaiice with the washing tub. 
To " coiiieots of cliamber-ve.ssels should not be left in the house an instant, 
it it ho pos'ihle, and certainly not in the room of a sick person : every mo- 
me'ir they leinain they fill the air with a fitthy odour which is little less than 
pojs'Muins to all wdio hreathe it. 

Tii i'O' w no have hut one apartment in which they must of necessity per. 
form all tiie doine-iic dutie-., should be careful to remove a . 1 matters that are 
off(MiM\e ill sineii, as canbage water, dirty soapsuds, &c ; they should in. 
deei. if pos>ib e. avoid washing in the room they live in. For the same rea. 
son, OMing clothes in-doors should be avoided. 

Fi.'wers 111 Wilier and living plants in pots greatly injure the purity of 
the air during tlie night, by giving out large quaniitie{ of an air (carbonic 
acid) similar to that which is separated from the lungs by breathing, which, 
as before stated, is highly noxious. On this aLCOunc they should never be 
kept in bed rooms : there are iiislances of persons, who have incautiously gone 
to ^ieep in a close room in which there has been a large growing plaut, having 
been found dead in the morning, as effectually suffocated as if there had baeu 
a charcoal stove in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary to its purity: for in 
all situations it is suffering either by its vital part b^'ing absorbed, or by im- 
pure vapours being disengaged and dispersed through it. Ventilation^ there* 
fore, res.^lvrs ilselj into the i^eciiring a constant supply of fresh air. 

Ill the conMiuciioii of houses, e.^pecially in those built for the poor, this 
great object has been too generally overlooked, when, by a little contrivance 
in the arrangement of windows and doors, a current of air might, at any 
lime, be made to pervade every room of a house of any dimensions. Jloomi 
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cnnnot he well ventilated that have no outlets for the air; for this reasoa 
there should be a chimney t(» every a [Kirtment. The windows should be capa- 
ble of hein^ opened, and tiiey should, if possible, be situated on the side of 
tlie room opposite to, and furthest from, the fire-place, that the air may tra- 
verse the whole space of the apartinciic in its way to the chimney. 

Fire places in bed.roorns should not be stopped up with chimney-boards. 
The windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to c«irry off 
the animal effluvia which are necessarily separating from the bed-clothes, and 
which should be assisted in their escape hy the bed being shaken up, and the 
dotnes spread abroad, in which state they should remain as long as possible ; 
thi.> IS the reverse of the usual practice of making the bed, as it is called, in 
the morning, and tucking it up close, as if with the determination of preven- 
ting am puriticalioii from taking place. Attention to this direction, with re- 
gard tn airing the bed-clothes and bed after being slept in, is of the greatest 
imuori.aiice to perhons of weak health. Instances have been known m which 
restlessness and an inability to liiid refreshment from sleep would cnine on in 
such individual.s when the linen of their beds had been unchanged for eight 
or ie*i days In one casn- of a gentleman of a very irritable habit, who snfTer- 
ed fiom excessive perspiration auriiig the night, and who had taken much me- 
dicine without relief, he observed that, for two or three nights after he had 
fresh siieeis put upon his bed, he had no sweating; and that, after that time, 
lie never awoke, but tViat he was literally swimming, and that the sweats 
seemed tii increase with tiie length of time he slept in the same sheets. By 
not uermitting him to sleep in the same sheets or night clothes more than 
twice without their being washed, he instantly lost this debilitating affection. 

Various means are had recourse to at times, with the intention i>f cor- 
recting disagreeable smells, and of purifying the air of sick rooms. Diffusing 
the vapour of vinegar through the air, by plunging a hot poker into a vessel 
contaiiiwig it ; burning a' ornaiio vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding 
gunpowder, are the means usually employed. All these are useless. Tlie ex- 
plOwSHji) of gunpowder may, indeed, do something, by displacing the air with- 
in tiic reach of its influence; but then, unfortunately, an air is produced by 
its combustion, that is as offensive, and equally unfit to support life as any air 
it can be used to remove. These expedients only serve to disguise the really 
olfeiisive condition of the atmosphere. The only certain meaiut of purifying 
the air of a chamber which is actually occupied hy a sick person, is by chang- 
im^itiii such a manner that the patient shall not be directly exposed to the 
drangliis or currents. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of pnrifyingthe air of chambers in 
which persons liave been confined with contagious diseases, so as lo destroy 
tlie noxious power of the effluvia generated in such situations, and thus of 
jM-eientiiig the disease from extending. This will be accomplished by atieu- 
uing carefully to the following directions. 

Clo.'^e all the windows and doors of the room intended to be purified, ex- 
ce])t the one by which you propose to retreat, and make up tlie aperture of the 
cbimuey or five-place, except for about an inch or two at the liortom. Having 
put three table spoonsful of common salt, ( muriate of soda) r ibbcd, fine, in. 
to :i shallow dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment, — if with a few hot 
cinders beneath it, tlie better; and then pour, at once, upon the a quar- 
ter nf a pint of strong oil of vitriol {sulphuric add); retire and close the 
room for fortv.eight hours. Immediately the acid is poured upon the salt a 
pungent vapour (chlorine) is given out freely, which is extiemeiy unpleasant 
to breathe, and very destructive to must metallic surfaces. It is on this ac- 
count thrtt the operator should leave the ap; *tmeiit quicklv and tliat all the 
iron and brass furniture should be previously removed. This vapour conti- 
nues forming for many hours, and difl'using itself completely through all 
parts of the room, elFectually destroys the matter on which infection depends: 
at the expiration of about forty-eight hours, the room may be entered, the 
doors and windows thrown open, and a Are made in the chimney, in order 
that the apartment may be perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occUi* 
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pied. The above quantity of fialt, &c, is qiiite sufficient fora chamber of 
the usual sise; for a much lar^^er room, double the quantity, diriueil into 
two vessels, should be used. The merely olfeiisive odt)ur of sick romus, or 
of any other aparltnents, may he readily corrected, by placini^ in them plates 
containing the chhrosodiiic solution of Laharaque ; which, is now well known 
in this country. 

But no fumigation will be of any avail in purifyin>; staornant air, or air 
that has been breathed tili it has been deprived of its vital part; such air 
must be driven out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the ii'e>h 
pure atmosphere. The readiest meansof cliaiigiug the air of an apartment isi, 
by lighting a tire in it, and then throwing open the door and windows; this 
will set the air in motion, by esialdishiiig a current up the cliimney* The air 
whicK has been altered by being breatlied i.s e.sseiitial to vegetalile life- anil 
plants, aided hy the rays of the sun, have the power to absorb it, wliiio 
they themselves at the same time give out puie vital air. Tins process, go- 
ing hy day, the reverse of that described betore as taking place during the 
night, is coiitinnally in operation, so that the purihcatieii ot the atmosphere 
can only be prevented by its being prO'‘«rved in astagiiaiit state. 

In the country, there are other circnmstiiuces winch require to he attended 
to hesules cleanliness in the house, and the free admission of the air into it at 
all times. Care ought to bo taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near 
the house that can injure the puiity of, or produce humidity in. the atmos- 
phere: heaps of putrefying vegetables, dunghills, pool.'j and ditches of stag, 
nant water, privies and open drains, furnish a constant supply of the exhal- 
ations which produce fever. In hot seiisons especially, every U-eeze in such 
neighbourhoods must carry poison with it. These things are innch too com- 
mon before the doors of cottages, and even of largtu* houses- Tho.so wlio 
build liouses for the poor would do well to choose situations sufficiently elevat- 
ed to allow the waste waters to be drained olF with faciliry: without this, 
they must stagnate and putrefy, to the dair^er of the liuaiili of the liiluibi- 
taats.

NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronology is made up of two Greek words, Chronoa 
Rnd litei ally '* word,” or “ description sothattae simplest defini- 

tion ot its medning is, T 'E STORY OP TIME — or the narr«t've of the siicces- 
sioa of recorded events, in ilieir proper order, noticing the portions of timo 
that elapse between them. 

As the piist is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful 
key to the future, tiie story of time, or the conHideratiou of events in the 
order in which tliey happen, hecoraes a matter of the utmost importance. 
Even to oiir merely liistoricHl knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the 
even's themselves, and without any reference to the comparison of ihein 
together, chronology is iiuport.int : because, without that, our knowledge 
is not correct. Hut when we wish to turn our historical knowledge to et 
praciical use, hy r* fleeting upon the causes and results of human actions, 
chrnnoioiry becomes indispeusihle. The great practical use of past events 
is the effect that the antecedent eyeni has upon the consequent ; and if we 
mistake the order of succession, (and where we have no information wij 
aie more likely to be wrong than right,) we are in a worse condition than 
if we had no information whatever,— we are in a similar condition to a 
man travelling a-ong the road from London to Dover in order to arrive at 
Liverpool, - further from the object we wish to afrive at, than if we had not 
moved at all. 

Now, men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they 
are go'uled on by necessity; and as the Use of chronology is philosophical, 
and thus does not appear till men being to compare the former events with 
the latter, and draw conclusions, it cannot be known among very illiterate 
rations, and could not he known in the early ages of the world The me- 
mories of the inhabitants of the South Sea Islands do nut extend backwards 
above an age or two ; and even then they are vague, nut agreed about the 
events themselves, or informed as to the intervals between them. Of the 
recorded events of the early ages of thewoild.the information is so very 
unccrtdiii tli •!. the most acute and laborious inquirers into the subject are 
at variance. 

Uefore the story of time can be known, we must know something of time 
itself; we must know how to compare two pi •■tions or periods of it, so as to bo 
able to say eiiher that they are of equal length, or that the one is longer tliao 
tlie other, and how much longer it is. in order to do this, we musr fix upon 
8om^ standard of which the length is known ;-and as we cannot keep a por- 
tion of lime hy us to apply to other portions as we do a standard pound for 
weight, or a .standard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to 
8om<} event which we have reason for believing dees not take up a longre 
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^erioil at one timo than at another, —siicli as the rota I ion of tlift earth upon 
its axis, the revolution ot'the moon round the eartli. nr tliat nt' the earth 
roun'l <lie sun. Of the absolute equality of .ny two portions of tiiue what- 
ever in.iy be the event by which they are in«*asured, we never can he cer- 
tain ; because we cannot be in possession of two of them at once so as to 
compare tooether If we can liiid no other ilifference between tbe events, 
we ba^e no “eason to bplieve that the times in whioli they happen are of 
ditferent len$^ths: -‘nd this iiea^atl\e proof is all thai we can a:et. In iisincr 
tlie (Measures of time, we oh'«erve the saitie method aft with other n/eas'ues. 

If the perio'i be less than a dav we mention the number of hours or parts 
of an hour that are in it ; if it he of moderate length, such as the life 
of a man, we count it iu years; and if it be lonj^^ we count it in centuries, 
or hundreds of ^ ears. 

1’hou^h to all nations, the various lemytlis, of the day as arisinir from 
the rotation of fhp earth of the niontli as arising from the revolutior of the 
moon, and .^f the vear as arising from the I e\olulinn of the earth, he each 
dependent upon the saoio cau.se ; and thoiiuh. -s the other ciTcina<(tance.s of 
tho.se eause« - the spaces over wliich those bodie.s pasA do not v try iuii'‘h, 
tlie same day. or month, ((r year, must be of the sain ■ - noth to the, peopie of 
all nation'*, and tliere cannot be much difference between one and another ; 
vet different nations have bnd different modes of re''konint*‘ llieiii. Some of 
\liese dllferenre.s are pointed out in Art. I ‘‘ On tlie aletid^r.” 

When a nation came to such a deoree of information and importance, 
as that it left a desire to record the events of its own historv. it irenerally 
bei^an vMth 8‘»uie «jreat event, as a fixed point or epocjt, from which it c<iMnt> 
ed the EK.v or siiccessivin of portions of tiiu'', all pre'sumed to be equal, and 
each e^uil tti tnat wliii b the nation happened to lake for a si ind.ird. '1 ho 
td.iy beins: the portion with wliicli people are most tam'diar, and also the ono 
of whic.h the appearance is the most strikininr hsht mimI drirkness beii'q- the 
i^reaiest of all contrasts most nations made tlie day th** ahsolu'e mea.siire ; 
but as the day is rather short for nieasurintr lonjj Intervals, they g^eiieraliy 
bad periods of so tn iny da ys, ain» of so many times these aajain confespond- 
ing* with, or rather haling some resemblance to, our week.s month-, and 
years 

As an exact niim''er of timps of the rotation of the earth Is not contain- 
ed in the revolution of the muon, and as an exact nninlier ot limes of eithef 
this rotation > r :lils revolution Is not cont ined in the rev ol -lion of tlie eaitli, 
err/* which arp reckoned in terms of eitt er of these fixed periods do not 
laeiee with each other, tnotlier words, as days, lunar months, a' d years, are 
not even p*»ts oi multiplies of each other, two er »s whicli are cnunteit, one in 
80 many limes one ot iliese. and the other in so many limes of another, cannot 
be mad** to a ,'ree, so as to point out the tune at winch an\ eve.it happens, 
without niaklnjv corrections for the fractional differences. Th- n^nod of 
time in whn h iliose franctinnal differences amount to an unit of the shorter 
measure, is called a cycle— .’•ee Art If 

Tliose nations amonu whom the Christian religion has been dissemi- 
nated, have, ever since its introduction, abandoned all eras save that 
which beiian at the hirth of Our .'“'avionr. 'I’liis is called the Christian 
J 5 HA ; and when the date ornumher of the year is spoken of in a solemn or 
formal manner, the words Anno Domini, or the contraction A. O.. mean- 
ing ■* the year of the Lord,” are prefixed to tlie number, to distinguish it 
from other eras. When we count from the birth of our Saviour backward, 
we either put B- C , “ before Chrisi/’ or Anno ante Chrisium, A. A C., 
which ifl the same. Events are sometimes dated from the creation of the 
world ; and the term Anno Mundi, \ »• , that is, “ year of the world ” pre- 
fixed to the date ; hut as opinion is divided as to the preci.se date of the 
creation in terms of the Chri.stian era, the conimencemeut of that era is 
considered ms the pieferahle epoch 

To find the distance of any event— if it be before the birth of our Sa- 
tiour, add the date of it te the date of the year ; if after; subtiact ; the sum 
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in tliA first casp, ar the iliiFerence in the second; is *he time from the present 
date, or the distance of the erect. 

As the eras of the nations ot antiquity have become obsolete, and a« 
the principal events in their histories have been reciuced to th* rpHoectivo 
3 ears ot the ('hnstian era, eitlier before or atier the birtli ot our Saviour, 
those eras are needed, only by tho-e who read the writings of antiquity ■ and*, 
therefore, if is not necessary in the present case to detail them. There is* 
however, one era which is used by a verv iarj^e portion of- the ninderiis. the 
yfe;7m, or era that roinmences at the enuch of the flii^ht of M a home t from 
tliecity <»f ^lecoa to that of Medina, which took idace in the 6*2-id year of 
the Christjan era. The viahometan year is teg^ulated by this event.

3. Oibi'erH ill ('omiiiand of Companies are responsible for the 
general appearance and cleanliness of their Companies ; and to 
enable tin'iii to asceitaiii that their orders on this subject are attend- 
ed to, tlice will be a private Parade of Companies once a week, at 
siin-set. Tima Parade is solely for tbe inspeitioii of (be OdicHis Cum- 
fiiaiiding Companies. All deficieiiries in tbe Appointments or Clo- 
thing of tbe Men. with tbe c.auses that led to them, to be reported, for 
the Commaiidiiig CfbcePs iiifot-niatioii, tbioiigh tbe Quarter Master. 

4. Companies are to be permanently divided iiMo four Sections, 
with a proper proportion of Non Commissioned Officers to each ; 
and the European Officers Vvili endeavour to from a chain of respoii- 
stbility tbroiiglioiit tbe whole, causing tbe Commanders of Sections 
constantly to bear in mind, that their credit, as smart Officers, wor- 
thy of fiirtliei advancement, will depend on tbe soldier-like anoear- 
aiice of their Sections. To carry this into effect, in most Native ‘ 
Coips. will require time and much attention ; but when once effeet- 
ed. it will be productive of tbe best results. An Officer, however, 
must not rest satisfied that bis orders are attended to, merely be- 
cause be has given them ; be will have many obstacles to overoonif.

5. The Officers CoinmaiidinsT Companies are responsible for 
the pR‘. iiiriir of ilipir Companies ; for the Clothing, Amis, Accontre- 
ineiits, and Uegimeiktal Appuiaiiiieiits in use, and for the repair of 
Arms. 

(y. They are authoriz'd lo enforce the execution of all Orders 
and R-;giil;ttiniis, relailiig to the interior tlnscipliiie anrl ecenoiiiv ot 
tiicir Companies, by oidcriiig those Men n ho neglect or disobey 
them, extra dnt^, or punishment Dull, not exceeding four da> s*

7. Tiie> will oncasionally \isit the Men of their ('ompaiiies, 
iilio may be in Hospital, and ascertain, l)\ peisonal rnqnitx, if (hey 
aie inrnislied vuili evcr> thing iieccssar\ (or sick Men; this essenti. 
aipuitof an Oltic.ci's duty, siioiild be pai ticiilai iy attended to in 
iinlieal'hy sitiititiuiia ; notiniig being so grati('>iiig to (lie Native 
Soldier. a<i to perceive that Ins Officer is inteiested in his vieitaic.

SECTION 2. 

GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS. 

1. A ready and cheeriiil obedience to all orders from superior 
Officers, is the first principle of Military discipline ; it, tlierefore, g 
Subaltern should chance to Command, on any parade, or duty, all 
junior Officers employed on the same duty, are expected to pav as 
much deference to his orders, as if they were acting under a Field 
Officer. Subaltern Officers Coriimatidiiig Platoons at Drill or Exer- 
cise, may order extra Drill, not exceeding four days, to any Man of 
their Platoon, who is awkward or inattentive ; and when inspecting 
Guards, may order any Man, who is dirty, one day’s extra Guard; 
but if they think more than four days’ extra Drill, or one days’ 
Guard, necessary, they will report the circumstance, for the infor- 
luatiou and orders of the Coininaiidiiig Oilicer. 

2. In reprimanding Men, for any irregularity, all passionate or 
abusive teims are to be avoided. 

3. Every Officer is expected to attend to the dress, appear* 
Slice, and behaviour of the Men of the Coips, on, or off duty ; and 
whether they belong to his own Company, or not. 

4: Officers should also take notice of all Guards and Seiitrieg 
of the Regiment, and report any neglect that comes under their 
observation ; they should be equally ready to bring into notice, any 
remarkable instance of attention ; they should watch over the 
general ehar^tjter of the Corps, and embrace every opportunity of 
•viuciiig the iutereat they take iu ita reputation, by oheokiug irre* 
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piilaiity Jiiid neclcct, and enrouraaine diligence and attention to 
ijiii% . Ill tlie Individuals l»<*ioin:inR to 

5. I’lipv slioiild piideavoiir to lieoome acquainted with the 
rharacter and ireuoral beliavinur, on dutv. of the Native 
aioiied. Noii-Coinmissioued Olbcers and Privates o( the ('orps. h.it 
parnriilarlv of tlieir own CoiiiMaiiies The freqiienoy of (lOiiiiiiandfl 
and Esroris tinder Eumueau Oilicers, sdfords many oppo rtiinities 
of arquiniiir tins intoniiati ui. 

6. Tiiey should, themselves, attend to the romulaiiifs of the 
IWen. and not allow this dutv to devolve on a Native Ofliicer, a 
llavtldar, or a Servant. 'Pne Offirer nho permits tins part of 
)iis dnt> to be performed by another, deprives himself of the 
best onportunii V ot seciiu'itig the respect and attaihineiit ot tlid Na* 
live Sojoi'T. 

7. Jr should be impressed on the yoiinjr Offirer, that griev- 
an<-*'s. which to hiiirinay anpear fiivolons, aie oi serious imiiort, 
when coiiiiecteil 'viih the rehaions piejiidires of the Men; and that 
even when the redress of such grievances is iinorac.ticable, it is siiij 
ill his power to listen with patience to the Soldier’s stateniciit^ and 
to convince him. that his feeli'igs have not been disregarded. 

8. All Olficers on retiinuiitr from de»ached dntv, aie to inalce 
a general lieport of the conduct of the Native CoiiiHiissioned OHi- 
rers and Hnviiiiars belonging to their Deiacinneiit ; and in case of 
having any neglect, or anv iiiisoltlier'ltke conduct to notice, a lull 
detail of everv paiticiiUr connected vi iih the Individual’s behaviour, 
is to be ^entered into. 

9 Tlieie also many points in the performance of n Nori- 
Onmmissioiied Oiiicer’s duty, which shew attPiitioii and smartness ; 
this nill he nottd, in a geneial wav, in this Kenort. 

10 All } oiing Othceis. oil first joining a (b'-ps, are to attend 
the Dull, iiiiiil pcrfpcilv atquaiiited with the Dull of the Recruit 
and t'oinnany ; INlonntiiig Guard ; Manual and Platoon Exercises; 
Marching and Standiiig Salute with the Sword. An Ollicer’s fitness 
for joining the ranks of his Regiment, is to be ascertained hy his 
Dulling and Ooininandiiig n Platoon, in liis Conimaiiuiiig Otlicer’a 

|»iea'M*ce. 

11. They should be posted, at first, to the Company of soma 
old Officer, vvlio will take every occasion to point out to them, the 
manner in which the interior duty ot a Coiiioaiiv if* conducted, and 
explain to tiiem the nature and use of the diifereiit J^onks which are 
kept, and ot the Reports which are required. 'I’hey will also, after 
they h'lve been disinii.sed the Drill, be sent on Command under aii- 
nth»*rOffi(er, to learn that part of their diiti. For two years after 
they join, tiiev aie to attt'iid all (/Oiirts of Enquiry, Courts IMartiai, 
and Corniiiiitees, which may he held in the Regiment, to learn the 
manner in winch those duties are conducted. 

12 No Officer to have the Command or Charge of a Company, 
iiiitii tic shall have done Regimental duty for two years, and not 
riieii. iiiiIphs he have acquired a competent knowledge ot Hindoos, 
taiiee, without which, his intercourse with the Native Soldier will 
be carried on it a manner unsatisfactory to both ; nor will the Officer 
acquire over the Soldier the influence which it J8 of importaiico he 
alio III d possess. 

13. Native Commissioned or Non-Commissioned Officers at- 
tending to make the^r reports, are not to be detained. The houra for 
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rnnkiiii; tlie common reports of a Corps, are to be fixed, and all 
to be rrady to receive tlieiii at tlie pi oner hour. 

14. Native Oliicers atteiidiii^r at a European OlHcer’s Quarters, 
on nuty, wiiicli may require tlieir beiii|r detained, are to he liirni.siied 
with a chair, and treated with the courtesy due to tlieir sitnatiniis. 

15. No Oilicer should detain an Orderly who may be sent to 
him : bein? on diitv, he is ininieoiately to he sent back to his Post. 

IG. Oniceis aliowi^l Oiderlies, an; to use them on Public diitv 
only: uhalever dijity a Subtler is on. should he strictly conlined 
to It, and tlie moat scrupulous exactness demanded, particularly 
iruui an Ordeiiy. 

17. Oliicers when sirk, are to be reported sick bv the Surjireoii; 
and wliileiii the su-k report, ^ic not to appear in public places^, or 
public pan ihn. 

18. OibcHrs proceeding on leave, are to lodge a Memoratiduiii 
of thrir addiesH in ihc Adjntani’s Ollice. 

111. In rlo.sing iliose geneial Heiiiaiks for Oliicers. it in:fv be 
necessary to iinniess on tin* minds ot tbe young anu inexpericnce'r. 
Low nnieb depends, in a Name Corps, on tbe conduct ot ilie £ 11 - 
ropcaii Ollicei!^ An attentive body ot flflicers will ensure attenlioii 
from tbe Men ; and iiiditl'erence to tbe perioiiiianct: of duty, on the 
pan of tbe European Oiliceis, will be followed by carelessncH.s and 
negligence, on tliai'ot ilie N atives of all lank.s 

!20. M liters pnr( i\ liegiineiital, sncn as an admonition, or a 
reprimand given to an Otlioer. or pniiHhiiieur K.irK-ted on Men of the 
Cui ps. one lit never to be made thesiibji't ot comeisatiOn among 
Allan geis, or out of lilt* Kt'giinenl. These conveisations often 
rise to exaggerated iuishi atemeius. afiecting the character of liuiivi- 
fiiiais, and the credit oi the Kegiiuent. 


SECTION 3. 


THE ADJUTANT. 

1. It ought to he the anxious wish ot every Commandant of a- 
Regiineiit, that no Oilicer wiio has not the requisite qnaldiratioiKr, 
slioiild be reconimeiided for the sitiiaiinn of A'lijutaiit. The Oilicer 
hobting this appointinent, oiiglit 10 possess considerable knowledge 
of tlie Hindonstaiiee language; if> be well arjqnainted wirli tlie habits, 
customs, and prejudices (»f the Sepoys ; to have great cotninauil of 
temper; to be cnmpb‘tei\ master of the Drill, in all its pans ; and 
above all, to feel pleasnie in the performance of hi.s duty. 

2. He will regulate the details ui all duties, that they may fall 
BS eqnallv as pos.sible upon all. 

3. 'I’ti** correspondence relative to the discipline and orga’niz.i- 
tioii of the Corps, and all Standing Orders and liisrrnctioiis, as to 
the proper mode of executing its vartons iIiiip-s. will be kept in his 
Ollier, lie is responsible tor the due circulation of Ordcia, ot eveiy 
description. 

4. All Official Refnrna and Reports, excepting such as apper- 
tain particularly to the Quarter Master’s Department, are to be made 
out under his inspection : he is also the channel of comiiiniiicatiou 
witkihe Cnmmaiidiiig Officer, on all points of duty . 

5. AVhen the Coips is ordered to be under anna, he will havo 
it properly told oiT^ aud ready at the hour specified : he rs to 
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amiri^ all Detaclimeiita previously to (heir beinjr delivered over to 
the Qiticers appointed to Command them ; and he is responsible for 
the ueiieral cleanliness and appearaiioe of all Guards matched off 
jl'iom the Battalion Paiade. 

6. He IS to have the particular direction of the duties nerforrned 
by the Seijeaiit- Major ; he is to attend ail Drills, and be particularly 
caretiii that the Recruits are trained iii strict coiifoiiiiity with the Re- 
gulations. 

7. When Recruits are posted, or Sepoys transferred to Com- 
panies, the Adjutant is to send a Descriptive Boll, caretully copied 
fioiii the Regimental Registei^ to the Olticer Cuiniuaiiding the Com- 
pany to which the Men are postedi 

8. Tile following Books to be kept by the Adjutant : — 

One Battalion Register^ or Long Roll. 

One Register of the Estates of deceased Native Odicers. 

One General Register of Estates ol deceased Non-imuiinissioned 
Officers and Privates; this Register to oontam merely the name, 
rank and Company, date of decease, balance of cash, and anpro- 
priatinii of the balance: all other particulais being lu the Com- 
pany Registers. 

One Book for Public Letters. 

One Register ol Begimental Courts Martial. 

One Register of General Leave. 

One Book for copies of Monthly Returns. 

One Book for copies of Casualty Idsts. 

One Book for copies ot Present Stales. 

A (Character Book for Native Commissioned Officers, and for 
NcHi-Comniissioned of the rank of Havildar. 

9. He is to siibiiiit to the Ciniimaiiding Officer daily, n Morn- 
ing Report of the Corps : also a Weekly Report of the punishment 
Drill, specifying the names of the Men; die Companies to which 
they belong; by whom they wore sent; lor what crime, and for 
what period. He will send ail Recruits, with a Roll, for examina- 
tion bv the Surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. 

10. 'J'he greatest attention is requisite, in keeping the Charac- 
ter Book of the Native Cuinmissioned and Noii-Cofiiiiiissionrd Offi- 
cers of the Corps. The nature of the entry, when niifavotirablc, 
is to be always explained to the Individual coiieeriied. 


SECTION 4. 

THE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER MASTER. 

1. The Quarter Master is responsible for the Scores belonging 
to the Regiment, and for the correctness of the Returns and Reports 
be may submit for the signature of the Coinmaiidiiig Officer. 

2. He will prenare Indents, Survey Reports, and all Papers 
connected with the Stores of every description, in use with the Re- 
giment ; and ail correspondence on these subjects is to be address- 
ed to him, for the Conimaiiding Officer’s iiiforiuatioii. 

3. He will submit, every Monday, to the Commanding Of- 
;Scer, a Report of the Clothing Stores and Ammunition under hia 
charge, accouuUpg for tito ditTereiiGe between tbe present and the 
last Return* 
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4. He will tlirougrii the Liues at least twice a week« anti 
that they are kept clean, and that no encroachments are made on tlie 
streets by the erection of tatties, or screens of any kind ; he »vill 
also prevent the Goorgaks from difr^iiifr pits or (^litters in the 
streets. A place should be assigned to these Men, in rear of each 
Tiing of the Corps. 

5. He will also direct his Serjeant to go through the Lines 
daily, and see that the Ordris are strictly attended to. 

6. i'he following Books are to be kept by the Interpreter and 
Quarter Master. 

A Book for copies of all Indents, Returns, and Survey Re- 
ports. 

A Book for copies of the Muster Rolls and Pay Abstracts of 
bis Bstablishineiit. i 

These Bonks are (n be submitted quarterly, with the other 
Books of the Regfrneiit, lor the Coinmaiidiiig Oiticer’.^ luspertion. 

7. Any deticiency in the Arms. Acooiitremenis, Appointments, 
Amiiiunitioii, or Gamp Equipage of the Corns ; he is lu report to tho 
Coininanding Ofbcer, wiiii such iiilonuation as he may have been 
able to obtain, as to the cause of the loss, or injury. 

8. He IS to Inrnish ever% OtHcer proceeding on Command, with 
a written Statement ot the Public stores ot every description, sent 
with his Detsiciinieiit. 

9. Of the duties of Interpreter, the explaiiatiaa of all Orders 
in plain language, is one of the most iinportaiit. if this be done 
carelessly , or iiniiiteihgibiy, the very object of publishing these 
Ordeis will be defeated; lor, if tluy are not distinctly understood 
by the Men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed 

10. I'he Interpreter will nlso consider ic his duty, to make out 
Petitions ol all kinds (or the Men. Any Native (himmisyioiied, 
Non-Commissioned Officer, or {Sepoy, reqiiinng a Petition to be 
prepared, is to apply to the Officer Conimaiiding Ins Cnrnoaiiy, %vho 
will give him a Letter to the liiterpieter, iiientioniiig his request. 

11. The Interpreter is to sign all Petitions, as exaiiiiiied, and 
aiibinit them to the Coininaiiding Officer, for signature. 

12. All Petitions are to be copied into a Book, to be kept for the 
purpose, ill which the date of their despatch by dawk, is to be 
marked. 


SECTION 5. 


THE SURGEON. 

1. This Officer should bear in mind, that he is not leas amen- 
able to the orders of the Officer Oominandiiig the Coips, than anv 
Officer ill It ; and that, although any interterence in his Medicat 
treatment of the sick, would be improper, and is niiaiithorizcd, yet, 
all other points connected with the Rules alieady laid down iiy the 
Regulations of the Service, for the management of the Hospitals of 
Native Corps, are cognizable by the Officer at the head of the Regi- 
ment, who IB responsible for their due observance by all placed 
wilder bis orders- 

2. The readiness of the Men, when sick, to resort to a well 
legnlated Hospital, will aftbrd satisfactory proof of the attention 
paid to the patieiits. On the other haud^ to an Hospital badly ma^ 
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iva-^ed, or iiidillt^reiit atti^nded to^ the Men will nearer willingly go. 
li 14 not to tliH line of Biirope Meclmiiie tliat the Sepoys have anjr 
ohji'ccion; but tliey are' sbreivd and observant, and soon discover 
wlierher they are propeiiv treated, and wlielhf^r the Siiifreoii is 
iiiten'sied in thiMr recoverv. 

3. Aiiv private interference of the Native Doctors in the 
supply of BaZ'ir iVit^uiriiie, Od. Bandages, or any tiling used in the 
lioRpital, is to be stiirtly prohibiied. 

4. The Estabiishnieiits, ivhicli are ample, are to be coiifiiied to^ 
the llospilal duties, and are not to be used for privati* purposes. 

5. A portion of the Uegiiiiental Bearers is to be alwars iii at- 
UiKiHiice at the Hospital to assist the Sirk. 

6. An ai'qiiaiiitance with the iiiiiduostaiiee, so necessary for 
cverv Ollicer employed with a Native Corps, is particularly so for 
tiie Siirveoii ; wiiiioiit it, it is impussible lor hiiu to perfuiiu his duty 
in an eiVicient or satisfactoiy iiianiier. 

7. A full and ample simply of Hospital (lots, of the prescribed 
size, IS to be alwavskent ready in (/antoiinieiits ; and wiieii in Camp,, 
the sick are lu ue fiiriiislied witii a proper quantity of good diy 
straw, 

8. Men discharged from Hospital in a weak state, should be 
recoin me II rled lo be executed diiiy. for as many davs as tlie Suigeou< 
may deem aovisable ; and at the exniration ot (hat time, if not siilli' 
ciently recovered, a tiirther extension is to be granted, on tlie Snr- 
geoids recommeiidaiioii. During the time a Man may tiins be 
execiived duty, lie is to lie returned convalesceiit. 

9. The iVIiissuiinan or Brahniiii Cooks, allowed by Ooverii- 
menl tor the sick, aie to be of a description of Men approveit of by 
the Sepoys, and i'roni vi hose hands they will rat. '1 lie Hindoo 
Water caiiicr should also be a person of ilie .same nescription. 

10. Men sent to the Hospital,^ should be accnmpanied by the 
Orderly Havildar, and a note shoiiid be sent to the Surgeon, by the 
Otbc'-r (mmiiianding the Companv, in the following ionu: — 

“ Sir, 

‘‘ Be pleased to receive into the Hospital, Aniind-Siiig,. 

Sepoy of the Company, for the cure of his disorder. 

A- B. Captain^

j\iid on the Man's discharge, the Surgeon is to luriiisa iniii with 
a Ceitificate m the (olio wing rflect:

N. B. lie should be excused from duty for days.” 


SEC'l ION 6. 


THE OFFICE!! OF THE DAY. 

1. The Officer ot the day has the general chaige of the Guards 
mounted in the (jorps, and is the person to be applied to, in the 
fust instance, on any occnirencc lu the Lines, requiring the presence 
of a European Officer. 

2. He will march off the Battalion Guards in the morning, and 
liait them iR the evciuui;>,at^ er before suu-set; siid pay pariiculav 
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iittentinii to tlie dress and appearance of the Meii^ and to their con- 
duct ^vhile on duty. 

3. He will order the Native Officer of the dav, to visit them at 
jioon. and about inidiii^iu, and to be particniaily careful to report 
any ne^lert. 

4. He will visit the Hnsoital. and see that the Men are fur- 
nished with proper Cots ; iliat ttiH Hospital, and its iiiiriiediate vici- 
nity. are clean, aud tree t'roin iiltii of any kind. 

5. On visitm? the Hospital, he is to inms leisurely through it, 
and to nseertsiiii, by personal enquiry of I'ne Mi ii. whether liiey 
have any cause for roniplaint, or aio in want of any tiling. 'This 
is an inipoitant part of his duty in visitiiitjr the flospital, uhirli is not 
limited to merelv ridint; im to it. and ascertainiiifr the iiiiinber of 
sick, (lorn the Non Coniinissioneil Officer on riiit\. 

6. A Memnraiidiini is to be inserted at the foot of tiie OtVierr's 
Report, stating the hour at whirii the Hospital was visited, and that 
ttie necessary questions were asked, with the compiaints. if there 
■be aiiv. 

7. This Officer is on no account to quit theLines of his Corps, 
but to be ready at all tiiaes to receive reports, and to proceed to the 
Idries whenever his presence may be necessary. In .ill eases of lire, 
not oiii\ 111 his own Lines, but in those of any otiier t'orps, he will 
invariably proceed to the spot, and will be ready to ailbrd all tho 
assistance in ills power, towaids tlie preservation of public or piivato 
propei ty. 


SlSC riON 7. 


1HE SERJEANT MAJOR. 

1. The Serjeant iMajdr is under the iinniediate orders of the 
Adjutant, whose principal assistant he is. and to whom alone, he is 
irspoiisible : he is charged, in a secondary decree, wiiii the lesnoii- 
Bibility which rests upon that Officer, in all that relates to ilie Drill, 
the examination of Men paiaded fpr dntr, and to the discipline j(e- 
lieraily of the Native Officers and S'*pois, it is ihrontth him, th.it 
the Adjutant t'eneraliy conveys to the Corps, tlie verbal and ucca- 
flioiial (irders of the (lonimandiii^ Offi<ei. 

2. All verbal Orders ^iveii tliroii{;li the Serjeant IMajor of the 
Regiment, are to be obe\ed as promptly, as if liicy weie (.irciiiated 
iti the Regimental Ortier Book. any Officer shoiild appiehenri 
that theie was a mistake in an O'der ttiiis issued, he is to bring it 
under the (/ornmandiiig Officer's or Adjutant’s notice, that it ma\ bo 
t-orrecte<l; but he is not himself to stop its e\eciitioi». On Service, 
it may be often necessary to convey to the Men, Orders ot the 
greatest consequence, in this manner. 

3. As this Non-Coinm-issioiied Officer lives in the Lines with 
the Men, be must necessarily be 80 on»*r informed of anv irregu- 
larities thev may coiiiiuit, tiian any other European in tlie Regiment ; 
he should, therefore, be very attentive to their behaviour, and parti- 
cularly so to that of the Native Coininissioned and Nuii-Comruis- 
sioiieci Officers; and lie should nut fail to eport any occllrr^Mlce that 
may cuius to hiS iiotifif, calculated to allcct the discipliiio of tho 
Corps. 
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4 . He will pareHe all Giiarda; and see that they are clean, and 
drpssfd acicordiiie: Order; after Guard iVIoiiiitiri^f in the morning, 
he rvill attend the Drill, and assist in its superintendence. 

5. He will alsn attend Drill in the evening, whenever 2() Filet, 
or iip'-raids, of old Sc|) 0 \s are at Drill. 

6. He will iii«»truet the yoniiw Non- Commissioned Oilicers in 
their diitv, and ralce ounortiinities ol examining the older onrs, to 
ascertaiii whether ilie\ are acquainted with their's. 

7. He will he rarefnl that Men ordered pmiishmeOt Drill, be 
not permitted by the Orderly Havildars, to evade the order. 

8. He Hliotild invariably near the Uniform furnished by Go- 
venniient ; and if p'*rmiued to wear a Rajrirj, it should be perfectly 
plain, with a badge on the oria or shonldei, similar to that luriiislied 
by Government. 

d- He 18 to be strictly prohibited from receiving presents from 
the Natives of the Corps, at Christmas, or at any other Holiday. 

10. 'I’he Seijeant Msjor is never to be spoken to harshly, be- 
fore the Men ; if, after having been once or twice admonished, ho 
should not relorm, he is no longer lit tor the sitiiatiou. 


SECTION 8. 


THE QUARTERMASTER SERJEANT. 

1. The Qiiaiti'f Master Serjeant is to assist the Quarter Mas- 
ter, in the caie of the Stores : he is to see that the Parade is cleared 
and clean, and the Flags fur Exercise are always read}, and pitched 
according to ordeis. 

2. He will «o tlirough the Lines, once every twenty-four 
Jioiirs, and see that the Ordeis respecting them are duly attended to; 
he will, in the first instance, point out any deviation from the Orders, 
to the Orderly Havildar of the Company, in vthich it may occur ; and 
if nor iinmediateh remedied, he will renoit it to tiie Quarter Master. 

3. As this Noii-Commisaioiied Officer acts, in some measure, as 
Drill Serjeant, lie must take an opportunity of performing ihese 
duties, at sued hoins as will not iriterlere with his attendance at Drill. 

4. The Quartet Master will never, but in cases ot the most 
urgent necessity, employ him during Drill hours ; and whenever 
such necessity occurs, which can be but seldom, it is to be intimated 
to the Arljntarit. 

5. I'he Orders respecting dress laid down for the Seijeant Ma- 
jor, are equally applicable to the Quarter Master Serjeant, as well at 
the prohibition of the use of harsh language to him, in presence of 
the Men. 


SECTION 9. 

NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. It is to this class of Officers, that Officers Commanding 
Companies must look for correct informaiiou, respecting the conduct 
of the Men ill the Lines. 

2. They are 80 often detached on duty, with smilill Parties of 
the Corps, tliat much of the efficiency of the Regiment will depetid 
en them. 



3 Thev sliould be confined to the duty of their roiik; in the 
performarice ot which, they ehciiild receive the most lifci ieii siipnort, 
mid their Jiis' authority bhoiild be iiplioldeti by the fimopeaii OfU- 
tieie, M intioli as possible. 

4. ii is however to he clearlv understood by all, that the Na-* 
five Oilieers are as much snbordtiiate to (he European Olfioer (lOin- 
msDilMiir tiieir (/ompaiiy, as any Man in it ; and that they are pos- 
flesseil of no distinct or separate authority, which, in the siiglitest 
rie^rre, renders them indepeiident of the Ofiicer Goiiiinanding the 
Coiiinaiiy. 

5. Tiler should not be permitted to interfere with Men wisiifnv 

to nfi ake any complaint or ref^rcpre to their European Oilict^rs ; tWey 
may accoiupany the Men. but sliould not enter into au\ oicmoim iu- 
vestigatioii ; atid it should be tuiiy explained to :h**irl, that any hU 
tempt, on their part, to siipprr'ss a eompiairt, or pievent u S> poy 
fiom Koinir to his Euiopean Ofiicer. would be considered as disobd* 
dieiM'o ul Orders, and dealt waki accordiiipjy. t 

6. I'bc privilci;e of coniniuniradug the wishes or requests of 
(he Men to the GoiiiriiaiidiiiK Otlirer. is to be confined to luatteia 
ooiiiiected with their reliaions prejudieeg and ceremonies. 

7. The practice oi makiiar (he Native Oliicers the medium of 
oomniiiiiicataig the Orders ot Govcrninent to the Men, is to be strict- 
ly pioliibited. Any thing to be explained to a Giompany. is to bo 
alviays done by the Ofiif'er Co mm an dint; the Coiiipaii}, who is tho 
channel of explanation on (hese occasions. 

8. Alt meeiings oi Native Officers, and their instituting an in- 
Vestisatioii into alleged roiiiplainis, or seaidiiig fat and exafniiiing 
Individuals, is to be strictly prohibited. I'liose implicated in such 
proceedings, aie to be brought iitiitiediateiy to the notice of the Cum- 
Uiandcr in Chief, 

9. The Native Officers are to suppress all disorderly roridiicl’, 
and to leport to the DiHcers of their Compaiiies^ any discoHteiils ot 
inegularities that may come to their knowledge. 


SECTION 10. 


NA1IVE OPFICEll OP THE DAY. 

1. The Native Officer of (he day is to visit the Guards and 
Hospital of the Regiment, under the orders of the European Officer 
•f the dav. 

2. He is to go through the lines once during the day, and about 
half ail hour after TattoO'beating, when he will lepress ail disorderly 
conduct, and disperse any asst^rnblies of Men ; taking care to report 
particiilarlv to the European Officer, the iuo.se trilling occurrence, m 
any way affecting the regularity' of the Corps. 

3. Should any meeting o( Native Officers^ or others^ for the 
discussion of matters connected with their duty as Soldiers, takK 
place in. or near ibe Lines, he will report it immediately to (he Eu- 
ropean Officer of the day , with stfcli^ oircumstaikoeB connected witli 
the meeting, aa he m^y be able to learn ; any neglect of duty oo thii 
bead, will be deoiAed a diiobedUuce of Orders^ and daaU vrith ao- 
cordkugly. 
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SECTION 11. 


NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. Non-Comiiiiaaioiied Officers rank according lo the dates oC 
their appointments. 

2. Naicks appointed to act as Havildars, are to be rank above 
all other Naicks; and Sepoys annniuted L^nice Naicks in Regiment- 
al Orders, are to be obeyed aS Naicks. 

3. It is desirable that a Lance Naick be appointed to every 
Company^ the duty being in general very heavy on the Naicks ; and 
this appointment would also be the means of discovering their fitness 
for promotion lo the permanent rank. 

4 Non-Commi-ssioiied Officers ought to shew a good example ; 
to be particular in ‘the performance of every duty ; smart and clean 
ill tlieir dress; alwars recollecting, that upon their conduct anti soU 
dier-like anpearaiire, much of the credit of the ('orps will depend. 

5 When on duty, they are not to permit any irregularity, neg- 
lect, nr deviation from Orders whatever* 

6. They are to exact, when in the execution of their dutv, the 
promptest obedience from interiors, iminediaUly confining, (when 
alone on Guard or detached duty.) and in other situations, reporting 
every man who disputes their orders, or who replies to them in a dis* 
xespcrtful manner. 

7. A Non-Ooinmiasiotied Officers who is found to have conniv- 
ed at any irregularity, or neglect ot duty, aan never be considered aa 
trustworthy ; his tiiiihcr promotion should, therefore, be stopped, 
and sncli other notice taken of the neglect, as the nature of the case 
may seem to require. 

8. Non-Commissioned Officers, though not on duty, are to 
check irregularities and neglects which aie prejudicial to good order 
and discipline; and to be particularly careful not to permit any as- 
aembiies of Men, in, or near the Lines, at iinseasoiiable hours, or for 
the discussion of any points connected with the Service ; and should 
any irregularity of this description, or discontent of any kind, come 
to their knowledge, they are to report it, without loss of time, to the 
Officer Comniaiiding their Company. 

9. In whatever Company or portion of the Corps, the discon- 
tent may shew itself, on its coining to the knowldge of a Non-Com 
missioned Offit'er, he is to report it immediately.^ 

10. The Havildars at the head of Sections have a very favorable 
opportunity of evincing their fitness for further advancement: no 
Man who may be fonnd iiidiiFerent to his duty, in this or in any other 
rank, should ever be promoted. 

* Note —The greater number of Non-CommisBioned Officers have great 
aveniun lu making these leporls, from ao upprehenitioii, that sh,uuid they fail 
in proving the facts on which (hey are grounded, (hey would be punished, Ic 
should, (herefore, be cteaily uoderslood, that, if (here appeared sufficient 
grounds for (he suspicion of what was reported ; that i( was nut entirely 
without foundation, nor (he effect of malice or folly ; the reporter would be 
considered to have done bis duty, and lu be entitled to commendation. 

In Native Corps, from the frequency of detached Commands and Guards,, 
Noo-Cominissioned Officers are often removed for weeks, and even months, 
fiom all coniruul, or from the iospAticb of any superior Officer, lu no ser- 
vice whatever, does so much depend on this cinasor Officers. 

It is consequently necessary, that in prtnuoiiog ihciD, the t'laiu of seuioii. 
ty should uot be exclusively attended to. 
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SECTION 13. 

PAY HAVILDARS. 

1. jriie Pav Havildais are to assist the Officers of Companies^ 
in keeping the Pay Accounts; to take charge of the'spare Anns and 
Acroiitremenrs, or other Stores of the Coiupaiiy, and to keep them 
III good order. 

3. They are to take Regimental duty, but not to be sent on ge- 
neral duties, or on Coininand, iinkas it be with their Companies. 

3. They should not be put on Guard a day or two before or 
after Muster, or on pa} dav. or the dav after. 

4. 'riic appointment of Pay Havildar is not confined to Havib 
dars, or Naii'ks, although they should be preferred, when peifectty 
coiiinetent. But the iioininatioii rests with the Officer Coininaiidiiig 
the Company, who is responsible for the Pay of the Men, and for the 
coirectiiess of the Accounts; and whose interest, as well as duty, it 
will he, to take rare that the office is held by an individual, wbo is 
ill all respects qualified and trustworthy. 

5. 'riie appoiiitiiieiit of a Pay Havildar is to be notified in Be- 
gimeiiial Orders, and he is not to be removed bv an Officer who has 
the o^rrasional and teiiiporarv charge of a Compaii}, without the 
■aiictinii of the Com man ding Officer. 

6. 'I’he Pay Havildar will take care that the Arms are regularly 
marked, and he will keep a Boil of the Coiiipatiy, shewing what 
number has been allotted to each Man in it. 

7. I'lic Arms and Acroiitreineiits of the different Companies, 
are to be maik*>d with a distinguishing Letter; A for the 1st Greiia- 
dif'r*!. B for tiie Ist or Light Company, C for the 3d Company, and 
D, E, F, G, H, 1, and K for the other seven ('ompanies. 

8. Eve.rv set of Arms and Accoutrements is to be marked with 
a iiiiikiber (1, 3. 3, &c.) in addition to the Letter. 'I'he practice of 
marking the names ot Mm upon their Anns and Appointments, will 
thus be rendered unnecessary, and is to be prohibited. 


SECTION 13. 


ORDERLY HAVILDARS. 

1. These Men are to be on duly for a week. 

3. They will call the Roll of their Companies at all Parades, 
and report the names of all absentees. 

3. They will also tell off their Companies by Sub'divisiorig, 
Sections, double Files, and Threes, taking care that every Man 
knows his place and duty ; they will then examine the dress of the 
Meii^ with their Arms and Accoiirremerits, and see that every thing 
is according to Order; after which, the Company is to be reported 
to the senior Native Offic^T piesent, who will immediately make his 
report to the European Officer; should the latter not be on the Pa* 
rade, the Native Officer wiH proceed to examine the Men, and as- 
certain that tiiey are properlv told off; this is never to be omitted, 
whether the Men Parade for Exeicise, or r «t. 

4. 1'he Oidcriy Havildais will parade all Mt^n furnished for 
Guards, or other diitiss, by their respective. Cpmpaiues, and iilarch 
their details to the Paiade, delivering them over to the Serjeant 
ilsjor, or the Havildar Major. They will be particularly e^tefui that 



ever j Man 10 rietn ; tbe F)«iiU properW (ixerf ; and the Afnunition 
arrordiiig to Older: any riefiriency in this respect, is to be reported 
at till* lime of delivering t^e Men, to the Serjeant Mitjor. 

5. I'heY vvid prepare the Daily Reports of their Ooiyipanies for 
the Adjuiant, aiid for their Captains. They will keep the Roster of 
the Men and Noii'Coiniiiissioned Officeis; attend to the Anus, Ao- 
coiitremeiits, and Stores, loritred in the Bell ot Anns, and prevent thff 
Anna or Accoiitremenis beiii^ kept in the hast of the Men. 

6. Tiiey will attend to the streets of their Companies, and rot 
port ail} iiiHttentipii to the Onlers in force, to their t'aptaiiis. 

7. TUey are to take all stck Men to the Hospital, and on theif 
admission^ report to the Ofiicer Coiiiiiihiidini; ibeir Company : this 
they will also do^ nbeu a Man io discharged. 


SECTiON 14. 


THE HOSPirAL ORDERLY. 

1. The Hospital Orderly is to be a Havildar, and to be relieved 
weekly: neglit;ence, and inegiilarities of the n orst description, will 
bn the certain consequences of permitting a Noii-Comiuissioiied 
Officer to be on this duty perinanenity. 

2. It will be the duty of thi.s Koii-Ceniraissloiicd Officer to at- 
tend generally to the sick; and to see that none quit the Hospital, 
blit such as have the Surgeon’s permission, 

3. He will also take care, iliat the Hospital attetidants are pre- 
sent, and read} to afford tlieii assistanee to the Men in Hospiial. . 

4. He will stricily attend to all orders he may receive troiii ihs 
Surgeon ; report to the visiting Officer the number of Men in Hos- 
pital, and any circiiinstaiices connected with the condition ot the 
sick, which may appear to require the notice of the Couimaiiding 
Officer. ' 


SECTION 15. 


DRUMMERS AND FIFERS. 

The Drummers and Fifers when ou general duty, must neces- 
sarily be under the Officer Commanding, but when of duty, they are 
immediately under the orders and authority of the Drum or Fil'o 
Major, whichever may be Senior. 


SECnON 16. 

PROMOTIONS. 

1. The numerous and important dimes which fall to the Native 
Commissioned and Non Commissioned Officers, owing to the small 
number ot European Officers usually presteiiwiih a Native Corps, 
render it indispeiisable to the efficiency of the Native Army, that 
none be advanced to these situations, but Men, who are, in everj 
respect, qualified for them, by superior iiiteliigenee, respectability 
of character, and uiiiforiuly good conduct. Readiiiesa in meeting 
Ihf sails of the Serviss, is to b«J 60 iiaidersd aa oouBtitutiog, iu itael^ 
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a stroni; claim to promotion ; nor oap it bf too oorlv Impreisf d on 
the vourift and aipiring; Soldier, that he may with coiitideiice rely on 
his own exertions for the notice of hie Officer, and for advancement 
ill the Service. 

2. In estimating the rnmparative merit of Native Commission- 
ed, Noii.(’oiiimisHioiic'd Officers and Piivates, who may be candt- 
dates for advancement, reference is to be made to the Character 
Books. 

3* VVheii two Men appear to be of equal merit, should one of 
them have di.stiii|;iii.shed himself in the Field, and the oilier have had 
no opportiiiiitv of doing so, the one fvho has thus disiiiiguished him- 
self. is to be prefeiied. 

4. When two Meii appear to be equal in point nf merit and 
Field S<*Tvices, the oldest Soldier, or seiiioi Officei is to nave the 

preference, 

5. No Non-Commissioned Officer, who is iieelleent in ihn 
execiiiion of hia duty, or who is found iiiiequal to his sitiiarion, is 
be reroinrneiidt’d for promotion to higher tank. 

6 A Lance Nairk, who, during his period of trial. do> a 
give sansi'arnon. slionld not be recommieiided tor pioin(th«>. 
rank ol Naick; and if guilty of any neglect of diiti , he sli(>nl 1 ^ 

once I educed. 

7. Aitliungli the Native Soldiers are strangers t ' i*) 
from teiiueiited liquors, stiipefartion tioin opiition, tn 
liiicomninii among lliein. Any Man addict* d to ii*«rnis « 
this state of rin ntal torpor or iiubecilitr , is to be consnieii ti - 
lified tor promoiioii. 

8 1 n some Bettiments, the recominendations of QrTice s <<• 

manding Compnnip.s. for promotion to the rank of ItMviKi.t* a.t « 
Naii'k. is not sofficientU attended to. It is of iinpoii.nicr*. 
the Officer who hag the best means of knowing the merit of iln* 
slionld be entrusted with some means of rewariling it. 'I'he Oiii -er 
Cotfiiuaiidiiig the (vompaii}^, is to be considered responsible tor the 
firnesn nf the Individual recommended : his recomiiicMidatioit is to 
bo registered, and is to be attended to. When the Officer ('oin- 
nianding tiic Uegiment. on full ebqiiiry, shall not approve of tliq 
M<ni r M'oinmended, he wnl return the reconiinpiidatory Roll to the 
Officer ('omniandiiig the Company, with directions to make aiiothejc 
•election 

9. When a vacancy occurs in the rank of Havildar, the Com- 
manding Officer will select a Naick to replace him from ilie general 
List, referring, before he decides on the promotion, to the Officers 
Commanding Companies, for ihe character of the iadividiials. 

10. Vacancies in the rank ut Naick» are to be filled up frOrn 
the moat deserving Sepoys, at the recorameiidatioii of Officers Coiiif 
manding the Companies in which they iwspectively occur. But 
where two vucancies occur iu the same Company within two months, 
the Coroinaiiditig Officer will take the opportunity of calling for Roils 
from other Companies, and will select some deserving Man, whq 
has been bsvkviard in bis promotion, for one of the vacancies. 

11. ' When any Companies are detached Ironi tiie Regiment^ 
and employed on actual Service, all the vacancies which may occur 
while they are thus detached, are to be filled up by promotions 
ill the Companies in which they occur; and they are, at the same 
time, not to be ovsilooksd in any prowotioos which may he wade m 
the Kegimsut. 
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SECTION 17 . 


EEDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. When a Noii-Coiiuiu88ioHc*d Officer or Soldier thinks lie 
has ranne of complaint, he will make his reprcKeiitation in a respectful 
manner, through the Officer (^Miiraandins; his ('oinpan\ ; and all 
though, on inquiry, the cninplaim may prove to be irrouiKiless pro^ 
vided It be not also malicious, he is not lo be rebuked for the, mis- 
t.'ike he has rominitted. Should the coin))laint be well founded, iio 
delay is to take place in redressing the g nr wince complained of. 

2. Soldier who have any representation to make, me to take 
ail opportiiiiiry of making it, when thev are not on diiti ; but any 
iniiii who Hinriniirs, or even speaks on Parade, or at Drill, unless k 
b*' in atiswer to a question put to him by a superior Officer, shall be 
liable to punishment. 

3. If any Sepoy or Drummer, considering himself ill-treated 
by a Noii-Coiuiiiissioiied t)fficer, shall, in return, make use of 
thieateiiing or piovoking words or actions, or abusive language, 
instead of taking the proper means for obtaining redress, he shall be 
liable to piiiiishinent for this b'^eacli of discipline, Hltliniigh, on eii- 
qiiirv, it may appear that the Non Comiiiissioned Officer’s conduct 
was reprehensible, in the fiiat instance. This rule is to apply in all 
disputes between any Non-Commissioned Officer and another of 
higher rank. 


SECTION 18. 


DISCHARGES. 

1. Every Native Soldier, after three years of Service, is en- 
titled to his dis'-iiarge in time of Fence, if his Company is not ten 
Hleii short of its complement, on iiiaking application for it throngU 
the prescribed channel. 

2. 'I'he gieatcst attention is to be paid to all applications for 
discharge; and no Men, who shall have completed his coiitiacted 
period of Service, is ever to be refused, excepting while eriiploved 
Oil Service, or in the case of expected Service, as hereafter specified. 

3. All applications for discharges, are, in the first instance, to 
be made to the European Officer Cornraaiidiiig the C otiipaiiy, to 
which, the person applying, belongs. 

3. The application is to be reported to the Commanding Officer 
of the Regiment, who, in the case of Comiiiisaioiied Officers, vt ill 
transmit it to the Adjutant General ; and. in case of Noii-Coiiirnis- 
siniied Officers and Privates, will either grant the discharge imme- 
diately, if the occasion appear to be iiigeiit, or defer it until the 
expiration of two mouths, from the date of the application. 

5. If the Corns be on Service, or if there be the expectation of 
Service, he will reject the application altogether. 

6. 'Vhe power of Commanding Officers to dismiss Sepoys, un- 
fit for the Service, is confined to the cases of Men, who from bodily 
defects, sickness, or accident, are incapable of performing the duties 
of a Soldier, and who are not entitled to the benefit of the Invalid 
Establishment., In all such cases, the Surgeon is to bear testiinoney, 
by his signature to the discharge, to tlie wiifitness of the Individual 
for poi forming the duty of a Soldiori Gommauding Officera may also 
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dismiss, without reference. Recruits, who from awkwardness at the 
Drill . are obviously imlikeU to become smart Soldiers. 

7. Ill all nilier cases of iinfitiiess for the Service, or when the 
Ctommaiidini,'^ Oil5< er is desirous to have a Sepoy discliarir^d. applica- 
tion must be uiade^ for the sanction of the Ooininantier lu Cuief. ThO. 
application to the Adjutant General, is to be accompanied by the 
orij^iiial proceedings ofanv Court Martial, or Coiut of Enquiiy, 
which may have been held on the occasion^ and by a minute 
Descriptive Koll of the Sepoy. 

8 All Native Soldiers convicted of the crime of theft, before a 
Court Martial, or a Ma^ristrate, iiiny be dischar|r«d the Set vice, withv 
out a reference to Head Quarters, such persons being considered a 
disgrace to Ihe Military profession. 

9. N'itivr Soldiera to whom Corporal Punishment is awarded 
hv the sentence of a R'^viineiital, Detaclinient, of Brigade t'onrt 
Martial, are to be discharged the Service, if the General or OlHcer 
Coinmandiiiif the Diusion shall think proper to order the |Junish- 
meut to be infliotpri. 

10. When Ss;po}s obtain their discharge, they are entitled to 
everv articlt* of dress, ami the ornaments appertaining to it. except 
the (loat and Pantaloons due for the two years preceding the 1st of 
January of the cm rent ycai.^ Their Caps, Breast Plates, and Gicat 
('loa^s, should be purchased by the Quarter Master, and seived out 
to R Cl Hits. 

11. ('ominaiiding Oiliccis are authorized to discharge Drum- 
mers and Fliers received fioin the Oiphau School, on their applica- 
tion. and without reference to any paticnlar period of Service, pro- 
vided that the^ be satisiied, that the object of tlie application is like- 
ly to prove beiiciicial to the Individual. Tliey are not to be dis- 
charged as a piinislirneNt, except when they may appear incorrigible. 

12 In all other respects, the rules for the discharge of Drum- 
mers and Fifeis. are the same as those for Sepois.

1. All Guards are to narade with shouldered Arms niid nitfixed 
llayoiieis. wiiiioul *«iiy intenrais between (hem. the Ranks opMi and 
the Mavildats with P.keg carried. The Officers with their Swords 
diawii, and Non Coniniissioiied Officers Cominaiidine Guards, ara 
to be toMiied about forty paces in front of the centre, in two Ranks 
faeiniy ih« Line, where they aro to receive the old Parole, and such 
Oideis as may be s;iveii to them.

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SECTION 20. 

CONDUCT OP OUAliU.S AND SENTRIES. 

1. Tite cuiu|ii€t ot* ilie Guards and Sentries oi' a Uegiiiieiit^ 
tlieir appearance in point ol' dress, will alfva}s indicate tlie state of 
the Corps, as to disciuliiie and interior econoiny. 

2. 'riie Ntiiive Comiiiissiuiied and Non-CoiiiiBisaioned Officers^ 
evheii on Guard, must, therefore, pay the greatest attention to tho 
conduct of their Men, and carefully examine the dress of every relief^ 
before iiiHrchiiig it fionitlie Guard Kooiii. 

3. Guards relieved daily, shunid never take off their Accou- 
treiiiuiits. except for the purpose of cooking ; and one half of tho 
Guard only is to be permiued to he absent, lor this purpose, at tho 
same tiini*. 

4. Prom the 22d of March to the 2*21 of October, all Gtiardo 
lodge their Aims beiwreti the hoiiis ol 8 in the innrniiig aim 5 in tho 
afternoon ; and from the 22 1 of October to tUe 22 i of March,’ thcf 
lodge tlieir^ Aims between me boura of 10 in the iiioiiiing and 4 ill 
the afternoon, lietween these hours, they do not turn out to aHJ 
persoii as a ci»mpliment. unless specially ordered. 

5. 'I'lie Officer Comiiiiiiidiiig the Guard, and the next senior 
to him, are never to be absent logeihei : every Mau is to be present 
wlieii the Arms are taken up in the aiteriioon ; and no one is to r]iiit 
the Guaid alter siiii set, except on some very urgent occasion, wheu^ 
it is expected, the absence will he as short as possible. 

6. AH Guards are to be ready to turn out and stand to theif 
Arms, during the night. Guar.ds relieved daily> ace expected to bo 
readv to do this in the day lime. 

7. The reliefa of Seiitriea are to be always marched off by a 
Noii'Coiiiiiiissioiied Officer, wiio wdl be held responsible, that tho 
Oideis are expUiued to every Man, and iiuderatood by him, befuro 
he IS posted. 

8. It is the duty of all Guards to protect, as far as may lie in 
their power, the Stoies and Pioperty heiongiiig to Guvernuient^ 
altlioiigh not actually delivered to t|ieir charge. 

9. Seutries are never to put down their Arms ; they are on no 
account to entei into conversation with passengers, or others, qr tp 
walk about ill a sauntering, loiinging niaiiuef; their pace shoulcl 
be the usual quick 

10. VVlieii ail Officer approaches a Sentinel, he is to stand 
atead), facing to his proper front; and will present Arms to a Field 
Officer, or Officer of siinerior rank, when he pasaea in front of liiop* 
It he pass ill rear, the Sentinel will neither face about, nor present 
Anns. 

11. After siin-set, Guards do not turn out as a matter of com* 
pliiiieiit; out Sentinels Will stand ateady, with carried Arms, and 
iaoiiig to their proper front, when Officers in nuiroriu approach their 
post until the evening ia so far advanced, that they begin to 
chal,enge. 

12. They are to enforce firmly the Orders given to them, with*, 
out distinction of persons; the alighleat deviation from this injniio* 
lion, will subject them to severe piiiiishmeiit. if opposed, or rests* 
ted, they will cali the Guard, or ahould the occasiou be iirgent« 
nst their Arms.

« 18. 'rhe slightest neglect on the part of a Sentry, shonfd ba 

severely punished. It should be clearly understood, that negligencd 
in the performance of this diitv, would never he overlooked. AH 
the Guards and Sentries of a Regiment should be ocrosionally visit* 
•ed, at tiighs^ by a European Officer, who will report^ in writing^, 
whether Ire found them alert and vigilant. 

^ 19. All Gii^ds or Escorts, from which more than one Sentry 

will be required, and haniig but one /Non Commissioned Officei^, 
Wre 1o have a Lance -Naick attached to them, who will take, in turn 
with the Havildar, the duty of reliev.iiig the Sentries. 

20. Sentries are in the habit, particularly in the cold weather*, 
fpf wrapping lip the ii heads ill cloth; this practrce is to be strictly 
tprohibitcd.

2. Minute and particular survey s should be made of all Piiblio 
Piiildiiigs, in every situation where ’Troops are relieved. 

3. Coiiiniaiidiiig Officers of Posts and Detacliiiieiits, will (aka 
the most effectual measures for the protection of all Buildings, pub- 
lic and piivate, as well as the lints of the Men, during the progress 
of the Relief; so that the relieving Corps inav derive the lull benefit 
Pf whatever Huts and shelter may be left by the relieved Troops. 

4', Corps, which are ordered to move, aie furnished with roiiteo^ 
froni the Quarter Master (vciieraTs .Depa^irVeiit, nr by the Stajf oj 
the Division ; and smaller Detachments should alwais, it poasiiile,. 
be furnished with a route, tixiiig the stages at which tlicy are to en- 
camp, and the halts they are to make. This route is not to be de- 
viated from, without some urgent cause. 

5. Whenever atMOetachriieiit of Troops, or a single Corps,

-8. Orders have been ^ifen by the Government^ that on re^

TREASURE ESCORTS. 

1^ Officers proceeding in charge of Treasure, canpot be top 
cautions and vigilant; they should see their Sentries posted and as- 
certain that every unde is lands the duty he is placed on, and tho 

orders he has received. 

2. Not more than a third of the Party should ever be *ibsent 
during the day, and every Man should be present (lelbre siiii'Set. 

3. The arms should be examined every evening, to asceitaiti 
that the Flints are properh fixed, and in good order, and all the load- 
ed jMiisquets slinuld be fresh piiitied. 

4. Tiie Sentries should always be posted within sight of each 
other; and at night, near enough, clearly to distinguish any Man, 
who might attempt to pass between them* 

5. 'Hie Musqiiets of the Sentries, and those of not less tliati 
one third of the Party, should be always loaded 

6. I'he Arms should be grounded, not piled ; and at night, the 
Men should lie down in their ranks, with their accoutrements on, and 
be ready to art at the shortest notice. 

7. The European Officers, or at least one of them, will be wkli 
the Men. 

8. The Sentries should be visited every half hour by a Nalivo 
Gomiiiissioned or Noii'Oomiiiiasioned Officer, and two or three tiroes 
dining the night by a European Officer. 

9. In eiicainpiiig the Party, care should be taken to occupy a 
clear spot, free from bnisliwcod, ciiRivatioii, old buildings, or ruined 
walls, which are calculated to afford cover to any Party wishing to 
make an attempt on the IVeasure, and may enable it to approach 
unobserved : there being little to apprehend on ordinary occasions, 
from an open attack, — the clearer the spot on which the Party ci|. 
ramps, the safer it may be considered. Officers will recollc<'t, "that 
the slightest neglect, or want of vigilance on the part of the Escort, is 
likelv to produce an attempt to carry off the whole, or a part of the 
Treasure. 


SECTION 30. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS^ 

1. The Men are to be taiigiKto conduct themselves on all ooi* 
easioiis, and in all sitnationa, in an orderly soldier like manner ; (d 
avoid riotous assemblages; and to be par(i>Milar}y careful not to of> 
fer violence to the Inhabitants of the Country. 

2. Should any person, not in the Military service, ill-treat, 
abuse, or iiisnlt a Sepoy, the latter is not to take the l«aw into his 
own hands, and chastise the Individual biuisctf; he will ueoflain 
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»»ho the offender is, and where he resideA^ and will then report the 
ill treotiueitc he has received, to his ()ffi.*er, who, throiiirh (he niedi- 
iiinoi'the Ollir.er t'onimaiidiiig the Rei;imeiit, will endt avniir to pro- 
cure redress fur the injury, by iiieanA of the (^ivil Aiiihoniiefl ; 
should the redress solictied not be affoided, a leport uf the whole of 
tiiR circiimstaiices is to be made, iur the iiifuriiiaiiuii of tiie highest 
Hilary Autimrity. 

3. Many Sepoys are in the hahit of weariiit^ their ('oafs or 
Turbans, with uo other part of the di^sS of a Suidier ; this practice 
is to be prohibiteil, and the Men should uistiuctly iiiidei stand, that 
they are to wear the dress of a Soinier, or to appear in their Native 
dress.— All exception may be peimittcd on a Riarch, tiben the men 
resort to tbe Regimental llazar, for the puirhase nf provisions. 

4. When marching, they are in the habit nt wrapping thetn- 
•elves lip ill cotton rlntiiA, particularly about the eais and head ; R 
practice so obviously iiiiiiiiliiarv, and su likely to be prodiicliVc of 
serious coiiseqiienres, is to b*- strictly proliibited. 

6. Men attending tlie Reviews of other Corps, are to appear 
ill full uniform, wi>h their Side Aims. 

6. No Man is to be permitted to assume tbe appearance of a 
Faqii^er in bis dress or peison. on, or ofl'dnti. 

7. No Man IS to paint his face, or to wear any maik whatever 
on Viis face, when on duty. 

8. On arriving at new qiiarfers, notice is to be given in all the 
Raaais, that the Dealers are not to give credit to the lAleii of the 
Corps, be}Oiid the iimoniit uf half their innniliix Tay, and not e\en 
to that extent, wiihniii the condition of their aconunts being setiird 
anil paid uii the issue oi l^ay tor the muiilh or months iur which sucli 
debts iiiive been coiitrai-.ted. 


9. The lioli is to be called in everv ('oinpanv, bv the Orderly 
avildar, at Hiiii iiHe, and at sun set ^ anrl when hicre is no regular 

Paiade, tbe Aleii will alwa3S tad in, lor this purpose, at the Bell uf 
Aruis. in their undress. 

10. Sepo}8 on diiiv as O'llerlivs. or on any other dnt}, are not 
to carry Cliattahs ; the Men are never to be exposed uiiiiec^Siai ih ; 
hilt when exposure is unavoidable, thev are to appear in « ver) re.s< 
pert as Soldiers, weaiing then Great Coals when it lains, but never, 
while on duty, using a Ciiattah. 

11. In order lo bring tbe Nuii-CniiimiBsiotied Ollicers under (he 
immediate observaiion of the Coriimanitiiig 0(ii> er, aHaindar or 
N'lir k is to be attached to him as an Orderly, anrl to be reiieveil 
weekly ; abd with Ine view rif piotnoting tliat miiiual regard winch 
aiioiild subsist between OAii eis Cuinitiainliiig Oumpanies' and the 
iiepoys, and to enable the inrmer tu a^'qiiire nii inniiiaie knowledge 
of tbe characters of their IMeii, it is desnable that Gliicefa siioiild be

2. Officers boldiiig^itiiations away from the Presidency, and whose duties may 
be considered as purely Civil, such as Residents, Civil Suigeoiis, 6lo. shall, in the 
first instance, obtain leave to repair to the Presidency, from the authoiity under 
whic h they are imtnediaioly adiug; atid on their arnral there shall submit their 
applications for the ultimate leave, thio*lbe Adjutant Grnerul of the Aunt. 

3 Udicers sorting on the Staff, in the Military Depaitineiit, away from the

9. The Officers CoiumandiHg the principal Stations in the A* my, will receive 
inatriictioiis to forward, on the 1st and Ifjth of each inoiilh, a List ol the Olfioara 
who ha'e arrived at the Station, wbo are reinainiiig there on leave, or dull, and 
who have left it during the preceding fortnight. They are also hereby desired 
lobring to the Commander io Cbiel^ notice, any instance where the pieocdiug 
Orders may be neglected.

That the hour for dinner be not later than two o’clock, and when tii^ Com* 
mander of ilie Ship retires from Table, either after dinner or supper, the Pas- 
aangers and Ollicers of the Ship retire also. 

That the Captain be sirirtly enioined 10 pav due attention to the comfortable, 
aocoinmodalion and libe I al treatment ol his Fansengers ; at the .same time sei ting 
them an example of .sobriety and decorum, as he values the pleasure of tnu Gourt. 

That any e\ces^ or disorderly heuavioor below, being equally repugnaiit to 
ihe good Older and discipline ot the Shio, will on repre.senlation, be noticed by 
the Court of Director.s, and not fail to ineur ibeii displeasure 

That any improper conduct of 4 he Ollicers of the Ship, towards the Passen- 
gers, or each other, .shall he quietly ntade known to i\.e Conimunder, who snail 
weigh <he circiimstance.s with iinpmtiality, and ii conciliation be intdiectual, de- 
cide,^ according to the best Ol his Judgment; and evrry person 1 oiicertied, oe 
expected quietly to conform thereto ; but should any one think hmiseif aggriev-* 
ed thereby, he may appeal to the Governor and Coun il of the first Hettiement tha 
Ship ariives at, or if homeward bonnd, to the Court of Directors.

GENERAL RULES. 

1 . 

No Tjetterd or Parcels, exceptinpr gudi as are imported from sea, News- 
papers published in OHlcuUa, when direct from the Publishers, under the pre- 
Bcrihecl <riiaTantee, and Native Letters, will be received for despatch at any 
Post Ollice, unless Rrcompanied by the Postaije to which they may be liable^ 
in Calrutia Sicca lliipee.s. where they are the currency ol the Country, and at 
Stations where the (Calcutta Sicca Is not the Current Rupee, the Local Rupee 
will be received as equivalent thereto. The Po«t Offices at Kedijeree, New 
Anchorage and Diamond (iHihoiir. and the subordinate Mofussii D4k Chokies, 
under the charjje ot Natives, are exceptions to this Rule, as at these all Let- 
ters are taken for despatch Rearing Postage. 

II. • 

The Post Office will not knowingly receive for transmission by either Let- 
ter or Ranghy j)dk, any article nf Value, hy which is iiienni, Money, Bank 
Notes, Jewels, Gold Ornaments. Watches, and such like. In every case there- 
fore where Letters or Parcels give cmer to articles of this description, they 
must be sent at the entire risk «f the .senders, who. in the event of loss of the 
Letter or Parrel, or of their Contents, wheliier by accident nr fraud, are not 
entitled to any compensation for the same fiom tlife Post Office Department, 
which wound not receive a Letter or Parcel for trausmissiuu with the know- 
ledge that it coulained any thing of Value. ^ 

ill. 

Persons not belonging to the Department cannot be admitted into the 
Receiving Room of the General Post Office, tior be permitted to examine 
the Records of the Office without the special permlssloo of the Post Master 
General, or Deputy Post Master, to one of whom complamts and all applica- 
tions for information must be made in writing* 

IV. 

Persons writing to complain of delay in the dilivery of their Letters, are 
requested at the same time to send the Envelopes of such Letters for inspec- 
tion on which are the Office Stamps, which always specify the date on which 
they should have been delivered. 

V. 

Persons writing to complain of improper conduct on the part of any of 
the Post Office Peons, will be pleased to note the number marked on the badge 
ef the Peon against whom they complain. 

VI. 

Peons are prohibited from the delivery of Letters out of the usual course 
and without immediate payment of Postage. They are to receive the exact 
amount of Postage, and are not bound to give charge for Rupees, both be- 
cause they may not have copper money sufficient in their possession, and be- 
cause the distribution of the Letters would be retarded hy their doing so. It 
is particularly requested that the Peons may experience the least possible 
detention at the doors of houses where they deliver Letters. 

VII. 

All Postage must be paid at the lime of the delivery of the Letter, and 
agreeably to the amount marked upon it. Whenever however there msy bo 
reason to suspect a surcharge, an Official complaint should be made to the 
Deputy Post Master and if the party complaining be dissatisfied with bisdecL 
fiun^ ho will be at liberty to appeal to tho Post Master General 
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VIII. 

All Letterfl, Parcels, &c. refnaed by the Parties to whom they are ad- 
dressed, or to Parties who are not discoverable, will be returned to the Oflice 
from whence they were despatched, and the Writers, or the persons irom 
whom th<;y were originally received, will be held liable tor the Postag^e boib 
direct and return. It the Writers or Senders oK such Letters cannot be dis- 
covered, the Letters will be entered in a list to be exposed by the Post Mas- 
ter, in tiie most public part of his Oilire, and from time to lime, a list will l»e 
sent to the Post Master General, who will cause it to be published in the Go- 
vernment Gazette. 

IX. 

In every case of refusal to pay Postage, Deputy Post Master are mithorlzw 
ed to detain all future Letters to the address of the Parties so refusing,, until 
the liijuidatinn of the preiious demands; as also fn refuse to receive for trans- 
mission any Letters from those persons. This Liule equally applies to Postage 
on Keturn Letters. 

X. 

Any person opening a Letter or Envelope, shall be bound to pay the 
Postage of the same, whatever may be the contents. 

XI. 

Persons exempted from the payment of Postage by their Official situa- 
tions, having occasion to write to non exempred persons on the private business 
ot the latter, shall write on the Envelope '‘Bearing Postage,” in which case 
it will be collected from the receiver. 

XII. 

Letters at Stations where there are no Depot v Post Masters, will be re- 
ceived by the Moonshees, or other Native subordinates in charge of Chokies, 
for transmission, *' Bearing Postage;” excenling fjetters for despatch by Ship, 
which, as th#* full amount both Inland and Ship Postage must be paid at the 
period of despatch, cannot be received plsewhere than at the Office of a De- 
puty Post Master. 

xni. 

Notwithstanding, as specified in Rule I!, that the Post Office Department 
is not answerable for loss of Property contained in any Letter of Parcel sent 
through it, yet, for the greater serurity ot Property which may he sent at the 
risk of the .Sender, no Letter or Parcel once delivered into the Post Office can 
be returned bv any Clerk or Writer, unless he receives especial orders from 
Post Master General, or from the Deputy Post Master, his immediate superi- 
or, to that eflect, who w‘ill only pass such orders on being assured that appli- 
cants for the return of such Letters or Parcels are the original Senders, or 
have due authority for claiming to have them returned ; the receipt granted 
for such Letter or Parcel must be returned to the Post Office, or if entered in 
a Bonk, the Book must be sent that the receipt therein may be cancelled un- 
der the Post Master’s signature. The Postage which may have been paid up- 
on such Letters will notiie returned with the Letters, nor will the Letters be 
received again at the Post Office, except as a fresh delivery liable to Postage, 
at the same rates as if they had not been previously received and returned. 
It is particularly recommended to persons *.Tho, notwithstanding the notice 
given in Rule II, may persist in the transmission of Bank Notes by Dik, to 
cut them into halves, to despatch them separately, and in every practicable 
case to await the acknowledgement of the receipt of the first halves before 
despatching the second. 

XI v. 

The General Post Office is open daily for the receipt of Letters from ten 
A. H. to a quarter past six p. m. at the usual rates ef Postage; after which hour 
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till a quarter before seven p. m. all Letters will be charged witli Treble Pos. 
taf^e, that is to say^ three times tlie amount that they would be chargecj with 
had they reached the Post Ollice before the doors were closed at a quarter af- 
ter six o’clock. (Ill order, however, to prevent persons beings charged witl| 
Treble Postage, in cases where they may not be desirous to forward their Let- 
ters unless they reach the Ofiire before the doors are closed, no Letter will be 
received unless it is accoinpaoicd by a note or memorandum, stating, that it is 
the wish of the Sender that it may be for\var»led by that day’s DAk. Persons 
who are desirous of availing themselves of this Rule, will have the goodness 
to desire their servants to wait at the door till it is opemsd at a quaiter before 
seven, when they will bo admitted.) For the deliv«'ry of Letters until three 
p. M., and for replying to enquiries from ten a- dC. to three p Af,, Sundays ex- 
cepted, as regards the latter. The time for the receipt of Newspapers is li- 
mited to a quarter past five f. m., beyond which time no Newspaper wilt be 
received. 

XV. 

Mails received at the General Post O.Hicc af^er three p. M. are not opened 
Qnlil the following morning, as from that hour tlie Registering, and otherwise 
preparing the Letters put into the Post Office tor the night*s despatch to tha 
other Presidencies, and the Mofussil, commences. Therefore Letieva received 
after three p. m,. are distinguialied by the Letters P. M. being imovc^sed upon 
them, in addition to the Date Stomp. Such Letters as are received and fleut 
out on the same day, are impressed with the Letters 

XVI. > 

There are three places at the General Post Oifice unpointed fc/' the re- 
ceipt of Letters for despatch : viz. that for Service and Pree that for 

Inland Letters liable to pav Postage, and another ‘or Letters for rtation, 
or Ship betlrrs, whether public or private. ComplainU ha^e bequent'K been 
made of the refusal to receive Letters when piesected at the G-^oieral Pn«»t 
Office, arising from their being offered at the wrong window, or reteiting 
place, the public are therefore particularly requested to pidul out to the («(>)■. 
vants who may be sent with Letteis, which Deparimeiit they me inleiiued lur. 

XVII. 

With ,a view to le.ssen the business of the Post Office Department, all Let- 
ters from Public Offices sent on one day to the same Orfi -e, are to be put ub« 
der one Envelope, if it can be done without exceed ng Twenty-one Sicc® 
Weight. This nractice will also tend to lighten the Mails by reducing tU« 
number of Rntelopes and Seals. 

I XVIH. 

The Receivers of Letters at the General Post Office cannot be required 
to give Change for a Rupee, save when the Postage sliall exceed that sum. 
In all cases where the Postage on a Letter or Ijetters may be le^s than Oun 
Rupee, it must be paid i« Copper, or in four or eight Anna Silver Pieces. 

N. B, Complaints ha^^e frequently been made that the Post Office charges 
Batta in changing Rupees into Pice, which, upon enquiry, have beten sbewQ 
to arise from servants obtaining change from a Podar who has established 
Limself in the vicinity of the Post Office, but who is in no way connected with 
the Estahlishment. There is no person of this description attached to tho 
General Post Office, and all the Receivers are strictly enjoined when they do 
change Silver Money, to give the tail change at the rate of Sixty-four Pioe to 
the Rupee, and a deviation from this practice being proved against any Rf* 
eeiverj won Id subject him to the loss of his situation.

Thi.s Rule is panicularly applicable to f-etters from Nnfi\es, 
which are allowed to go Btariug Half PostagH, excepting in the. iuslauces 
hereaf er not^'d in Rule X. 

The Table of Rates of Inland Postage exhibits only the charge for Sin- 
gle Letter Postage between Station.*!. 

IV. 

public Official Letters w ill be received for despatch ns far as Twenty. five 
Sicca Weight, hut not beyond that weight, uulcss m enieigent cases, -u l.ei» a 
communication in writing must be made to the Deputy Post Alasier by the 
Fauctiunarv who sends the Packet tor despatch. 

y. 

Public Despatches for transmission by Dkk, are to be, copied Wilh n the. 
smallest space ctmipatible with perfect logibiluy ; maigins ol the i>ap< r not n 
exceed one-third ; all blank leaves to be withdrawn; enclosures, whcr.Pirr 
practicable, to be written consecutively; and generally to be made up in tue 
most compact form possible.

When the number of Official Despatches received for tranFm’ss’^n at one 
time, may be such as would render the bulk or" weight of the Mails too bur- 
thensonie, Deputy post Masters are authorized to detain any proporyon of the 
same for de.spalch by the Mall of the following dav, exceptmo alnayp in cases 
of emergency, whlcfi will be noted as specified in Rule IV, and then on no 
account will such Despatches be detained.

Law Papft'S, Accounts, and Vouchers, superscribed and attested by tbo 
full aignatuie of the persons sending them as beinar such, are leceived for 
transmission by Dak at the rate of Three Sicca Weight as One, i. e. any.

N. B. Letters for Ceylon, or for transmission from M.adraa by Sea, form 
exceptions to this Rule, as on all sneb Letters the Full Postage mu.st bo 
paid prior to de.spatch. 

X. 

Natives have the option of paying^ only Half the Amount of Postagn 
leviable on a Letter when it is delivered at a Post Oftiee tor despatcli; the 
reinaining Halt to he collerted from the person addressed, «n ilelivery, ex- 
cepting Letters to Ganjain, Madras, Hydrabad, Poonah and Bombay, which 
must always be Full Post Paid.

Tn thf ra.se of a Letter being rejected, the Sender then becomes liable 
for the Hslf Postage whicii remained unpaid npon the despatch ol the Letter, 
together w 1th the Full Postage for its return. 'J’hese Rules do not however 
apply to Letters addressed to the Ofticer.s of Government in their Official ca- 
pacilv, nor to Letters for FuTopeans, or to Stations beyond Preaghy.

Govero- 
meat or Service Despatches — Tuesdays and Fridays, those ui the Oomuiuuity. 

VII. 

Hanghiea for transmission to Madras and ITydrabad, and the interniedi. 
ate Stations, are restriried by the Madras Government to the following Mea« 
•ureiuent and Weight ; viz. Size not to exceed nine cnhic, or seven hundred 
and twenty-nine solid inches, and the Weight not to he in excess of seven 
pounds. Any deviasion from these Kiiles will render a Parcel liable to re- 
jection at the Post Oiiice, unless in cases of emergency^ where satisfactory 
reasons may be assigned, when exceptions will be made. 

VIII. 

There being no separate Cangliy Conveyance South of Madras, it baa 
been notified by the Post Master General at that Presidency, that Farcels ia, 
excess of two fomnda in WeTght, cannot be forwaided to any Station beyond, 
and therefore Parcels receivable at the Calcutta General Post Ollice for des- 
patch to the Southward of Madras, are Vestricted to the above-mentioned 
Weight.

The New Road to Nagpore, via Midnapore, ICatheringha, Sumbnlpere^

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•St*aflon^, the Banrfiy Burdars are withdrAwn Annnallr on the 15th of June^ 
And are re-posted on tl>e 15tli October, during which interval Parcels for 
Nagpore are received for despatch via Benares, Juanpore, &c.

Postage is charged on Bnnghj' Parcels, ngreeahly to the Table of Bates 
ralcnlated expressly for Banghy Postage. A Tarcel up to Fifty Sicca Weight, 
IS A Single Banghy ; from Fdty to One Hundred Sicca, is a Double Bangliv j 
from One Hundred to One Hundred and F fty Sicca, Treble; and so on in 
proportion, coricsponding with the Ratio of increased Weight. 

XI. 

Full Banghies may be supplied on application, at Half the usual Batea 
levied on Pai cels sent Eeparaiely. .A Full Hiiiig'iy cotiiprises Two Parcels, 
each not exceeding the size of a common Traielling Petarrah, respectively, 
limit'd to the Welglit of Fifteon Seers. Thus the Full Banghv of 'rliirtjr 
Seers may he desnatclied by this Rule, at the usual chaige upon Fifteen Seers 
when seut separately. 


Regulations respecting the Postage of^ and applications for Dak 

Bearers, 


Travellers may be furnished with Dak Bearers, on application at the 
different Post Otlices, wiiere they will obiam all the ierpi>site information as 
to the estirnaled di'^Umces br'lwecn known Staiion^, to which only Dak Bearer^ 
can be laid by any Post Master. 

11 . 

A set of Dak Bearers comprises Twelve Men, yiz. Eight Bearers, Twn 
Mossalciiies, aud Two liaagiiy Rurdars, fur which is charged, payable in 
advance, at tlie rate of Fight Annas per Mile: but as in many instances, 
owing to the delay caused by Travellers reniaiuiug longer on the Road than 
the stipubited time, tliis sum is found unequal to the Fxpeiice, a further sum 
ot Four Annas per Mile is required todie puid us a deposit, to cover any even- 
tual Fxpence or Demurrage, caused by delay on Hie part of tiie IVaveller. 
Should none occur, the full amount of the sum deposited is rel’iirded, upon 
the Traveller furnishing a Certificate from the Dcjiuty Post Master, at the 
place where his j iirticy iinisbes, that he arrived these within the prescribed, 
time, wliich Ceitilicate it is the duty ot Deputy Post Masters to furnish to thn 
Traveller, specifying, accoiding to circiimst.aucea, whether or otherwise there 
has been any excess in the time, allowed. 

N. B. It should, however, be particularly observed, that in some DIstrictai 
Bearers are with difficulty procured, aud where they have to be hent a con- 
siderable dir tance to take up the 'I'raveller, and in like manner to return 
fiome ; for time so occupied, they are paid additionallv*, and in all such cases 
post Masters are authorized to charge the actual cost tor the Truvellei’ir 
Bearers. ^ 

III. 

.v All Travellers, whether proceeding from the Presidency, or from Oiit- 
Statinns, are provided with a Form, in which they are requested particularly 
to note any cause of dissatisfaction they uiav Qieet with on their journey, aad 
the places were they meet with ohstrnction or irreguUrities on the nait of the 
Bearers or Siihordlnate Post Office Servants. This Form being affixed Irt tha 
Certificate, wliicb the Tiaveller hay to presaotfor aignature to respectivi Pusi

Wli^'n a Dale has linen orilered^ and circumstances msy render it expe- 
dipDl i«>i the 'rravpller to postpone liis journey, or to withdraw iliellraiers

)iH\e hecii incurred on his account The amount paid tor tlie Dak and the 
ninount deposited for coveiintr Deinnrrase, will therefore remain unadjusted, 
until Reports are ieiei\ed frutu the several Post Masters on the line of lluutn 
to have' been Travelled.

2d.“ Letters addressed On the Service.” shall hear on their En- 
velopes, the Official Designations of the Officers to whom they are 
addressed, as well as the Ncimes and Official Designations, in their own 
hand writing, of the Officers, or Persons, by whom such Letters are 
written. 

3d— It is to be understood, that the exemption from Postage 
granted to Public Officers under Government, is limited to corres- 
pondence bona fide on the Public Service; and that when the pre- 
scribed form shall not have been strictly observed, such Letters are 
to be rejected at the different Post Offices, unless payment of Pos* 
tage be then tendered. But as the Commanding Officer in 
Field, the Secretaries to Government in the several Departments, 
the private Secretaries to the Governor General and Commendeip 
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in Chief, the Post Master General, the Residents at Foreign Courts, 
and the Agents to the Governor General — may have occasion to cor-

ORDIN \N(:E, and REGULATION for the good Order and 
Civil Government or the Scttlemeat of Fort William in Bengal, and fur Ke« 
€'ilaiing tile Number and Fare of Teeka Palankeens and Terka Bearers, ia 
the Tuwii of r'alcutta, inado and passed by »he Vice Picsidenc in Council, 
or ami for ihe Piesidency of Foit William in Bengal, the l ighih day of 
Marcii, III t'le Year of Our Lmd One TiioiiHand Eight Hundred and Twen- 
ty-seven, and liegisteied in the Supreme Court ot Judicature* on the 27tli 
April. 1827. 

WHEREAS it is considered just and expedient to Regulate the Niirn«« 
her and F^re ofTeeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, iii the Town of CaU 
.cntta, and to place them in such manner under the Contiui of the Police, at 
may lend to thr* greatei convenience of thw Public.

be liviggin a state of noiurious adultery, though not divorced or separated 
from him by law: 

Fir^t. If the widow at the time of her husband's death, be resident In 
India, and be left witbont an income exceeding one hundred riipeea pec 
mensem, a peosiou to be assigned to hei of three hundred rupees per men- 
•eui, during her residence in India. If the widow be not resident in India 
at the time of her husband's death or shall afterward quit India, and her 
income, from her husband's estate or otherwise, shall not exceed one bun- 
died pounds per annum, pension to be assigned to her be three hundred 
pounds per annum. 

Secondly. If the income of the widow, resident in IndUi et the death 
of her husband, be more than one hondred sicca rupees per mensem, but 
exceed not four hundred rupees or if the widow be not resident io India at 
the time of her husband's demise, or shall afterwards quit India, and beg 
Income be more than one hundred pounds per htonni"} but shall not exeqed 
four hundred pounds per annum, the pension to bo tiiigned to her is to be 
such as will make np her income to four hundred rupees per mensem, dnrv 
lug tier lesidenca in ludiaiiibar bpdredpottBdi pel enniui ia£ttrope|Of 
elsewhere! 
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Thirdly. In the event of a widow, to whon a peDuoit may hive beev 
assigned acqiiittiog sabseqneotly by inhericaoce, bequest, or otherwise, aoy 
property or income which with the property left to her at her husband's de* 
cease, and the peusiou received by her, may render her total income, iocIiid« 
ing her peusioii from the fund, more Chan five hundred rupees per mensem, 
during her lesideoce in India, or more than five hundred pounds per aonum 
in Europe or eUewhere, her peunbn fiom the fund is liable to abatement, 
proportioned lo the excess of her entire income, in* liiding the pension, above 
the It II Id specified; or to be altogether, discontinued, in Che evc'nt or her 
property oi income, exclusive of the peusimi assigned to her from thetuod, 
being equal to the full siiiii of five hundred rupees per mensem iu India, or 
five hundred pounds peraniium in Europe, or elsewhere. 

Fourthly* All tiensioos or widows are aho liable to discontinuance on 
their remarriage. Bui in tbo event of their being Hgaiii left in a state of 
widowhood, without an adequate nrovision for their snuport, they inay be 
again admitted to the benefits of the fund, under the same provision and 
limitations as on their oiiginal aiimissioo. 

Fifthly. The pensions to widows, who may be admitted to the benefits 
of the ttiHil, are to be paid in advauce half yearly to themselves or to their 
authorized agents. But the acknowledgement of the widow herself shall ba 
taken for all sums paid in her behalf; aud shall contain solemn derlaraiiun 
that her entire income including the peusion received by liei does not exceed 
the sum limited above. 

Widows are, if they have no means of paving for their passage to Eu- 
rope, supplied from the fund with such sum as may appear requisiie. for that 
purpose. 

If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means of providing 
for his family, and shall consequently leave a child or children, horn in wed- 
lock, without an adequate provifriou for their maintf nance : ami on the iu« 
forination, documents, or evidence which may be submitted in their behalf 
to the managers of the fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a general 
meeting ot the subscribers that they are proper objects, an allowance for their 
maintenance and education shall be assigned from the fund, undei the provi- 
sions and limitations contained io the following a>ticle: 

First. If the child or children of the deceased siibscribcr he left with- 
out any provision, the allowance tor the ediica'.ion and maintenance of each 
child, to be g( anted from the fund, in India or in Europe, is to be according 
to the age of the child, as follows, viz. 

Till five years age, thirty rupees per mensem in India ; or thirty 
pounds per annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the sixth year, to the end of the eight, for- 
ty rupees per mensem in India; or sixty pounds per annum in Europe. 

From the commennement of the ninth year, to the end of the eleventh, 
fifty rnpees per mensem in India ; or e.ighty pounds per annum in Europe^ 

From the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty rupees per mensem 
io India ; or one hundred pounds per annum in Europe. 

Secondly. If any provision be left by a subscriber for his child or chil- 
dren; or if after his death they shall at any tima become possessed of pio- 
petty or income by inheritance, bequest nr otherwise ; but not such as to 
afford the snms specified for their education and maintenance ; the allow- 
Smcee to be granted from fund are to be such as, in addition to the pro- 
perty or income possessed by them, will make np the several sums above 
apecified according to their respective ages, and as they may be resident iii 
India or in Europe. 

Thirdly. In the event of the property or income left to the child or 
tluldreDj qf a sabscriberj at bis demise, of which may subsequeutly devolve, 
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or be in any wise. acquired by them, beio|» such ti to afford the full amonnt 
sp«>ctti<*d ^‘or their education aud maiotenauce, they are not considered 
eiititlrd to any allowance from the fund ; and any allowances which may 
have been granted before siicu accession of property or ioeome are to be 
discontinhed* 

Fourthly. The allowances granted from the fund, for the maintenance 
and rduratioo of children, arc to be paid in advance half yearly, to their 
giiardiaus or relatives; or to snch nersoi'S as maybe intrusted with the 
diaburseiit^nt of the sums allotted tor the oi cither by the managers of the fund 
ill India or by the agents to the fund in England ; who from time to iiioe are 
to adopt such measures as may appear necessary for the purpose of ascertain, 
ing any accession of property, which would render the allowances from the 
fund liable to abatements or disroutiniiauce. 

Fitthiy. The provisions so made fiom the fund, for the maintenance 
and education of female chiitiern, ceases on iheii mariiag**, or on their being 
S' tticd ill any profession or employment; and the provision for male cliil- 
d en cea'ies on their being settled in any prof'ef>.'<ion or erai>li)ymcnt or on 
tl eir attaining the age of twenty one years. But any reipiisite sum, not 
exceeding five biiulSred pounds, may be appiopr:a>ed to the benefit of male 
or female children by the managers of the fnu<i in India ; or hv tbe agents of 
the fund in England at the time of their marriage, ot their bung settled 
ill any nrofpssion. 

For childien who may be in India when admitted to th*' fi»tid, and who 
may be sent to £n::laud for their education, witu cor cit .•ii<‘i' of the 
inauagers, passage money, if requisite, U to be siii plied fioni he fund, not 
exce eding one ibousand Sicca Rupees for each cb<l t An allowar.vc foi pas* 
a L"" mi-ney, not exceeding one hiiudred poiind« u • ' > be irai . if it ap* 
P'^ ar I'fces^ary, for ihe letiirn to India of any ibibb ifi’f.i^ted to “»e fund, 
wii't after c nipletirg their education in Europe, may :• t>.< n to Ind? ^ 

In aIi ( ases of application being made to the fund f<.r '.ssi^tanc ‘ to the 
faiiflv of a d*>reased siili*t<>riber, an authenticated copy ot the v >.< ot be de- 
C- ased. 01 if lie hIihII have died intestate, a full authentic staw ui t i f any 
p'OPf rfy lefi by him, and of the logal heirs tbeietu must be submitted for 
the iiifoimation of the manager* and .siib«ciiber8. A genet al meeting ofiiub^ 
sct'ih''tf’ ban IhIi power to rej^ct the application for aid from the fund, where 
it may appear th-it a sub^ciiher, leaving property, has made an improper 
devixeof it, with a vi^w to throw his family upon the fund or has pnrpos<»ly 
negbeted to make a disposition of his property for the benedc of his tamily. 

Those who may ai rive in India and subscribe to the fund, are considered 
subscribers from the time of their arrival ai Fort William, or from the com- 
menrenient of any allowances receivablr^ by them as civil servants of the Ben- 
gal esrab’ishmeiir, Bu' no civil servant of this Presidency in India, who 
may not acc»*nt the invitation given to him by the preceding article, withiu 
■ix months after bis ariival in India, aball be admitted to become a subscri- 
ber. 

The cootribntfuD of every subscriber to the fund, ceases npon his leaT- 
ing India, to return to Europe, but in the event of his returning to India, 
and again receiving allowance Irom the roinpany, he is to renew his contri- 
bution from the commenceineiit of such allow nnee. 

If a subscriber to the fund, at the time of his retiring from the service 
to return to Europe, shall have contributed, by his previuns monthly pa'y- 
ments to the fund the principal sum of five ^onsaiid sicca rupees : or if, 
on his qnitting the service, he shall pay to the fund what may be wanting to 
cojnplete bis cofitribntion to that amount; such contribution shall entiilo 
Ibe family of the subscriber, od bii denniei to the beaefits of the iaititutioa 
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Under the several provisions herein stated, or snch at may bo hereafter 
established, in like manner as if his death had taken iilace clnrinfr his resi- 
dence and actual snbHcriptiou to the fund in India. The family oi any sub* 
scriber to the fund, who may die duriii» his t<^ini>orary ahst^^ic** from India 
for the recovery of his health are also considered entitled (o the benedts of 
the fund under the existing rules of it, whether such siihscriber may have 
contributed more or less than five tiionsrtiid sicearnp' es. In all otiiei cases, 
of the deceased member of the institut on siiall nor have bceo an actual 
libscriber to the fund at the time of his health, and shall not have rontnbiit- 
ed five thousand sicea rupees to the tnnd. it sh^ll he at the option of the 
gubsoribers to admit his family to the benedts of tlic fund or othei wis'\ 

If a subscriber to the fund shall be disinmsed from the service, he shall 
cease to he entitled to the benefits of the iustiui^ion, and his widow and diiU 
dren, shall in like manner, have no claim to th^ benefit of (he iiiKi'tutiou— 
But in each case the . mount of bis ar*(nil cent. ibution to the fund, sh'aii bo 
returned vilth interest, at the rate n: ten per cent, per annum. 

If a subscriber shall be suspended from the service, he shall, d(irin<g 
the period of his suspension, cease to be entitled in his«own person to tbo 
benefits of the instuniion : but in the event of his restoration, he shall bo 
restored to his foimer lijL’hts, 

A subsc'iber snsnoinied from the service, shall however, have the op* 
fipa of receiving bark the amoii'it of contributions, in the same maimer as in 
ilie case uf persons finally dismissed from the set vice, but if he should take 
advantage of this clans'^, he shall cease to he entitled to the benefits of tho 
institution, either for himself or family, as in the case of perso'is finally dii- 
jpiflBsed from the service. 

if a s^ibsciiber, being suspended from the service, shall die dniirig the 
period of siispensiun, his widow and children shali be entitled to the fail be- 
nefits of the institution, exceptiug in tho case of his receiving back the a- 
noanl of hU voo^tribotioD. 
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KEGULATIONS AS SANCTIONED BY THE UONOURABLB THR 
COURT OF DIRECTORS. 


l«t. Tli« shall, from the li*t of May 1825, contiibutf, fof 

tho f>iii pose of the Fund, Four I'er Cent, ot their Salanes, and all other 
puhiic emoluments, however denominated; compensation lor travel iii{je 
eKp*'U9C8 excepted. 

2'l, Should aiij Sohsciiher he engaged in India on private busiBeis^ 
and therebv voliintaiily exclude himself fioin puhlii: employ, his Siihsciip* 
tions to the Fund shall cea&e. aiiiriii tiie event ot Ins heieafier ipliiiquishiug 
•ucli piivate business, and lesumuig employ in the Seivice, his Siius’ liptiune 
may be resumed, but the iiiicrveiiiiig peiiod gliall not be reckoned in the 
time iiecessaiy to quality him to become au Anmiitant : Aii<i this rule shall 
be equally applicatile to all persons now in the Seivice who iiuy have been, 
or may be engaged in \)rivate biisineig. 

3d. The Annuities are fixed at 10.000 Rupees each, payable in Eug* 
land at 2 Siiilliugs the Rupee, being £1,000 Sleibng. 

4Ui. The Annuities shall be tendered to Siibsciibers having served in 
the Civil Service 25 yenrs, and actually resided 22 yeais of th&t period ia 
India, accoi ding to theii smioiity on the gi adatiou list of the Service, as 
fixed by the Couit of Dlieciore, and the right of piefereuoe shall not bo 
bailed by refusal in a preceding year. 

6tb. The Annuities iliall C'>raiiience with the fiistof May in each 
year, beeinniiig with the year 1828; that is to say, shall fall due at the end 
of the said official Vear ; and in like maniier, the succeeding Annuities shall 
commence on thefiistday of the following official yeais, and fall due at 
Iht cl'ise of each year respectively. 

Otii. At a convenient period before the close of each year, the Mana*

7th. The following raemhefs shall bo regarded as having virtually 
intimated, for the time being, their unwillingness to retire on the Aimnity 
viz. those to whom a requisition may be made as above ptovided, and on 
vrliose part no reply may be received, on or before the first day of the year, 
with which the Annuities intended to begr.auted may commence; and those, 
who may have quitted India, and failed to empower auy resideut in CaU 
eatta to act for them during their absence.

•srHbiijfhed in the ye;»r IS20, I'or the purpoHe of sending honi<*. in c. nilort 
and re8pe('tal)iiily, the Families of deceased Office* s in Hi* iMajes'y’s Ke- 
giments, serTing in India, who may haTe been left d»^8iitute'; and ot pre- 
'veu'iiig ilie painful and degrading practise of appealing to ihe Public lor 
Subscriptions on snch orcii^-ions ; and also of vroxiding lehet in nuch easeg 
as may r^'qiiire it, uniil they can be conveniently sent home. It hjvioir 
since been found advisable to make ^ome a teratmiiH in the Itules and 
Keguiatioiis then esla dished, the following revised Regilla'iona, pa'Sod 
with the general consent of tiie Officers of the Army, hate been appovi d 
of by His lixcplleuRT th>i K ght llmiorable Visi o nt ^ umberiupre, Com- 
mander in thief in India, who has been pieused to become Patron to ibe 
InatiiutioD.

The Directors at the same time notify that the Widows of Dis- 
sentients will not benefit by the increase of pensions voted on the 8tii 
November 18^14, which is restricted to Widows now on the Fund, 
and who came on it subsequent to the 1st Januaiy, 1809.

At a General Meetiny of the Members and Subscribers of the Bengal 
Miliiarij Widow's Fund, held at the Bank of Hindoostan this-day 
Monday, 18^/t August, 1823. 

The following reiuiiiii<»tis vr-^te propo«»d ami iininiin'i nsl y agreed to, 
1st. Tnat the following Extrarts from the General Lettei of the Ho- 
norable Coiiir of Di'ecfors in the Mdiiary Department, dated 26th Febriiaiy 
)823, and forwaided with Lieutenant Colonel Cateiheut, C. B. Secietaiy 10 
Guverninent’a Letter of the 4lh ultimo, be read, viz. 


Extraet Honorable Courts Lftter, 

Para. 12. ** We now proceed to convey to \oii oiir sentimenta and Or- 

4^ers relati*’^ to our contribution to the Military Widow’s Fond.** 

13. ** It appears from the statement of the Managers (Letter S6th 

July 3820 ;) that the S ib<rrihera to Che Fund have greatly decreas- d in 
uuni'ier ; those in the unmarried Cias^ having almost wholly withdrawQ 
their Subscriptions, while several of the married Oflici'-rs have entered into 
other Tontines ; notwithstanding the patronage which we have given to the 
Fund, and the advantage which it possesses ef a large annual C(Aiit|l^itioar^ 
fr»iii •1.*' : 

^ For List of JOirsetors l/ide Dirsetory Part IX 
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14. All the other Fuods established at your Presidency to which we 
contribute are, as far as the provision tor Widows is concerned, framed 
upon piinoiples similar to those which were laid down in our Military letter 
oi 22d Febiiiary Ittll : and the Military Funds at Madras and Boiiihay which 
ere exclusively cuntincd to Chaiiiaole purposes and embrace a greater va* 
rieiy ot such objects, are suppoited by nearly the whole of the Officers of 
those Establishments.*’ 

15. ** We are of opinion, that a Military Fund upon the General 
Principle of those of Madras and Huuibay, is equally suitable to the Officais 
of your Estabiihbraeiit, and would he attended with equal snccess.” 

IG. You have theiefore onr authority upon the leceipt or this des- 
patch, to offer to the Subscribers of the Bengal Military WidowV Fund, the 
allowance of the eiicreased rate of Interest solicited upon their Securities, 
upon the condition ot adupiiut; as the basis of their Regnlatioiis, the princi- 
ple of the Military Funds cf Madras and Bombay, except in respect to the 
provision for Orphans ; an object which is already adequately provided for 
by the Military Orphan Society of your Establisliioeut, and the exclii«>iou of 
which will justify a proportionate reduction in the rates of Subscription.** 

17. ** These funds besides embracing the important object of making a 
liberal provision for distressed Widows aud Orphan**, provide also tor the 
paymeoC of passage money for their conveyance to England, and also for 
passage money to aud from England, and support there, for Indigent Meiu- 
bers ot the Fund, labouring under ill health, and the Military Fund at Ma- 
dras has lately commenced granting Pensions to Officeis having served more 
than 10 years in India, who have been compelled to leave the Service troia 
ill haltb, without being entitled to full pay.” 

18. These are provisions of advantage to the Service generally, and 
holding oat strong iiiducenients to subscribe to unmarried Officeis on whose 
■upport the prospeiity of these Funds so nincb deueiids.” 

19. Our wish is, that if you are not already in possession of ir, you 
ahonld refer to the Governments of Madras and Bombay for full informa- 
tion in regard to the Military Funds at those Presidencies, and the principles 
upon which the scale of contributions has been fixed, in refeience to the 
advantages which they respectively hold out to their Members; in order 
that the Managers of the Bengal Fund after making due allowance for .the 
absence of any necessity to provide for Orphan Children, may form a correct 
opinion to be previously sanctioned by yon, of the terms which it may be 
proper to offer to the present Subscribers, as the condition ot transferring 
their Interests into the Fund thus modified, and to the Officers in our service 
who do not snhscrine to the present Fund,” 

20. '** We shall approve of your allowing such Snhscribars to the pre- 
sent Fund, as may dissent to the transfer of their Interest into the New 
Fund, to continue their Snbscriprion under the Regnlatioiis as explained in 
onr letter of the 22d February 1811, with respect to His Majesty’s Officers^ 
their Widows being allowed the present rates of Pension, but we are most 
desirous that you should endeavour to combine the two parts of the Fund 
by such modifications as shall give snbstatitUI security to the New Subscri- 
bers, while at the same time they improve it*s condition and preserve that 
good faith which is doe to those, who have contributed to the present Fund.*' 

21. ** Fiom this reservation in favor of the existing Subscribers to the 
present fund, however, must be excepted those subscribers who, under the 
iKew Regulations rece utly approved by yon ; have subscribed for a bigber 
rate oi Pension than their Widows wonld have been entitled to, under the 
|uraie:i('^|;nlations in reference to the rank of their husbands in the Army. 
We edHliet withhold the expression of our disapprobation of the sanction 
which have given to n role centravening entirelyi the only part wit 
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one exception, of 6nr tnstmctiooi of 22d February 1611; which the Me* , 
t^jers of tb(* Military Fuiiti at your PitsiiJeucy have tiioii»ht proper to 
wit upon. Whether we view the case of these ii^tibscribers in retereoco 
JWth'e above considerations, or to the senility of the Fund, we have nOw 
^J^sitatioii in exnressiui; oiir oniiiioii that they ought to he placed in the ai- 
^Illarion from which the new Kegnlationa may have induced them to removo 
|p|[witn the exception only of the differeiiee betwt^ea their Uegimeiital and 
/ A<my rank, hereatter adverted to;) a.id the amount leuinied to ihem which 
may have been subscribed under the Regulation in question, in excels of 
their former subscriptiou.** 

22. ** We admit, that the argiim -nts used by the Managers in favor 

of the proposition for opening every cidsa of Siibsciiption to the service ge« , 
xeraily are correct, as applied to a Toutiue siipporied only by the coutribxe 
lion of ii*8 Members.*' 

23» “ Every Subscriber's Widow is, on that Supuosition, likely to bo« 

n'*fit in proportion to the amotiiit of the bii<«baiid*s Subscriptiuii, and the 
sooner that Siihscriiition commences, the better for the Fund, But if tho 
Fund be aided by Charitable Coniribiitiona, or bv rite contnbiitioes of thw 
Fanies not deriving benefit from the Fund; the Widows of those who sub* 
sciioe to the higher classes will, by obtaining a larger share of these cootri* 
biitiO' s diminish protanto t)ie shares of the inferior ClaMSes.’^ 

24. We ate diHiiosed however, so far to lelax the principal of our 
formei iuhtnictions as to consent to your allowing Officers to Subscribe ac« 
cordi'>g to their Army Rank, as was requested by Captain Faithfull, in bU 
letter to tiie Miinagei k dated 4tb March 1820. In oiir instructions of 
22d Fe'onriry 1811, we did not particularly tieai of the difference establish* 
ed hAtweeii the rates of coiiti ihiitioii of married or unmarried Subscribers.^ 
^Witii a view to encourage the coiitribiitioiis of the latter Class, we ar« 
prepared to «anction a diife.ence of rates for two ('lasses-*' 

25. W« decidedly olij*ct to the piinciple sanctioned by the near 
Ko'ilailons which requite" af-esh Certificate of health, for every rise of 
Class ; a condition, wnicli i.owever prober when each Class of.Snbscription 
Is ooeii to every Officer, alttiongh' remaining Statio.iary in Rank. Would 
onerate with necn'isr haidsliip when applied to rise by .oroinotioii, as it 
wonitl deprive the Widow of an Officer of the Pension of her Class, in case 
her biisuand should suffer in his liealili, in any stage of his promotion ;either 
from climate or the nature of the public service in which he might be eo* 
gaged." 

26^ We have lately resolved to render it obligatory upon all Civil 
Servaiit>r, auivointed by ns in future, to subscribe to the Civil Fund of th'^ir 
respective. Presidencies; and to communicate to such of those Servants^ 
row in India, our wish, that they m<ty subscribe, and our determination to 
ireUis*^ c 'lupliaiice wirb any application for relief on the behalf of Widowa 
or Families of siich Servants as shall refuse to contribute to the Fund." 

S7, It is our intention to adopt similar resolutions in regard to the 
Siibscriiitioi] of Military, Medical, and Ecclesiastical Servants, aupoiuted for < 
the Presideitcies of Madras and RoiUbay, to the Funds established for their 
respective services, and we shall be prepared to follow the same conrshiii 
favor of the Bengal Military Widows' Fund, when its constitution shall have * 
been revised upon the principles explaineJ in this letter.*' 

28. ** The adoption of such a revolntiOn nuy render it proper that the ^ 
priecipleof confining the operations of |iie Fund to cases of distress shonld 
be so far modified, as to admit of gome contingent benefit to the j^l^ibu* 
tors, generally, as it respectf the Civil Fnnds of Mapiras and Boxgm^'the ' 
Optional Annuities held out to a limited number of their Subscribert; will 
aoiwer the parpotCi aUbbugh^hegradatioasefraukiD the Military SaVvice^ 
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prerliide the adoption of an arranf;enipnt precisely tiimilar by the Military 
FnruJ* ; we are of opinion, that the modification of the <• eventual beuefita" 
d^f.rrih d ill tin* 5th siectioiiof the Reviilatiuns of ih» Madras Milirary Fund, 
dated in Oc tober 1818, extending those, or similar, ben* fits in a limited num- 
ber ot Orticprn, not lo ill health, may acoomplish the object without iuterfer- 
ing iQ any inatciial degree, VritU the benevolent purposes of the Fund/' 

2d, That the present meeting having taken into considerafion the re- 
commendation Slid siiKgestiotii contained in the above extracts fiom the let- 
ter of tlip Honorable Court ; and knowing also that it ts the wish of a iiume- 
r body of the llpi.gal Ainiy, that a Military Fund similar to (hose of 
Madrai ind Bmnliay should be established at (his Presidency. 

3 i. That it be proposed, for the suffrages of the army at la»ge ; that 
a Bengal Military Fund be established, and that it be further submitted for 
the sanction of those concerned, that the Bengal Military Widow's Fund 
bo incorporated therewith. 

4th. That the following Statement of the Military Widow's Fund no 
♦o the 31st December 1822, shews the same to be in a most aatisfactory and 
6ouiishing condition, thf income exceeding the Expenditure of the last 
year, by more than 78,000 Rupees.

SECTION III. 

Benefits derivable from the Bmgal Military Fund. 

Art. 17. The Benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold 

Ist. Such as are granted by the Regulations to Subscribers while Jiving.

Art. 18, The Benefit granted to Subscribers while ali ve, are consi- 
dered personal, and subject to the decision of the Directors foi the time 
being, who will be guided in their decision on each claim, by the Regulati- 
ons of the Fund, except when they have reason to entertain doubts with res- 
pect to any such claim ; it will in'sneh cases be tlieit duty to call for fiti tlier 
information from the claimant ; aiid if this information should not be satis- 
factory to the Directorii they are aatborized to withheld thg payment of the 
eUim. 
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Art. 19. A Snbscribprof wbatefer rank, who may proceed to Euiopo 
on SiPk Certifirare, and who may not be all*»wed‘ Paxsane Money from Go- 
vernment. xhail beanthorized to apply to the Military Fund for the Pasaage 
Money lesiilhted for hix rank,* provided his anpliration shall be accompanied 
by a ainrere and sob rnn declaration that he does not posaess the stim of Rn- 
peea 10.000 ; oi prope>rv of any dpsc iptioii tf> that ammnir and a>«o shall 
be entitled on his retnni to India to receive from the Agents in Kns;land 9 
the f>iim leitiilated for the outward uasaage on the production of a similar 
declar itioii. 

Art. 20. A Subscriber so proreedin* to England on Sick Certidcate* 
sball be author iz^d to apply for the ftirilier sum of Rupees Seven Hundred 
for iris equipment, hia application being accompanied bv a solemn and siiicero 
decl'^ratiiui of his not being possessed of the sum of Rripeea 2000; or pro- 
ppiiy nf -iiy d^scnpiioii to tliai arnoiiiit but no allowaiice will iu any case 
be made tor equipment to a Snhscririer retiiriiitig rn India. 

Art. 21. Sob^ltei II Otbre* 8 proceeding to EugUnd on 8iclc’Certifi« 
cate, who shall make a solemn and sincere declaration that they do not pos- 
sess from any source (e.vciisively of pay) an income of £ 50 per annum, shall 
be all twr-d that sum annually, during the peiiod of receiving English pay oa 
Furlough, 'fhe dr-clnr-nioiiH lo he ren W''d aiiinially. 

Art 22. It having howevet been deemed necessary to set limits to the 
claims tor gi Btiiitoiss Passage Money, Equipment allowance, and income to 
Sub.4vii>.-rj pioceediog to Eugl tud on Sick Ceruftcate, no Subscriber shall 
c* ' 8t‘qiii'ij:)y be entitled to tins indulgence moie than once in eight years ; 
iCek ' 11111(5 fr)iii liie leiicwal of S bsciint'O'i but in urgent cases of the certi- 
fied »>ckiiess of a Subscriber, who may have already received the benefits of 
the F I d wiihin that period, the application tih.il submitted to the con- 
sidciaiion of Subscribers at large, who will decide, if A«y, or what sum may 
be .idvaticed as a loan to be repaid within 12 months after the return of sneb 
Rie.' br 1 to Bengal, provided he may then have attained the rank of Laptasn, 
Otuerfvi<«e within twelvemonths after he shall have attained that rank. 

Art. 23. Subscribers prbceediug to England from any place not iin« 
der the Pi i Sidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal benefits wbicli 
have been above enumerated, provided (hey shall have complied with iho 
local Regul-itions, and shall make immediate communication of the circiim- 
itair.ces to the Directors of the Fund. 

Art. 24. The second Class of Benefits, nam-ely, those granted to 
Widows of deceased Subscribers, are absolute, not dependant on the decisioii 
of the Dirvciot«, but cnntrclled solely by the Regulations of the Institution. 

Art. 25. The Widows of deceased SiilMctihers shall be entitled to 
receive tlie Atiunines si>ecilir*d in the Biin»*xeri T *hle.

SECTION IV. 


EtcniU'd Benefits on the Fund,

To Officers wiio may have served twenty-two years in India and 
may be obliged by ill health to retire fioin the seivice withont having ob- 
tained the rank of M.»jor, the regulated Passage Moiiey of their rank, and 
tuch assistance from the Fund as will render their wlioie incoiiit*, tiom 
ssh**tever source, (^l^iived wi»h me exceoiion of pensions for ihe loss oi an 
ete, or iimb, or permanent injury equivalent to siirb loss; equal lo ib« 
pay oi M-*jor. 

Sd. It shall be comiietent for the Directors of the Military Fund at 
their discretion, to assist Officers retiring lioin ihe servu-e on tnd pay in 
limit'd circumstances, with a snm equal to the regulated PdSSHge Money of 
their Rank, provided always, that the Resignation of such Officer shall 
ictoally have been a'^eepted previously to his embarkation. 

Art. 29. Should the Fond however, at any period fail short of the 
demands upon it, so that the anu'ial income will not defray the Amount of 
the Annuities and other claims, then it shall be inthepowgr of the Directors^ 
after submission to the Army, to make a prbporiiooate dednction from the 
Annuity of each Annuitant, excepting always the present Annuitants of thn 
ileagal Widow’s Fuud and from tbe Pay meats to othefr Claimauts above tha 
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999*

At the Atmual Meetings the Accounts of the Fiiod^ and 
Proceedings of the Directors for the past y6ar, shall be laid before the 
Meeting, for in<*pecrinn and approval by the Subscribers present, who 
were not of the Direction ; after wbjeh the Meeting at Urge will proceed 
to choose Directors for the ensuing twelve moaths..

Art. 34. The Directors of the p.^^st year are eligible to be re* 
elected. 

Art. 35. All Subscribers, who nay have contributed to the Fund 
by paying Donations and Subscriptions in their respective Ranks, during 
aix cdiitiniied months before any Meeting, are entitled to attend to examine 
the Accounts and Proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 3G. In the event of a Vacancy in the Office of Director oc*

sideiicf, ^ho may be eligible to’ the Office, 

Art. 37. Ou ocotsion of any particular and important bnainesa 
tahirh m^y neceasaiily require the opinion of the Society at larce, special 
Meecmcs atill be of tiie Sith«criuers at the Presidency (others votinf’^^ 

by Proxy) as provided for in Aitirle 33, Or if any altedced luis-inanafte- 
nienty or other emerj'eiit ca-ise i»hoiild occuc to any twelve Suhscribeib to ' 
reqone the Notice of tho Society at lar^e, a Special Meetfnir shall he sum* 
moiied by the Piesidetiton the wiitten reqifisitioti of sirch twelve SubserU 
bers nnder the forms above presciihed. 

Art. 38. The Directors shall have a Secretary rfaosen hy themselvea 
who also shall bean ^cconiitanr, with an tMahlishment upon such allow*

Art. 43. The Books and Correspondence of the Fond shall be at all 
times Often to the inspection of Siibscril>eis. 

' Art. 41. When any new Regulation shall appear to the Difeaton

When fiitciest may be rliargeable according to these Re- 
gulations, on sums either receivable or payable by the Military Fund, in ac- 
count wiili Subscribers to that Fund, or their Fiiiiilies or Representatives, 
(vrith exception to the esvse provided for in Article 80,) that liiteiest shall 
b? always calculated according to the rate allowed by the Honorable Com- 
pany on the Property of the Fund vested in the Public Treasury at this 
Preaideiicy, at the time when such sums rn^y be reiceved or paid. 

Art. 64. The existence of the Military Fund must he known to all 
persons entering the. Sei vice, sod in the cntiise of six months, they must 
irecessariky have varrous oppoTtuiiities of kearnmg the tenor of the Peg.ulati- 
Cios ; It will nevertheless be the duty of the Secretary to comnniuicate to

The cotisidfirations which led to the establiMbment of asciis of Snp 
plf^nieutcity Laudable Societies, were these: By the ceustitiition of the ori- 
gioal Laiidable Societies, the major part of their tuiids, instead of beiii^ 
poitioned out as the lapses occiiired to the parties entitled to benefit ibeie- 
by, were left to acrmnnlate for a seiies of years at a low rate of interest 
in Oovei iiiiieot Securities, This arrangement was s,iecially inconveiiieiit 
to iho'^e who had recuuist'. to those Socieii*'S tor etFeciiiig Insur^.ikc- on the 
lilacs or (heir debtors, as iii most cases the deb'S which ihe tiisuraiicp were 
kiiteiKied to cover, continued to increase at a rate of liiteresr eiearlv ox« 
oeeding that at which the funds of the Society improved. EKoeiiefit e mIho 
proved, that notwithstanding the scale of the original Laudahle Societies 
had been so fai enlarged as lo anrnit or the subscription for ten shares on a 
single life, the aiigiiKtiitaiion w^s not iu ad instances siiflicieor for the pur- 
poseis of the piiidic, nor couimeusiiraie with a geneial and daily increasing

The leading principles or the Supiilementary Laiidaiilc Societies may 
be thus hric fly enumerated.

In ia»er years, owinur to the depreciation of Money, ihe funds 
of none of the Siipulementary Societies have yielded so high a dividend as 
Sa.

REGULATIONS OP THE ELEVENTH CALCUTTA SUPPLEMEN- 
TAKY L\UDA15LE SOCIETY. 

Article 1. The object of this association is to provide a fund for tho 
insurance of lives. This fund is to be portioned into shares ; and an 
individual may Mibsciine for a certain number of shares, either on his op 
her own life, or on the life of any other individual. In the former case, the 
general estate of the deceased, or such person or uersous as he oi she may 
by will or assignment have appointed, shall benefit in the event of a lapse ; 
in the latter, the person who may have subscribed on the lite of the de- 
ceased, shall benefit to the extent of the shares snoscribed for ; unless in 
eitner case, such shares be specially declare i at the time of siib'«crip tion, 
to be for the benefit of any other person or persons, or be subsequently 
made over according to the form hereinafter prescribed, for rb»* benefit of 
any other person ui persons, in which cases such person or persons shall ba 
entitled to benefit sii the event of a lapse, and no others. 

2. In the case of a person subscribing on the life of another, the par. 
ty subscribing, and not the party on wliO'^e lire the snbsriiptioii is made, 
shall be considered a Member of the Society, and liave a voice in tin* ma- 
uageiuent ot its concerns. Co-partners or other bodies of individuals 
may hold one or more shares jointly on any given life, either for their own
